Newton Y. M. C. A. Celebrates Its Fiftieth Birthday With 
Notable Guests and Program 


The Golden Anniversary Dinner of 
the Newton Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation commemorating fifty years of 
service to the men and boys of this 
community brought out a large mini 
her of young men as well as many for- 
mer officers and directors of the or- 
ganization. 

The guests of honor and speakers 
were: D. Fletcher Barber. Hugh Camp- 
bell, Allan C. Emery, C. D. Kepner, 
past presidents; President Fuller, 
John H. Geldart, Newton’s secretary 
in China; E. W. Hearne of the State 
Committee, and Rev. Ray Anderson 
Eusden, minister of Eliot Church. 

Mayor Edwin O. Childs was toast- 
master and because of his wide ac- 
quaintance and long residence in the 
city was able to recall many incidents 
relating to the men who had been con- 
nected with the early history of the 
association. D. Fletcher Barber and 
Reuben Forknall, both on the commit- 
tee who drafted the first constitution, 
have been members of the Newton As- 
sociation for the entire period of fifty 
yearn. Mr. F. H. Tucker, president 
from 1897 to 1899, was unable to be 
present.

INDUSTRIAL PREPAREDNESS 

Colonel Hanford MacNider Pays Eloquent Tribute to the Foresightedness of the Late 

John W. Weeks 


Colonel Hanford MacNider, Past 
National Commander of the Ameri- 
can Legion, and Assistant Secretary 
of War, was in Newton last Satur- 
day to deliver a lecture on "Indus- 
trial Preparedness.’’ Prior to the 
lecture, which was given in the audi- 
torium at the new high school build- 
ing, Col. MacNider was the guest of 
honor at a dinner served in the home 
of Alderman Sinclair Weeks at Val- 
entine street, West Newton. Others 
present included the officers of New- 
ton Post, American Legion, past com- 
manders of the Post, members of the 
Newton Board of Aldermen who are 
ex-service men, and Representative 
Leverett Saltonstall. 

Members of the Newton Sea Scouts 
in uniform, acted as ushers ut the 
auditorium, and Girl Scouts display- 
ed their skill in giving the various 
army bugle calls. Alderman C. Sin- 
clair Weeks,, who was a captain of 
Field Artillery in the 26th Division 
during the war, officiated as presid- 
ing officer, and introduced Col. Mac- 
Nider. Others seated on tho plat- 
form were Mayor Childs, Rov. Wil- 
liam M. Mick, commander of Charles 
Ward Post, G. A. R., Mrs. Ellis Spear. 
Jr., President of the Newton Federa-

Mr. MacNider said in part: 

"I am more than happy to come 
to the home town of John W. Weeks. 
With those of us in the War De- 
partment who have followed his work 
and know something of the founda- 
tions he has laid there for construc- 
tive endeavor for the future, his 
name means a great deal. I have yet 
to meet an officer of the regular ar- 
my that I have come in contact with 
in the last year or so since I have been 
down there, who in speaking of the 
affairs of the War Department has 
not lamented the loss of that man, 
not only to the War Department, but 
to the country. He builded better 
than you perliaps here in Newton 
know, because the work which ho 
started in Washington for the na- 
tional defense is only on its way and 
there are not us yet many signs to 
show you how well that foundation 
hr.s been built. He took the War 
Department in perhaps the most try- 
i.'.u time any man could take on such 
a task — after a great war, when ev- 
erything wus on the way down in- 
C 

stead of on the way up. He kept 
un the morale of the regular estab- 
lishment. He left them the pride of 
calling which they bad and he gave 
them new inspiration, even when not 
only appropriations, but personnel, 
were being taken away from them 
every day. There is a wonderful 
monument down there to your fellow 
citizen. Every man who served with 
the colors during that time realized 
what it was. 


"Sinclair asked me to speak to- 
night about the one endeavor which 
started under Secretary Weeks — in- 
dustrial preparedness. That is only 
in embryo at the present time, but 
when it is fully developed, when It 
is on its way, so that you are going 
to he able to understand what it Is 
in your daily life, you are going to 
see that there is a new security for 
the nation that was started by this 
fellow-citizen of yours. He had a 
great part in the framing of the or- 
iginal plan. What is more import- 
ant. it might have gone its way as 
so many new activities go in a Bu- 
reau of that kind, had it not been 
for the encouragement which he gave 
and the wisdom which he put into its 
early movements." 

Here Mr. MacNider told a story of 
a group of distinguished Englishmen 
visiting this country to study its 
problems, and who presented to a 
prominent American the question: 
"What are the three things that are 
worrying the American people most?" 
He pictured the amazement of the 
visitors when the reply came, "The 
first thing is. How are we going to 
get the squeaks out of the family 
radio? The second is. Where are 
we going to park the car? And the 
third. Where are we going to get 
a drink and when are we going to 
get it?” "After all," continued Mr. 
MacNider. "if that was halfway right 
you can understand why it is hard 
to pull people out and tell them 
about something that is dry as dust. 

"The object of industrial prepared- 
ness is to save the next generation

In the recent game with Deerfield 
Academy he singled once and stole 
a base, with the result that he scored 
one of the runs for Williston. who was 
flic victor in rather a one-sided game 
between the two schools. 

Last Thursday Wesleyan over- 
whelmed Springfield College on the 
track, taking the lead at the start 
and never being headed after that. 
Berkeley Johnson, the former track 
captain at Newton, starred for the 
Middletown team, although he did not 
place first in any of the events. He 
was formerly a dash man in the main, 
but at Wesleyan he has broadened out 
until it seems as if he were approach- 
ing a decathlon rating. He was en- 
tered in four events and placed third 
in all of them, adding four points to 
the Wesleyan score. In the hundred, 
the discus, the javelin, and the broad 
jump he showed his skill. Since he Is 
only a sophomore, the coming years 
should ripen him for more competi- 
tion and greater ability to defeat the 
class that he is In. 

When the Harvard tennis team fell 
ht-tore the onslaught of the Exeter 
team the big gun in the freshmen ma- 
chinery was Malcolm Hill, the star 
junior tennis player of Inst year. He 
easily subdued Holloway, the leading 
player Tor the Red and Gray, 6-0.

The announcement that Hill has 
just been elected captain of the Har 
vard freshman team is no startling 
news in view of the fact that he is 
easily the outstanding player on the 
squad.

Rising won his customary race, the 
440, without being pressed, and then 
he sprang the surprise of the meet by 
running the furlong and winning that 
in the last drive for the tape.

from the things we went through. 
We have no business calling men to 
the colors unless we can feed them, 
clot ho them, equip them, and, what 
is more, arm them so that they have 
a chance for their lives. You know 
as well us I do what hnppcned in 
1917-18. We were taught with a ven- 
geance that no nation, no matter how 
rich it was, how many facilities It 
had for rapid manufacture, how 
much willing and expert labor, all the 
money In the world to spend, could 
safely wait until It was suddenly 
plunged into wnr to do its thinking 
and planning for such disastrous 
emergency. We threw money and 
energy in a hundred useless direc- 
tions, to say nothing of risking and 
losing often the lives of thousands 
of these hoys who steppod out for 
service with the colors. I don’t know 
whether you realize that there were | 
but few American guns that ever 
reached the front, that three-quarters 
of our men served with rlfies that 
were made for other armies; that 
only forty-eight cannon made in this 
country were ever fired on the West- 
ern Front and that no planes of our 
manufacture ever went tip in the 
air to do damage to the enemy. It 
was a year after we got into the war 
before we even squared off to face 
the common enemy, and even then it 
was with borrowed weapons. If we had 
not had friendly allies Lord knows 
what would have hapened to America 
if they had come to us. We must 
not forget that that harrier will 
not automatically arise every timo 
In the future to take care of the gen- 
erations that are coming. Nor do 
I think that the coming generation 
is going to forgive us, those of us who 
know the bitter lesson # of our un- 
preparedness in material, if wo do 
not do something about it — those 
of us who served with the colors and 
those of you who In manufacturing 
and in business saw what a mess wo 
made of things In that first year. Not 
that we did not come through, be- 
cause of course we did. Once wo got 
under way, we worked hard and fast- 
Perhaps no nation in history over 
gave of her all so unselfishly. But 
that was a year after the war was on. 
The seas were covered with ships 
carrying material of war when the 
armistice came, but the freights in 
them never reached the men at the 
front. 

“War has become a different 
thing in this modern age. It takes 
seventeen men behind every man 
at the front to make him an 
effective soldier. As war becomes 
more mechanical, as all these de- 
velopments go on. that proportion is 
going to become greater. It is not 
a matter of a man taking down the 
old musket and marching forth to 
meet the enemy. In the war we used 
some seven hundred thousand manu- 
factured articles. So our job in this 
industrial preparedness movement Is 
to take every one of those seven hun- 
dred thousand-odd articles that we 
would have to use In any war and 
trace It on from the raw maturial to 
the finished product. 

“There is one hopeful sign on the 
horizon, and that is that on Capitol 
Hill In Washington there are more 
and more men coming up every year 
who served with the colors and who 
do not intend that their children 
shall go out unprepared as they were- 
And when they become the majority 
there, as they will In time, there Is 
going to he a different viewpoint on 
this very thing. 

"Many people object to the nation- 
al defense. They say, ‘If we would 
only forget war, war would forget 
us.’ We have done our best to for- 
got it after every war we have had; 
and yet wars have come. God forbid 
that there will lie any more in the 
future, but the best way to prevent 
it is to take this tremendous indus- 
trial power we have in this country 
and tie it together into a program of 
defense for the nation — not culling 
for the manufacture of a single wea- 
pon. but ready so that if the catas- 
trophe ever came this nation would 
not he a great helpless mass and 
would not have to send its children 
out with nothing to defend them- 
selves. Remember what Kipling 
said about the first year of the war — 
how ‘We wrought our defenses while 
our children’s breasts were our de- 
fenses.’ That is exactly what it would 
mean in any catastrophe that might 
full upon us now. 

"There is a general feeling on the 
part of many people that the army 
and navy have something to do with 
starting war. Look up any war we 
have ever hud and see if you can put 
that Indictment upon the army or 
the navy. It is the last thing that 
any man who has ever been through 
any war wants, to see war aguin. He 
knows what it is. He does not want 
It for himself. Lord knows he does 
not want it for his eheldren. But 
he does want them to have a chance 
and he wunts American citizenship 
to be maintained if any emergency is 
suddenly to crash down upon it such 
as the one that came to us in 1914 
and dragged us in in 1917. 

‘‘This industrial prepuredness 
movement is simply this: We go out 
to the manufacturer; we find what 
lie cun do in the way of making the 
kind of material we need. We allo- 
cate to him just enough of this work 
so that it will not interfere with his 
regular peace time economic struc- 
ture but so he can carry on without 
ripping up his factory. We then al- 
lot to him the transportation, the 
power, the lubor, everything he will 
need, und lie becomes a part of this 
gigantic piece of machinery which 
will only he put into motion when the 
people, through their representatives 
in Congress, declare wur. 

"That is what niuny people forget, 
that It is only the people, through 
their representatives in Congress, 
thut cun dcclure an emergency. Then 
It becomes the Job of the army and 
navy to bring that wur to a swift 
and hninediute conclusion — to stop 
it. Thut Is what an army and navy 
ure for — to stop wur; und there is 
no record in our history to Hhow that 
they huve anything to do with be- 
ginning any one of our wars.

either in your business or in your 
associates, or in ways which perhaps 
have not even been brought to your 
attention. But it means next timo 
thnt the whole nation can rise in one 
mighty and overwhelming company 
to put out any conflagration which 
may threaten the peace of the na- 
tion. There is nothing militaristic 
In it, as a gesture, hut it is a notice 
to the world, if you please, that 
America is going to organize its vast 
industrial power in such a way that 
this nation is going to he impreg- 
nable against invasion. And that is 
the only kind of war of which Ameri- 
ca need have any fear. We have 
never taken any other attitude and 
it has only been when our rights or 
our borders have been invaded that 
America has taken to arms. 

"In closing I want to speak a word 
about The Legion, because the chair- 
man tells me here tonight that this 
is an endeavor on the part of this 
post to start a movement in his com- 
munity to have meetings of this nort 
and speakers who will bring certain 
things that are of interest to the 
service men of Newton and tills com- 
munity. That is the great role of 
The Legion through all these years 
to come. The Legion is particularly 
well equipped for that sort of work. 
In the Legion we have no distinc- 
tion of any kind among ourselves of 
creed, of color, of sect or of anything 
else. For that reason we can reach 
into every other organization, political 
or religious, make it what we want 
and break down every prejudice, 
every obstacle that stands in the way 
of the welfare and progress of our 
home town. 

“We have a program in The Leg- 
ion which takes the priority this year 
and which, I hope, will take the pri- 
ority through all the years to come. 
It is this: Every Post must put over 
at least one unselfish, worthwhile, 
constructive effort for its home town 
each year. In my State It is a man- 
date, a self-assumed mandate on the 
part of the six hundred Posts, that 
if any Post does not do something 
worthwhile for its home town it loses 
its charter and goes out of business. 
That is the best mission that this 
Legion of ours can possibly have. If 
we look ahead the fifty years we may 
hope to be our useful lives, we cer- 
tainly can erect a monument which 
I believe our comrades in arms who 
did not come back would like to see 
erect — namely, a monument of 
making our town a better place to 
live in. a more American place 
to live in, a happier place to 
live in. If The Legion cannot do 
that, then it certainly has no busi- 
ness going on in existence. 

It is too often the story of the 
veteran that he wants to live over his 
service in the past, expecting much 
and perhaps giving little, resting on 
his well earned laurels. That is not 
what we must do in our generation. 
Our war was short. Our generation 
is intense and vigorous. We must now 
go ahead on a really constructive 
program. ^ 

“We have a Ejpnd between us that 
is hard to explain to those people 
who were not in the service, not in 
the uniform; something that comes 
of serving together, marching to- 
gether and sharing the hardships and 
dangers. I can think of no better 
illustration than an incident that 
happened at Kansas City at one of 
our National Legion convention. 
There were, I think. 159,000 men 
that signed their names on the reg- 
istration hooks and the traffic was 
so thick on the principal streets that 
finally they had to stop the street cars 
and take the automobiles off to let 
those crowds surge back and forth. 
The day after the big parade there 
were so many people in the lobby of 
the big hotel that it was almost im- 
possible for the men to reach the 
cashier’s desk to pay their hills and 
if they reached it they were some- 
times forced away by the crowds 
before they could get their change, 
Fnally a cordon of thirty or forty po- 
licemen was placed to make a pas- 
sageway possible througli the crowd 
Late that afternoon into the entrance 
came a little buck private — his uni- 
form dirty and wrinkled, an over- 
seas cap over one eye, his eyes near- 
ly closed from fatigue and want of 
sleep — it had been a flve-duy con- 
vention and I don’t suppose he had 
slept a single night. Right behind 
him wus u big, beautiful colonel- 
shining boots, pink pants, u beauti- 
ful buracks cap, everything perfect. 
Hu was pushing his way through the 
crowd and evidently was soinowhat 
disgusted at his close proximity to 
this buck privute. They got in us 
far us the line of police. The prlvato 
glanced around and he saw thut his 
army wus with him, and in a voice 
that sounded for blocks cried, ’Make 
wuy for u buck und hlB orderly!' 
( Luughter and uppluuse). 

"After all, that is the spirit of 


The Legion — all for one and one for 
nil, and all for the beat for their 
country. That is why The Legion 
is going to go ahead. That is why 
this very movement I have been tell- 
ing you about, which is only a small 
part of the universal service legisla- 
tion which they hope to go through, 
to tie the whole country into the 
picture for any possible necessary na- 
tional defense — why its service along 
that line are going to be notice to the 
world that America not only intends 
to have peace hut is going to have 
it. It is going to be the job of the 
next generation through the next 
quarter or perhaps half a century to 
see that it goes on the statute books 
to make America impregnable. And 
peace for the world can come if 
America is kept clean and strong as 
she will be if this program is sup- 
ported by this organization of men 
who huve already done their best to 
prove their citizeznship as Ameri- 
cans.” (Applause).

His enthusiasm was so infectious 
that his audience traveled gaily, joy- 
ously, with him upon “The Royal Road 
to Romance." from the Matterhorn to 
Fujiyama. 

Beginning briefly with a word about 
Princeton and mentioning his friend 
and room-mate at that college, Irvine, 
who later shared in that w’onderful 
adventure, the “Conquest of the Mat 
terhorn." 

Sailing in July from New York, as 
ordinary seamen aboard the "Ipswich," 
w’hose first port proved to be Ham 
burg. 

Here they purchased "Otto and 
Ophelia," twin bicycles, ami upon them 
traveled many miles. 

After many amusing incidents, Zer 
niatt. a Swiss village at the base of 
the Alps, was reached. 

The hair-breadth escape from in 
stunt death, as related by Mr. Halil 
burton, was little short of a miracle. 

He passed quickly from scene to 
scene. "Paris. Paris, never was it so 
beautiful as on that autumn night!” 

Next mentioning the smallest and 
highest republic, Andorra, and paying 
his respects to its President. 

On a January night, while wander- 
ing from his hotel room in Spain for 
a short walk. With the “Cloak of In- 
visibility," apparently, he passes the 
guards and beholds the mighty Rock 
or Gibraltar, the important fortress 
that guards Europe, Africa, the Atlan- 
tic and Mediterranean. 

His passion for taking photographs 
lands him in a precarious position 
After carefully preserving twelve films 
and leaving eighteen others exposed 
to view, he is arrested as a German 
spy and led away to the ancient Moor 
ish keep. 

Adventure after adventure. His 
passports O. K.. his fine paid, he is 
free again. The temptation for one 
more picture, that of his dungeon and 
the friendly warden (this with permis- 
sion from the authorities). 

A week later he sent autographed 
photos of the "Rock" to the judge and 
the warden, as a reminder of an Arne 
can journalist's unmitigated audacity. 

Taj Mahal, a living memorial to the 
beautiful princess Arjentand, who later 
became the Empress Muntaz Mahal. 
Of a thousand wives the favorite. 

His descriptions of Taj Mahal were 
tone poems of poignant beauty. 

■ His vivid and thrilling escapades 
kept his audience at a high pitch of 
interest. His stories of the "Baby 
Cardinal," of Leh, the humorous story 
of taking Princess Padmini for a boat 
ride, and his encounter with the dead- 
ly Cobra on the Malay Peninsula. 

To follow him through his many oth- 
er journeys one must read his amaz- 
ing book. "The Royal Road to Ro- 
mance." Therein we learn of his haz- 
ardous trip across these United 
States, his lectures, and writing of 
articles, providing him ample means 
for transportation home. 

Unlike most authors he was most 
gracious and generous in autograph- 
ing his book and cards for his many 
admirers.

Whenever the regular order of busi- 
ness at a meeting of the aldermen 
takes up less time than usual. It seems 
that some member of the Board thinks 
the hour opportune to start a disserta- 
tion on a matter of supposed import. 
Monday night the routine business on 
the docket was disposed of in short 
order and the aldermen, the press, and 
the few spectators were preparing to 
depnrt for their homes, when Alder- 
man Heathcote took the floor. The al- 
derman from Neshobe road, which Is 
partly In Waban and partly In Lower 
alls, has his "combative rouge" on. He 
ommenced his philippic by criticising 
the quite lengthy report of the "Joint 
Committee on School Construction,” 
presented earlier in the evening by Al- 
derman Fitts, and he conducted it by 
denouncing the Public Works Commit- 
tee for refusing to replace twelve 
horses owned by the Street Department 
which have been ndjudged unfit for 
further heavy work by the City Veter- 
inarian. If the Ward 4 alderman’s 
statements are correct, the South Side 
of the city has been woefully discrim- 
inated against, and the North Side 
has received all the plums. According 
to Mr. Heathcote the South Side 
Wards of Newton are 4. 5 and 6, but 
as nearly all of Ward 4 is located in 
Auburndale and the Lower Falls, it 
is difficult to conceive how this Ward 
can be construed as a South Side dis- 
trict, situated as it is In the most 
western part of the city. 

The first matter on the docket was 
the hearing on the petition of L. H. 
Swanson for a permit to change 
large garage on the Whittemore estate 
on Mount Ida Into a two-family dwell- 
ing. When single residence zones were 
established in Newton, fhe provision 
was made "that the aldermen could 
grant permission to allow single resi- 
dences of the older types to be remod 
elled Into two-famiy houses in single 
family zones. Some months ago 
petition was received asking a permit 
to change the Whittemore garage Into 
a two-family dwelling. As the Zoning 
Ordinance did not provide for such an 
alteration, the aldermen, at a recent 
meeting, very accommodatingly 
changed the ordinance so that barns, 
garages and other structures may be 
altered into two-family dwellings. At 
torney Hugh Boyd, who has appeared 
for several different petitioners at re 
cent meetings of the Aldermen, spoke 
for Swanson. He stated "that all the 
neighbors near the Whittemore garage 
are favorable to the proposed conver- 
sion of the building into a dwelling. No 
opposition developed, and Alderman 
Baker, later in the meeting, moved 
that the rules be suspended to allow 
the granting of the permit to Swanson 
Mr. Baker explained that the Claims 
and Rules Committee had considered 
the matter carefully and at great 
length, and had finally decided, inas 
much as none of the abuttors objected, 
to recommend favorably upon it. So, 
the unusual, and apparently inconsist 
ent modification of the Zoning Law 
was made, and the precinct of an ex- 
clusive "single family zone’’ will be 
at least theoretically deteriorated by 
a garage being transformed into a two 
family dwelling. 

No persons appeared either to speak 
in favor or opposition when the hear- 
ings on the following petitions were 
called: — Woodland Sand & Gravel 
Company for a permit to erect a tem- 
porary screening plant at 2131 Wash- 
ington street; Newton Theological In- 
stitution for a permit to alter a 1-car 
garage at 196 Institution avenue. Into 
a 3-car garage; James A. Scully for a 
permit to alter a 4-car 'garage at 9 
Wade street into a 7-car garage; tak- 
ing land for sewer on Oliver road; 
grading and laying out of Carver road 
from present accepted portion south- 
westerly to the B. & A. tracks. 

Opposition developed against the 
petition of John Magazzu for a gas- 
oline filling station at 184 California 
street. Albert M. Grant of the Shep- 
herd Mills, speaking for the Earnshaw 
Knitting Company objected to this 
permit being granted because the sta- 
tion would abut the mill property and 
cause an Increase in insurance rates. 
As the Earnshaw Company is about 
the only textile plant of any apprecia- 
ble size in this city now, employing 
450, it is doubtful if the aldermen will 
take any action which will tend to 
make the stay of this company in the 
city less assured. Within a month, 
one old established concern, the Silver 
Lake Cordage Company, ha3 departed 
from Newton, and those remaining fac- 
tories which afford a livelihood to res- 
idents of the city, should be encour- 
aged, rather than discouraged. 

On the petition of the Jjldison Com- 
pany for a permit to place an under 
ground conduit along Church street, 
a letter in favor was read from Fred 
H. Tucker, and a representative of the 
Immanuel Baptist Church advocated 
this improvement. 

John C. Brimblecom of the NEW- 
TON GRAPHIC asked the aldermen to 
widen Saint James street at Newton to 
a width of 40 feet, northerly from the 
corner of Washington street, to the 
B. & A. railroad bridge. He stated 
"that since St. James street has been 
made a one-way street to aarry traffic 
to the Charles River boulevard, It has 
become utterly inadequate to afford 
safe passage to the large number of 
automobiles using it.” Representative 
Arthur Hollis said, "This is one time 
when I agree with Mr. Brimblecom.” 
Mr. Hollis not only asked that the 
street be widened to 40 feet, but that 
its course be changed so that It will 
run through the Daniels estate, emerg- 
ing on Washington street, opposite 
Park street. The aldermen had merely 
pluuned widening the northwesterly 
corner of St James street at Wash- 
ington street, leaving the remainder of 
the street at its present narrow width. 
Alderman Hinckley told the Board 
"that Ossian Brett, who owns land 
ulong St. James street, will donute a 
strip 10 Teet wide to the city, if he 
1 h permitted to build un apartment 
house on his property. Otherwise Mr. 
Brett will build four 2 family houses 
on the land. 

Alderman Earle told of having at- 
tended t In* meeting of the Greater 
Boston Council, but deferred making 
u report until the detaileiT printed re- 
port will have been received from the 
Council* 

A number of jurors were drawn to 
serve at (lie Superior Court sessions 


In Cambridge next month. The 
"lucky" men are —John J. Finnegan.

The Franchise and License Com- 
mittee recommended that a permit 
be given to Louts Tlchnor to build a 
2-car garage at 176 Commonwealth 
avenue, this gnrnge to be located 7 
feet from the house line. The com- 
mittee nlso reported favorably on the 
petition of Fred A. Cahill for a permit 
to build a gasoline filling station at 
Washington and Court streets. Chair- 
man Hawkins of the committee ex- 
plained "that Attorney Boyd had 
made a mistake at the previous meet- 
ing when he stilted ‘that Mr. Cahill 
win not sell this property.’ Mr. Ca- 
hill will conduct the station himself, 
unless he can lease or sell It to bet- 
ter advantage.” 

Answering a question from Aider- 
man Baker, Chairman Collins of tho 
Finance Committee explained that 
the recommendation of the Finance 
Committee "that it is inexpedient to 
make additional appropriation for as- 
sistants to the City Engineer” was oc- 
casioned when the proposition was 
made to increase the snlary of Ernest 
Harvey of the City Engineer’s De- 
partment. Mr. Harvey has been per- 
forming valuable work In connection 
with the improvements in the water 
supply, and it was suggested thnt he 
act ns an assistant to the Water Com- 
missioner. City Engineer Morse took 
the attitude “that It would be unfair 
to grant an increase to Mr. Harvey, 
without giving increases to the other 
assistant engineers, whose duties 
would be increased, should Mr. Har- 
vey devote much of his time in as- 
sisting the Water Department. 

Alderman Fitts spoke at consider- 
able length on the report of the Joint 
Committee on School Construction, 
which Is printed elsewhere In this pa- 
per. He Invited the members to ask 
questions on any detail which was not 
clear. He stated “that even to care 
for the normal increase In school pu- 
pils In Newton, it will be necessary to 
build a new school every second year, 
and In addition the shortage of school 
accommodations, occasioned by the 
failure to erect new schoolhouses dur- 
ing the war years, must he made up." 
He Informed his colleagues "that May- 
or Childs has been constantly In touch 
with the School Committee and Joint 
Committee, and is thoroughly In ac- 
cord with the pians of these commit- 
tees." 

He expressed the opinion that the 
tunnel to connect the old classical 
high school with the new buildings of 
the high school group should be con- 
structed at once, unless the cost will 
be prohibitive. Questioned by Alder- 
man Earle concerning the delay In 
altering the Bigelow School Into a 
real Junior high school, Mr. Fitts ex- 
plained "that while It was proposed 
to make this change sometime since, 
the building of the Underwood School 
in Ward 7, has postponed indefinitely 
the changing of the Bigelow School 
into a junior high. A modified junior 
high curriculum Is In use at the Big- 
elow, and the parents of the children 
attending the school appear to he sat- 
isfied with this arrangement." He 
characterized the building of the Un- 
derwood as an additional grade school 
in the Bigelow district, as a mistake. 
At this point, Alderman Hodgdon, bas- 
ing his contention on the paragraph 
in the report of the Joint Committee 
on School Construction which reads, 
On the other hand it will appear 
that in the Mason, Hyde and Emerson 
districts, in Newton Centre, Newton 
Highlands and Newton Upper Falls, 
respectively, there has been no relief 
afforded to the grade schools and in 
these districts overcrowded condi- 
tions demand that they receive imme- 
diate attention as the school popu- 
lation has been steadily and rapidly 
Increasing." remarked, “certain sec- 
tions of the city have always received 
more and better attention.” Aider- 
man Fitts replied, denying and re- 
senting the imputation "that partial- 
ity has been shown.” The long argu- 
ment that ensued is referred to In an- 
other part of this paper. 

The appropriations made at the 
meeting were — Architects’ plans for 
school at Waverley avenue and Ward 
street. $5000; architects’ plans for tun- 
nel at high school $2500; deficit ac- 
counts various departmtens, $1613.21;

increased salaries for lieutenants In 
Fire Department. $450; to employ 5 
nurses for Protection of Child Life 
during the summer months, $1250.

IN THE SOUTHLAND 

Mr. Frank H. Burt of Charlesbnnk 
road has returned from Chapel Hill. 
N. C., where he went to make the offl- 
cial stenographic report of the annual 
conference of the National University 
Extension Association. The Universi- 
ty of North Carolina, which acted ns 
host for the conference, is the oldest 
State university in America, dating 
from 1789, and has over 2300 resident 
students, with a larger number tak- 
ing extension courses throughout the 
State. Chapel Hill is n beautiful vil- 
lage. some 400 feet above sea level, 
with many attractive homes, while the 
university possesses a great number 
of fine modern buildings and n delight- 
ful campus. Its president. Dr. Chnse. 
is a former resident of Massachusetts, 
and one of the recent accessions to 
the faculty Is Professor Woodhouse. 
formerly of Smith College, who though 
a Democrat of but a. few years’ resi- 
dence In Northampton, was chosen 
Mayor in the home city of President 
Coolidge. Going recently to North 
Carolina for research work at the 
university, he was invited to remain 
in the Department of History and Gov- 
ernment. The members and guests at- 
tending the conference witnessed a 
historic pageant given under auspices 
of the Extension Division of the uni- 
versity, entitled “Children of Old Car- 
olina,” in which over 1200 children 
took part, coming from the various 
schools of Alamance County, present- 
ing scenes In the history of the colony 
and State from the Indian days to the 
present time. Mr. Burt visited Ral- 
eigh, Greensboro and Durham, the lut- 
ter city the seat of Duke University, 
the $80,000,000 foundation endowed by 
the tobacco magnate. The public 
schools are making greut strides In 
thnt section of North Carolina, with 
fine modern consolidated buildings in 
many of the centers of population, to 
which the children are brought from 
rural homes In motor buses.

A general air of thrift 
and prosperity prevails In the section 
which Mr. Burt saw, while the weather 
was delightful, the season being at 
least three weeks in advance of our 
own.

Moving pictures were shown of ac 
tivities at Camp Frank A. Day and 
pictures of former officers, athletic 
teams, and association groups were 
thrown on the screen.

President Fuller in his remurks 
spoke of the Citizens’ Committee 
which Is being formed to secure a

list'd for repairs on the building, new 
handball and squash courts, new fence, 
new furniture, to secure additional 
land and improvements for Camp F. A.

1911 and Its equipment needs to be 
brought up to date and renewed for 
the years of service just ahead. Many 
of the facilities of the present build- 
ing are inadequate for the use of the 
growing membership.

ARGUE ABOUT SCHOOLS 

A lively and somewhat acrimonius 
debate occurred at the meeting of the 
aldermen on Monday night following 
the presentation of the report of the 
Joint Committee on School Construc- 
tion by Alderman Fitts. Answering n 
remark of Alderman Hodgdon’s "that 
curtain sections of the city have al- 
ways received more and better atten- 
tion as regards schools,’’ Mr. Fitts 
asserted "that the worst crowding of 
pnpllp In the city Is at the Claflln 
School at Newtonvllle, and that the 
committee has no Idea of dealing with 
-chool housing problems on a section- 
al basis. The erection of now schools 
is determined by the needs of the city 
as a whole and with proper provis- 
ion for the future growth of the city.” 

Alderman Heathcote attucked the 
report of the Joint committee on 
school construction. This committee 
is composed of four members of the 
School Committee and three aider- 
men. Mr. Heathcote said. "The mem- 
ber from Ward 7 (Mr. Flttsi has said 
a great deal without giving us much 
new light. The Van Sickle report, 
made six or seven years ago, con- 
tained practically everything that is 
In this report of the Joint committee.” 
He asserted "*hat the Mason School 
was crowded in 1921 and that the new 
school at Lower Falls will only care 
for the present enrollment at the 
Hamilton School, affording no relief 
for increased attendance at that vil- 
lage." He contended that the report 
should have recommended the con- 
struction of the proposed new junior 
high school on the site purchased hv 
the city near Centre and Clark 
streets, and that this committee 
should have followed the suggestions 
made by the experts who made the 
so-called "Van Sickle report.” 

Alderman Fitts replied, "I am not 
In a combative mood, hut I will try 
to straighten out objections. The Van 
Sickle report was always before us.” 
He went on to explain that although 
tills report recommended one junior 
high school for the South Side, after 
much discussion the joint committee 
decided on two junior high schools for 
this part of the city. The second of 
these schools will, if the plans of the 
joint committee receive approval, lie 
erected near the Eliot section, and 
will care for the children of Upper 
Falls, part of Newton Highlands, and 
Waban. "It is a stubborn problem," 
said Mr. Fitts, “to deal with the dis 
tribution and size of classes. We are 
going along all right but not fast 
enough to suit some people.” 

Alderman Hodgdon asked “How 
much will it cost to drain the school 
site near the corner of Ward street 
and Waverly avenue, and also the 
frog ponds on the site near the Levi 
Warren school?" Mr. Fitts replied 
that the sewer through the district, 
where the former school will he lo 
cated will cost about $15,000, and that 
it would have been constructed 
whether, or not, any school was erect- 
ed in this locality. Plans had been 
in the making also, for the covering 
of the brook running through the site 
of the Warren School, even though 
this school had not been placed there. 
The expense of grading the land at 
the Warren School location had been 
considered and provided for when the 
site was selected. 

Alderman Heathcote asked for in- 
formation concerning the cost of the 
land for the school near Ward street 
He understood that this site had cost 
$90,000, and that a brook ran through 
it. Alderman Fitts remarked “that 
the Ward 4 alderman seemed a little 
confused regarding this property, as 
no brook ran through it. and the land 
cost the city only $16,000.’’ Alderman 
Earle, chairman of the Public Works 
Committee, stated "that a sewer 
would have been built through this 
land within two years, even though it 
had not been selected as a school site. 
Seven years ago the city started to 
cover all the brooks within the settled 
portions of Newton: the brook 
through the property where the War- 
ren School is located, would have 
been eventually covered anyway." Mr. 
Earle commented that if any other 
persons than the easy going colored 
folks, resided in the section near 
North Prospect and Curve streets, the 
brook running near that neighborhood 
would have been covered long ugo. 

Alderman Hodgdon continuing in 
his role as the champion of the South 
Side, asserted “that all the brooks 
which have been covered, are those 
on the North Side of the city; all the 
schools built in recent years are on 
the North Side of the city." He read 
the names of the members of the 
Joint Committee on School Construc- 
tion to show that all, with the excep- 
tion of Joseph Lockett, reside on the 
North Side, and that the committee is 
thus prejudiced in favor of that sec- 
tion. 

Alderman Earle called Mr. Hodg- 
don’s attention to the fact that the 
last drainage work in the city had 
been done in his neighborhood, and 
at his suggestion. He also asserted 
"that from 80% to 85«7 f of all the 
drains built in Newton have been 
built in Wards 5 and 6, the so called 
South Side. 

Alderman Fitts protested against 
any assertions or innuendos "that the 
Joint Committee has been actuated by 
selfishness. There has been conges- 
tion in schools in all parts of the city, 
hut the new schools have been built 
in those sections where the conges- 
tion was the worst. The purpose of 
the Joint Committee has been and Is 
honest.” Alderman Pratt of Newton 
Centre stated, "As chairman of the 
Committee on Education. I have at- 
tended many of the meetings of the 
School Committee and the Joint Com- 
mittee. I am fully as anxious ns the 
gentlemen who have spoken ( Heath- 
cote and Hodgdon) to have the new 
junior high school built at the South 
Side, but I am in accord with the re- 
port of the Joint Committee." 

Chuirmun Collins of the Finance 
Committee explained that the finan- 
cial program for the next three years 
calls for the expenditure of $S00,i)i»0 
yearly on new schools, and that It is 
very fortunate that the new Junior 
high at Clark and Centre streets will 
not he necessary until 1929. He al- 
luded to the fact that the Levi War- 
ren Junior high will cost $760,000, or 
$1000 for each of the 750 pupils it 
will accommodate. 

Replying to Alderman Collins, A1 
derman Heathcote deviated from 
schools, and suid, ‘‘I notice thut after 
the lovely comfort station at the Cab- 
ot Park PluyKround at Newtonvllle 
hud been built, and Hullough’s Park 
drained, the fiuunciul condition of the 


city must receive consideration.” Ap- 
parently Mr. Heathcote was "getting 
hack” at Alderman Collins, who rep 
resents the Newtonvllle district, but 
the Ward 4 alderman missed the tar 
get when he took a shot at the "lovely 
comfort station erected at Cabot 
Park.” This much needed Improve- 
ment on the Cabot Park Playground 
Is not used as much by Newtonvllle 
residents as it Is by the young ath- 
letes from the Nonantum district and 
from Newton Corner. Incidentally 
Cabot Park is In Ward 1. Alderman 
Collins replied, "The people will al- 
ways get relief where the congestion 
Is greatest: sectional differences are 
not considered.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

It. 1 h with satisfaction that I have 
learned that politics Is a disease. I 
think n more accurate description 
would ho tho old-fashioned word "af- 
fliction.” Still that Is hardly what 
was meant by the Newton citizen who 
Is reported to have said that ho might 
possibly experience an attack of "po- 
litical measles.” Of course, measles 
Is an nflllctlon, but It Is only tho In- 
dividual who suffers, while everybody 
suffers from politics. 

Inasmuch as measles is not as se- 
rious a disease as some others, I 
wonder If tho man who looks forward 
to a possible attack means that he 
Isn’t likely to be very hard hit. Yet 
one can have measles and “have them 
bad” and maybe he will if he con- 
tracts "political measles.” 

Now I have never heard politics 
and measloH connected. I do remem- 
ber an incident that occurred In the 
State House. Two politicians were 
talking. One said, “How about your 
plans for next year, are you going to 
run again?” 

“No,” came the reply, "I'm all 
through with politics. I’ve been In 
the game too many years.” 

“You can’t quit now,” said tho 
other, “and you’ll never quit for that 
matter. Politics is a bug, once It bites 
you you’ll never got over it.” 

Now I am inclined to look upon pol 
itics as a disease. Some people, 
events prove, are Incurable. The 
worst of it is they don’t appear to 
desire any cure, hut prefer to remain 
in a political coma forever. This 
"sleeping sickness” form of politics 
strikes mo as the worst with which 
the voters are forced to contend. The 
patient needs constant attention and 
although he receives it ho doesn’t 
seem to get any better.

Newton, in “those rare old, fair 
old golden days which have gone be 
yond recall” possessed a number of 
residents who owned smart driving 
rigs — equipages. I might say, that 
never appeared on the streets with 
out exciting the admiration of citi- 
zens. Maybe these very rigs were 
more ornamental than actually nec 
essary, hut surely they were useful 
both as conveyances and “to make 
folks sit up and take notice.” 

The other day, with Mr. Joseph J. 
Murray of P. A. Murray & Co., 
viewed In the cellar of the building 
now in the process of demolition, 
what was known as a park phaeton 
It didn’t need “Joe’s” reminder to 
make me appreciate that here was the 
relic of carriage that In its day must 
have been “some class.” I could 
for myself this park phaeton drawn 
by a spanking pair of horses, the 
owner and his wife on the front seat 
and the liveried coachman occupying 
the smaller seat behind. 

I pictured such a vehicle passing 
through Centre street, the ornaments 
on the harness polished to the nth 
degree, the horses groomed till their 
coats shone and their manes looked 
like the tresses of a fairy princess. I 
could see the driver holding a long 
whip, with a longer lash, gently wav 
Ing and cracking it now and then, 
rot to intimidate the horses, but “for 
the looks of things.” In my mind I 
also could see the people on the side- 
walks. all of them gazing at the lino 
examples of horseflesh and the gen- 
eral "get-up” of the carriage and its 
occupants. 

“ J ust the thing in which to attend 


tho Country Club rncos, Joe,” I ven- 
tured. 

"Right,” said he. "It was built In 
181)7 and cost $1300. Tho Iron work 
is all hand-wrought." He thereupon 
pointed out other Interesting points 
and added, "I haven’t nny room for It, 
hut I’m not going to destroy it. I 
shall store It for It represents the 
best of Its day and those old times 
should not be forgotten.” 

I can see things to admire In the 
latest and costliest type of automo- 
bile, hut I don’t believe people who 
like to see horses drawing a smart 
rig would look twice at an imposing 
motor if this same park phateon, as 
It used to be, appeared on the road. 

Several requests have come to me 
that 1 give space in this column to 
doors other than at the Newton Cor- 
ner postoffice which the public use 
and which they find difficult in open- 
ing. I wish that I might be permitted 
the use of this space for such a 
worthy object, hut I feel that there 
are other subjects more vital which 
demand attention and which are en 
titled to first consideration. 

1 will go as far as to say that the 
whole matter may be taken up again 
next Fall. I have no reason to hope 
that nny change will be made In the 
postoffice door until that time and I 
doubt if any will he inaugurated then 
It is almost too much to ask of a 
landlord who has the U. S. Govern 
ment for a tenant. As I understand 
It there is a long lease in this case 
and In the case of every postoffice so 
that the tenant can’t expect much, 
hut If he does he is practically certain 
to be greatly disappointed. 

Furthermore, the screen-door sea 
son is coming on. I think this is an 
opportune time to point out that 
screen doors are as essential as the 
other kind and should be treated with 
the same careful attention. It is up 
to the owner whether he wishes his 
screen-door to remain with one or two 
holes in it throughout the summer. If 
he is friendly to the flies this is his 
business, although I must say It is 
carrying a hit too far the purposes of 
the Injunction “be kind to animals.’ 

No, it doesn’t make any difference 
to me, if I do not live where a broken 
screen-door Is In operation, whether 
or not it “lets In” the flies. What I 
protest against Is the habit some peo- 
ple of slamming a screen-door. It is 
a commonly accepted notion that a 
screen-door should have a tight spring. 
That is a good idea for it keeps the 
householder or storekeeper one jump 
ahead of the "winged pests.” 

But there Is no reason why, when 
yon are sitting comfortably on the 
piazza on a hot Summer day, stealing 

forty winks” perhaps or at least 
drosily comfortable, that somebody 
should hang the screen-door across 
the way and give you n nervous shock. 
I am against screen door bangers of 
all ages, regardless of their personal 
beauty, charm, or high position and 
I don’t believe they should be per- 
mitted to spoil the Summer for other 
people.

Those who are disposed to say that 
Newton is “slow” should have seen 
City Solicitor ".Toe" Bartlett in ac 
tion at the State House in the very 
Closing days of the sessions. “Joe.” 
assisted by the Newton members of 
the House, accomplished something 
almost unprecedented. He managed 
to do that for which some attorneys 
acting in a private capacity, would 
have demanded a fee equivalent to 
the annual salary of Newton City Sol- 
icitor. 

"Joe” appeared the first of the week 
with a hill to permit the city to take 
part of the Newton Lower Falls Play- 
ground for school purposes. It was 
Imperative that it should he acted 
upon at the present session of the 
Legislature; otherwise Newton could 
not go ahead and build the new school 
building. 

t don’t know whose fault it was 
that this request for State legislation 
was allowed to hang fire so long, but 
as I have often said they have a way 
at City Hall of taking their own sweet 
unimportant. At any rate it was the 
time about everything, important and 
City Solicitor’s job to get the bill ad- 
mitted, passed and signed by tho Gov 
ernor. Even if “Joe” did it was too 
much to ask of any man. 

Under ordinary circumstances the 
proposition would be a simple one. 
hut not the last week of the session. 
Before Mr. Bartlett had reached the 
State House word had gone forth 
from the presiding ofllers of the two 
branches that “nothing more is to be 
let In.” Prorogation was in sight — 
in fact only a day or two off — and any 
new matters were sure to throw a 
monkey wrench into the gearing. 

But “Joe” Bartlett knows his stuff 
and having lined-up the Newton mem- 
bers he proceeded, with their aid, to 
persuade the Speaker of the House, 
the President of the Senate and last 
hut not least the Governor himself, 
that Newton must have the bill. It 
was a record job for time and not 
many City Solicitors would have been 
so successful. 

By the way, Boston tried at the 
same time to get through a Boston 
Elevated bill and although it had the 
hacking of tho Mayor himself and 
high-salaried counsel, the measure 
was not passed.

A South Side contemporary prints 
the letter of a correspondent In which 
It is pretty plainly shown that tho 
Boston & Albany is economizing to 
tho unhappiness of Its patrons. I 
didn’t know myself until I rend tho 
letter that the rnllroad stations were 
closed tho greater part of Sunday. 

This to my mind Is not as it should 
be. Wo have never hoard that the 
Boston & Albany was losing money 
and as a mntter of fact tho contrary 
has boon stated as a matter of public 
record. 

Without going Into tho details of 
the changes of policy on the part of 
tho road I would mnko a suggestion 
to Newton people. If tho service is 
faulty lot some action bo taken. Tho 
way to got things from a railroad is 
to insist upon having them and the 
placo to emphasize such Insistence is 
before the Massachusetts Public 'Util- 
ities Commission. 

The service on the Boston & Albany 
Is of quite as much importance to 
Newton people as filling station locu 
tlons, guruge permits, and the score 


or more local matters that occupy the 
attention of the city fathers. Get 
away from the small town point of 
view once - in a while. 

If other cities send delegations to 
the Public Utilities Commission to 
correct impaired service and if those 
cities, through their Mayor and other 
offlcials obtain what they are after, 
why doesn’t Newton do the same? It 
is all very lovely to be nice and gen- 
tlemanly but that does not get a mun- 
icipality half as much from a public 
utility as a little rough treatment.

BOY SCOUTS 


Plant 2,500 Trees at the Ohio 

“Tlie Ohio,” so called in memory of 
the pioneer days of lids country, lo- 
cated in Dover and covering an area 
of thirty-two acres, was the scene of 
great activity on Saturday, April 30th. 
Commonly called "Arbor Day," Camp 
Director George II. Crosble named It 
“Conservation Day" for the Norum- 
bego Council of the Boy Scouts, say- 
ing that not only should trees lie 
planted, lint those already growing 
should he cared for, too. 

This camp ground of the Scouts of 
the city of Newton already lias eight 
cabins on it. each having been lmilt 
In part or whole, by the Troop which 
occupies it. . 

As a result of Conservation Day, 
with a reasonable number of the seed- 
lings coming to maturity. The Ohio in 
the years to come should lie well cov- 
ered with pine and evergreen growth. 
The Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
supplied The Boston Council, whoso 
Camp Storrow adjoins the Ohio, and 
the Newton Scouts with nearly 20,000 
seedlings of pine, spruce and the like. 

At about 9:30 Saturday morning. 
Scouts were beginning to arrive in 
numbers with t heir leaders at the 
Ohio. Some had been camping there 
over Friday night, so were early 
ready to start work. Shortly after 
this hour. Camp Director Crosbie gave 
a demonstration of how the seedlings 
should be planted and then Scouts, 
officers and parents set off with palls 
and buckets filled with the seedlings. 
During the morning hours they toiled 
in the warm sun: first a hole with a 
spade, then a little water, next tin* 
seedling carefully placed and set with 
a stamp of the foot and finally a stake 
to guard the young hopeful against 
the violence of careless feet. 

Some Troops did not arrive until 
noon or early afternoon hut all. ex- 
cept those whose cabins demanded 
immediate attention, did their share 
in placing the seedlings. As they 
walked about, some of the older 
Scouts called attention to the growth 
of seedlings which had been placed 
during the last two or three years. 

During the noon-hour, the smoke 
from a dozen or more camp and cook- 
ing fires, or from the stove pipes of 
those troops who did their cooking in- 
doors, curled lazily upwards, while 
Scouts and Leaders broiled steak, ba- 
con and other meats, cooked light 
flap jacks and the many odds and 
ends that make up the most appetiz- 
ing meal in the world, cooked in the 
open. After dinner, many resumed 
their tree-planting, while those who 
had done their duty played games or 
walked about the wooded country 
with parents and visitors. 

The Ohio lias been menaced by fire 
tills year and was last month only 
saved by the good work of Norumbega 
Scouts under Camp Director Crosbie 
and Council Officers, with the aid of 
the Boston Scouts of Camp Storrow. 
Edwin S. Drowne. chairman of the 
Camp Committee of Norumbega Coun- 
cil. has issued a vigorous denial to 
the stories in Boston newspapers to 
the effect that the Ohio was burned 
over. He says that plans are rapidly 
being matured to have each troop cab- 
in equipped with standard fire-fight- 
ing apparatus and the cut a wide fire- 
lane around the border of the Ohio. 

During the entire day of April 30th 
and to Sunday evening. May 1st. the 
Sea Scouts of this Council stood fire- 
watch, a work for which they de- 
serve mudh credit. Under the direc- 
tion of Portmaster Brown, they stood 
watch and watch in the high signal 
tower by the cabin of Troop 14, from 
which the entire country-side to the 
west, south and east can he seen. 

About six o’clock they sighted 
smoke off towards Seoutland. to the 
west and all. except the watch, start- 
ed off, taking as many Boy Scouts as 
they could gather on the way. It 
later developed that Camp Director 
Crosbie had spotted that same fire on 
his way home and that ills Troop, 5. 
and 5 from Dorchester, had fought the 
fire, getting it well under control by 
the time the Needliam firemen arrived 
with apparatus and chemicals. 

Sunday night Portmaster Brown re 
ported to Mr. Crosbie that they had 
concluded their watch and that all 
was well. Commissioner Woodbridge 
inspected the Sea Scouts and camp 
on Sunday evening. 

Late on Saturday morning. Honor- 
ary Commissioner James C. Irwin ar- 
rived at the Ohio, and immediately 
began ills observation of tiie day by 
setting out 75 seedlings. He stayed 
until afternoon, taking the new Scout 
Executive around, showing him the 
Camp and introducing him to officers 
and Scouts. Mr. Irwin was instru- 
mental in having the Council purchase 
the Ohio and continues a most active 
interest in it as he is much in iiym- 
pathy with the outdoor program of 
Scouting. 

The following troops took part in 
the observance of Conservation Day: 
'Troop 1, under the leadership of 
Committeeman Kenngott, had 24 
Scouts who set out 400 seedlings. 

Troop 2, Scout Master Hilliard, with 
8 Scouts, set out about 100 trees. 

Troop 4, Scout Master Frank Llch- 
tenthaler and 12 Scouts, set out 500 
trees. Troop 4 is locating a new 
cabin In the Ohio, as their present 
one is on Boston territory. It was 
completely surrounded by fire last 
month, and even the woodpile was 
burned. 

Troop 5, Assistant Scout Master 
George Crosbie, with 20 Scouts set 
out 100 trees. These Sc,outs also 
passed many tests. 

Troop 7, under ASM Ed. Stearns, 
had 13 Scouts there and set out about 
200 trees. 

Troop 9, under Scout Master Foster, 
had about 6 Scouts there, but worked 
on their cabin, which Is in process of 
completion. 

Troop 11, under Acting SM Mac- 
Euen, with 15 Scouts, planted 300 
trees. 

Troop 13 — Sea Scout Ship — 6 men 
under Portmaster Brown stood fire 
watch ami handled fire patrol. 

Troop 18, under Committeemen Pick- 
ersgill and Dalrymple, had 8 Scouts 
and set out 200 trees, as woll as 
nearly completing their lean-to. 

Troop 19, under ASM Greeley, with 
15 Scouts, set out 200 trees. 

Troop 10, under ASMs Root and 
Rhodes, had 7 Scouts, who devoted 
all their energies to flxlAg up the 
cabin and giving it an initial coat of 


green pnint, to mnkc It harmonize 
wth the woodland. 

The total figures are: 11 Troops, 
about 35 officers and Troop Commit- 
teemen, about 150 Scouts. Nearly 
2,500 seedlings were planted. 

President William T. Halliday was 
much pleased with the showing made 
and tlie work done and offers his 
congratulation to the Scouts and Of- 
ficers who made the day such a suc- 
cess. 

Flood Relief 

On Thursda; ftornoon, April 28th, 
12 Scouts from Troop 4, Frank Llch- 
tonthaler. Scout Master, reported to 
Council Headquarters to distribute 200 
posters asking for subscriptions to the 
Newton Flood Relief Fund. Transpor- 
tation was provided by the Red Cross. 

MacNider Meeting 

Hanford MacNider, Assistant Sec- 
retary of War, spoke last Saturday 
evening at the High School. Troop 
13, the Sea Scout Ship of the Coun- 
cil provided twelve Sea Scouts in full 
uniform, under Port Master Brown, to 
act as ushers. 

Flag-Way 

The Newton Post of the Legion has 
made possible, with the co-operation 
of the merchants a flag- way. In order 
to hare a 100$ showing of flags on 
the Way every holiday, the Boy Scouts 
are providing the means of getting the 
flags out in front of every store which 
has requested service. This means 
Troops assigned to duty must place 
the flags every holiday morning and 
take them in that night. The Fire 
Department is allowing flngs to be 
kept in stations. 


SEA SCOUT SPRAY 


On the evening of April 24th, a regu- 
lar meeting of the Sea Scout Court of 
Honor of the Norumbega Council was 
held at the Headquarters of Ship 13 
on Watertown streot. This is the Ex- 
amining Board before which all Sea 
Scouts who wish to he advanced in 
rating must appear. Several of them 
appeared on that evening and passed 
a number of the tests required to ad- 
vance them from Apprentice to Ordi- 
nary ratings, or ranks. 

Ordinary Sea Scout is the second 
rating for which a Sea Scout works. 
It corresponds, in a general way, to 
the Second Class rank in the Boy 
Scouts, except that there are 25 re- 
quirements, from a three months’ ser- 
vice requirement through signalling, 
first aid to practical seamanship 

The sailing dories of Ship 13 have 
been launched in the Charles River 
Basin on Saturday and will be rigged 
and put into commission soon. These 
craft, with the Portmaster’s ABC 
ship, will make quite a fleet for the 
Norumbega Sea Scouts. Sea Scouts 
who pass advanced requirements In 
swimming and caring for themselves 
in and on the water will be allowed to 
use the dories upon receipt of a chit- 
permit from the Portmaster, counter- 
signed by the Squadron Pilot. 

The Squadron Pilot, L. A. Bruce, 
Jr., and Scout Commissioner J. M. 
Woodbridge, Jr., will make a formal 
inspection of the crew and headquar- 
ters of Ship 13 on Friday evening, 
May 6th. As the Squadron Pilot lias 
been an officer in the Naval Aviation 
Corps, the Ship is anticipating a reg- 
ular Navy going-over. 


MR. COLE DEAD 

Alfred Winslow Cole, one of tlie 
oldest and best known veterans of 
tlie Boston millinery trade, died Fri- 
day at the age of 86. He was a di- 
rect descendant of Richard Warren 
of tlie Pilgrim colony at Plymouth. 
He had recently made his home with 
his son, Alfred Q. Cole of 118 Glen- 
ville avenue, Allston, hut had pre- 
viously lived in Newtonvllle for more 
than 48 years. 

Mr. Cole was born in Plymouth. 
May 24. 1841. He was the son of 
Samuel and Hannah (Burgess) Cole. 
He came to Boston at the age of 16, 
finding employment then with a mil- 
linery firm. In 1871 he became a part- 
ner in the business of Davis, Roundy 
& Cole, with a store and showrooms 
on Washington street near the pres- 
ent building of tin* Boston Transcript. 
In later years, Mr. Cole associated 
himself with several other firms, re- 
maining for 27 years with G. R. Fisk 
& Co. He afterwards connected with 
Higgins, Gardner & Co. and the Hig- 
gins Hat Company. 

Mr. Cole was a deacon and prom- 
inent member of the Central Church, 
Newtonvllle; a life member of Dal- 
housie lodge of Masons, and a mem- 
ber of Gen. Hull lodge, A. O. U. W.

NEWTON LAGGING IN STREET 
CONSTRUCTION 

Newton prides Itself in boing the 
finest residential community in Mas- 
sachusetts. It points to Its beautiful 
residences, attractive estates, super 
ior schools, nmgnificnnt churches and 
excellent streets. But, Newton (loos 
not crow so much about its streots 
today, as It did of yore. Undoubted- 
ly the streets of this city, on tlie 
whole, are far superior to streets in 
other cities; hut tlie proud boast 
which Newtonians could make years 
ago, "We have tlie best streets in tills 
Stnto,’’ can no longer he made. 

Prior to the automobile era, Newton 
had "sandpapered" streets. The mac- 
adam highways of tills city, were, for 
the most. part, kept in the pink of 
condition. Not only were they kept 
in excellent repair, but they were div- 
ided into sections, and each section 
was In charge of a street cleaner 
who patrolled his district, keeping the 
streets on it free from litter. For 
several years after automobiles be- 
came common, Newton kept in the 
van in the early attempts to combat 
tlie destruction wrought upon maca- 
damized streets by motor-car traffic. 
It spent many thousands of dollars 
in buying Tarvia A, Tarvia B and 
heavy oils to hind the macadam, and 
to cover the streets with protecting 
surfaces. In fact so much tarvia was 
poured over the streets, that they lie 
came too sticky every Summer, so in 
recent years this method lias been 
less used. 

Tliis fact was referred to by Aider- 
man Heatlicote when the recent bud- 
get was being considered. He stated 
“that because the streets have not 
been ‘painted’ the last few years, 
they are in the worst condition in 
years.” Mr. Heatheote, unconsciously, 
disclosed the reason for Newton’s 
streets losing their prestige, when he 
advocated the renewal of tlie "paint- 
ing” process on them. Newton, in the 
past, lias spent too much money in 
"painting” its streets, and with one ex- 
ception, no money in constructing 
modern streets, adapted to automobile 
traffic. A few years ago, a short 
stretcli of Washington street, in the 
business section at West Newton, was 
covered with a concrete surface. This 
is the only bit of permanent roadway 
Newton has built. In contrast, neigh- 
boring cities and towns are spending 
large sums each year in the construc- 
tion of modern* cement highways. 
Watertown is an example. Water- 
town is regarded by many residents 
of Newton as being a much less pro- 
gressive community than is N ewton - 
Certainly it is a much less wealthy 
community. But Watertown is sev- 
eral strides ahead of Newton in its 
street building program, as well as in 
other municipal improvements. While 
recent city governments of Newton 
refused to remedy traffic congestion 
at Nonantum Square by seizing prop- 
erties there to permit the widening 
of tlie square, Watertown, witli much 
smaller resources, bought valuable 
parcels of real estate, and created an 
open square which has permitted the 
solving of the traffic problems which 
existed in its business centre, and 
which redounds creditably to the fore- 
sight of our neighbor to the North. 
During the past year, Watertown lias 
paved the streets in tills section witli 
granite blocks, covered with a cement 
surface. It has surfaced parts of 
Pleasant and Common streets with ce- 
ment. It intends to build more ce- 
ment streets this coming year. In fact, 
Watertown has a definite program of 
modern street construction. Brook- 
line, Arlington, many other nearby 
places, are all building permanent ce- 
ment streets. Practically all cities of 
any size in Massachusetts are con- 
structing modern highways. But dot 
Newton. This "model" city, which 
keeps in the van as regards schools, 
seems content to drift behind as re- 
gards streets. It lias been shuffling 
along on a makeshift policy, trying to 
adapt obsolete macadam highways to 
automobile traffic by coating the 
streets with tarvia. The results have 
been far from satisfactory. Many of 
our streets have become as ripply as 
a washboard: heavy trucks forcing 
tlie tarred surface into ridges during 
the hot months. During the winter 
months tlie chains on trucks gouge 
thousands of holes in the street sur- 
faces. Large sums of money have been 
spent annually in repairing this dam- 
age. Patched streets are not smooth 
streets. 

Street Commissioner Stuart is not 
to blame for the lack of modern 
streets In Newton. Were it not for 
his unusual ability, our streets would 
be in far worse condition than what 
they are. He has accomplished won- 
ders with tlie means at his disposal. 
This year Commissioner Stuart and 
tlie Public Works Committee of the 
Aldermen, agreed that $150,000 should 
he spent on street resurfacing. Later 
the Street Commissioner reduced this 
figure to $100,000. Mayor Childs cut 
tills recommendation clown to $75,000. 
The aldermen cannot appropriate 
more than tlie Mayor recommends, so 
only $75,000 was appropriated for re- 
surfacing Newton’s streets this year. 
No provision was made for any ce- 
ment streets. For maintaining our 
slreets, $165,000 was recommended by 
Commissioner Stuart. Mayor Childs 
cut this amount to $145,000. A large 
part of the cost of maintaining our 
streets Is spent in ‘'patching" the 
holes in the old-fashioned macada- 
mized highways. If cement streets 
were built in tills city, much of this 
expense would be unnecessary.

SCHOOL HOUSE WORK 

The report of a special joint commit- 
tee consisting of four members each 
from the board of aldermen and the 
school committee have been studying 
the school needs of the city and have 
just made their report. 

The report states what has been 
done In the past few years and that re- 
lief has been given the Auburndale, 
West Newton and Newton districts. 

The committee finds that the Waban 
district has no room for future growth, 
that the Stearns district has some con- 
gestion but no Indication of growth, 
and that the Claflin school lias a most 
serious congestion, is on a two pla- 
toon basis In the kindergarten. 

In Newton Centre, Newton High- 
lands and the Upper Falls, the crowd- 
ed conditions demand immediate at- 
tention. The Newton Centre situation 
can be relieved by the erection of a 
grade school at Ward street and Wav- 
erley avenue for which the land has 
already been secured. Further relief 
on the South side of the city can be 
obtained by the erection of the pro- 
posed junior high school on land al- 
ready purchased at Allerton and Row- 
ena roads. 

The committee believes that If this 
building was erected and ready for 
use in 1928, there would be 1000 pu- 
pils waiting, altogether too many in 
the opinion of the committee. They 
therefor recommend two junior high 
schools, one in the Newton Centre 
Chestnut hill district and the other 
in the Highlands-Upper Falls and Wa- 
ban districts. 

The committee reports that the Ham- 
ilton school at Lower Falls has been 
declared unfit for use and favors a 
new one story building near the Grove 
street playground. 

The Oak Hill school is entirely out

of date and is kept open at the re- 
quest of the parents of the 18 pupils 
who attend that school. 

The committee makes the following 
recommendations : 

A. Immediate selection of a site for 
a new Hamilton School at Newton 
Lower Falls, and the employment of 
an architect to prepare plans and spe- 
cifications in order that construction 
may begin and the building be made 
ready for use as soon as possible. 

B. Immediate employment of an 
architect to prepare plans and speci- 
fications for the construction of an ele- 
mentary school build’ng to be located 
on land already purchased for this 
purpose near the corner of Ward 
street and Waverley avenue, to serve 
the Chestnut Hill District and to be 
ready for occupancy by the fall of 
1928. 

C. Immediate provision for perma- 
nent relief to the Claflin School in 
Newtonville (Horace Mann District) 
by the erection within two years of a 
new building either on the present 
site, replacing the old wooden struc- 
ture, or on a site to be selected In the 
vicinity of Walnut street and Common- 
wealth avenue to serve that section. 

D. The purchase of not less than 
five acres of land for a Junior High 
School Building properly located to 
serve the Newton Highlands, Newton 
Upper Falls and the Waban Districts. 

E. The following changes in loca- 
tion of portable school buildings; 

1. Two-room portable from the 
Pierce School to the Mason School. 

2. Two-room portable from the 
Burr School to the Claflin School. 

3. One-room portable from the 
Franklin School to the Mason School, 
if necessary. 

In addition to the foregoing we rec- 
ommend the immediate employment 
of an architect to prepare plans and 
specifications for a tunnel under Elm 
road to connect the Classical and Ad- 
ministration Buildings. The urgency 
and importance of this improvement 
has been fully demonstrated since the 
opening of the Administration Build- 
ing.

JAMES A. MOYER HONORED 


Mr. James A. Moyer of Kenrlck road, 
director of Massachusetts University 
Extension, was elected president of 
the National University Extension As- 
sociation at its twelfth annual confer- 
ence, held recently at Chapel Hill, N. 
C., the seat of the University of North 
Carolina. Mrs. Moyer, who with Mr.

The National University Extension 
Association, of which Mr. Moyer has

Mr. Moyer lias been director of the 
Division of University Extension, of 
the State Department of Education, 
since its establishment in 1916. Pre- 
viously he had been director of engi- 
neering extension at Pennsylvania 
State College and before that profes- 
sor of mechanical engineering in the 
same college. During the eleven years 
of its existence, under the directorship 
of Mr. Moyer, university extension in 
this State has grown in scope until at 
present nearly 40,000 men and women, 
in all sections of the State, are served 
annually by its class, correspondence 
and radio courses.

ALL NEWTON MUSIC SCHOOL 

At the Better Homes Exhibit this 
week at Rogers Hall, Boston, the All 
Newton Music School had charge of a 
booth for two (layB. Explanations 
were given to anyone Interested, with 
the aid of pictures and statistics, to 
show the Influence for the finer things 
of life which the music schools are 
exerting, all of which has a very direct 
bearing on the home life. 

Perhaps it will not be amiss here 
to remind our Newton citizens that our 
Music School is recognized the coun- 
try over ns one of the best, and as a 
very fine civic Influence. It should 
thrill with pride all citizens of Newton 
thnt we have in our midst an organi- 
zation which was ready, during the re- 
cent Beethoven centenary, to take its 
part in honoring Beethoven’s golden 
name, an organization which holds up 
to boys and girls, in their plastic years, 
the standards of the great masters, 
and the joy of creative interpretation. 

Five yenrH ago a Newton father 
faced the problem of keeping happily 
and safely busy, out of school hours, 
his mischievous, bright but idle ten- 
year-old son. Going by chance to one 
of the recitals of the Music School, he 
was impressed by the excellent work 
on the piano, 'cello, violin of lads no 
older than his obstreperous son. The 
lad entered the school, and during five 
years he has had the pleasure of play- 
ing, first in the grade school orches- 
tra. then in his clnss orchestra in High 
School, and later was given a place in 
the Varsity orchestra. His parents 
are sure the lessons of industry, faith 
fulness, loyalty and promptness taught 
by the Music School in co-operation 
with bis regular school work. Boy 
Scout training and Junior Y activities 
are responsible for helping this boy 
to turn toward a worthwhile citizen- 
ship. In the Music School he is hav- 
ing, besides his private violin lessons, 
class work in theory anjl musical np 
predation, with a careful orchestral 
training in the best music of the clas- 
sical as well as of the modern school. 
The director has given him special 
training in a trio of lads of his own 
age. Will not his memories of his 
boyhood be the happier to have joined I 
in the musical life of all the schools 
he has attended, to have for years 
studied, at moderate cost to his par- 
ents, the deathless music of the world’s 
masters? He knows the form in which 
are written sonata and classical sym- 
phony. is familiar with the great ora- 
torios, lias a thorough background of 
the best folk songs of all lands, can 
recognize the arias from famous op- 
eras. and is with it all a normal, 
healthy boy. 

This Music School is here at our 
doors. It does not fail our Newton 
children. Let not our Newton fathers 
and mothers, uncles, aunts and culture 
loving friends fail the school. Plan 
to attend the recitals, visit classes, 
spread abrpnd in the different villages 
of our beautiful city the story we are 
trying to tell you. The school brings 
joy, encouragement and much innocent 
pleasure into many homes. 

CRITICISE COST 

Alderman Ilodgdon at the meeting 
of the Board on Monday night took 
exception to the appropriation of 
$2500 to pay architects for drawing 
Plans for a tunnel which will connect 
tlie high school buildings at Newton- 
ville. He asked the Finance Commit- 
tee if it had checked up this cost, as 
it seemed entirely too much to him. 
in view of the fact that but $5000 was 
asked for plans of the new school at 
Chestnut Hill. 

Alderman Fitts explained that the 
$5000 item will cover but a part of 
the cost of making plans for the new 
school. This amount will eventually 
be deducted from the 6% fees which 
the architects of this school will re- 
ceive. The $2500 for the tunnel plans 
will pay completely for said plans. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Fitts, this tunnel was 
included originally in the complete 
plans of the new high school building, 
and had the tunnel been constructed, 
its cost would have added to the fees 
received by the school architects, and 
it would not be ethical to have other 
architects than thosre who drew the 
plans for the school, make the plans 
for the tunnel. 

Mr. Fitts said "that like Mr. Hodg- 
don, lie was first inclined to consider 
$2500 too much for the plans, but that ! 
when he learned how much work will j 
bo Involved, he changed his mind. This { 
tunnel will be several hundreds of feet j 
in length, must carry eventually the | 
pipes to supply the Classical High 
with heat from the central heating 
plant, ipust have a different type of 
construction where it dips under Elm 
road, and involves a considerable 
amount of work, so that $2500 for the 
plans is a reasonable fee, compared 
with the 6% on the total cost which 
would ordinarily be paid." The al- 
dermen voted to appropriate the 
money. 


LIEUTENANTS GET INCREASE 


The Aldermen at their meeting on 
Monday night voted to increase the 
salaries of the lieutenants In the Fire 
Department $50 yearly. In addition to 
tho $100 Increase given earlier last 
month. Prior to last year the lieuten- 
ants received the same salaries as did 
the sergeants of the Police Depart- 
ment. Last year the police sergeants 
received a salary Increase which 
brought their pay $50 annually over 
that received by the lieutenants in 
the Fire Department. Tho Increase 
given Monday night will again place 
tho two classes on an equal salary 
basis.

Week ending April 30: — Patients in 
hospital 138: patients paying as much 
as cost of care or more 42; patients 
paying less than cost of care 65; free 
patients, including babies 31; patients 
treated by out patient deportment 142; 
accident oases 6; babies born, boys 8. 
girls 6; social service calls at homes 
12 . 

April was another busy month at 
the hospital, a busier month than 
March, and March was a record month 
being exceeded In number of patients 
by only three previous months and 
two of them mouths during the years 
of the influenza epidemics. In April 
the average daily number of patients 
in the hospital was 137.36, the largest 
daily number 154 and the smallest 
117. The number admitted during the 
month was 357 and the number dis- 
charged 351. The out patient depart- 
ment treated 634, bhe eye clinic 29, 
there were 42 accident cases, 207 oper- 
ating room cases and 162 X-ray cases. 
Fifty-three babies were born, just a 
bit under an average of two a day. 
The social service department made 
55 calls at the hospital, 51 at homes 
and transferred 35 patients in its 
car.

Finishing off the members of the 
Newton cohort t lint attend Wheaton 
we have one other person who has 
entered her name upon the roll of the 
freshman class at that college. Cather- 
ine Noyes of Newton Centre. She was 
easily one of the most adroit managers 
that ever wos elected to office in the 
High School. She could manage any- 
thing. and wns not afraid to try any- 
thing simply because It was new. Her 
High School record started off in fine 
style, for she wns selected in her fresh- 
man year to become a member of Al- 
pha Betn, then nn incipient club for 
those underclassmen Hint pnssed the 
requirements for the English Club.

Over 400 Newton Girl Scouts paid a 
visit ot the Charlestown Navy Yard 
on Saturday, where they had the Joy 
of exploring 3 of the battleships now 
In port besides being reviewed and 
inspected by Adrulral Andrews and 
Ms stair. They al9o bad a close-up 
view of “Old Ironsides,” where she Is 
undergoing repairs In drydock. The 
girls came from all parts of Newton 
and were transported to and from the 
South Station In private trains on the 
Boston Elevated. A guard of police 
escorted thorn from City Square to 
the Navy Yard, whore they all lined 
up by troops while Troop 14 of Waban 
presented a bouquet of spring flowers 
to Mrs. Andrews, surrounded the 
while by a large thicket of report- 
ers. Then led by their Bugle and 
Drum Corps all the Girj Scouts 
passed in review before the Admiral 
and his staff. Every Girl Scout from 
the drum major of the corps to the 
Mttlewt tenderfoot In the ranks was 
in fufll G'lrl Scout uniform, and they 
were sun Inspiring wight as they 
marched past wJLh flags flying and 
band playing. Following the review 
the troops were drawn up at atten- 
tion and were inspected by the Ad- 
miral and hiis aide and Captain Free- 
man and his aide. They then marched 
to where the Frigate Constitution is 
lying in drydock and here the money 
raised during the winter for her 
preservation was given to Admiral 
Andrews, who accepted lit with a grace- 
ful speech of thanks.* Formalities 
were now over and the girls were 
taken abroad the light cruisers, 
"Raleigh” and "Detroit" where they 
were given a royal welcome by the 
sailors and were shown the guns and 
the galleys and all manner of other 
nautical things, Including the menag- 
erie of pets that had sailed north 
from Guantanamo. The trip came to 
aa end with a visit to the super 
dread i»a tight, "Florida,” and here the 
girls had an opportunity to see what 
a truly large flght/ing ship looks like. 
The great difficulty was that the time 
was all boo short for everyone to 
see everything and as the girls march- 
ed out of the Navy Yard gate they 
were saying one to •anothej*, "Let’s 
come again in a small group and 
stay fall day.”

The Girl Scouts of Troop 22 gave 
two demonstrations in the schools last 
week. On Friday, April 29th, at the 
Horace Mann School and on Monday, 
May 2nd, at the Claflln School. The 
meeting opened with a bugle solo. 
Following that two Girl Scouts dem- 
onstrated how to carry a person from 
a burning building, at the same time 
protecting her from smoke. A bucket 
brigade of six girls was very success- 
ful In extinguishing* the imaginary Are, 
so that no great loss was suffered. 

A member of the audience was 
then asked to write a short message 
which was handed to a scout who 
used a signal flag to send it in Morse 
Code to another Girl Scout sitting in 
the rear of the hall. There was great 
excitement then to see if the message 
sent corresponded with the original 
sentence. 

Once again the audience was asked 
to supply imagination while two Girl 
Scouts rescued a drowning friend by 
joining their scout ropes, fastening 
them to a tree, tying the proper knot 
in the end and throwing the line to 
her before her frantic cries had 
ceased. 

A very effective ending to the meet- 
ing came when all the Girl Scouts 
in the school formed a circle on the 
platform and sang "Taps,” which was 
echoed from the doorway by the bu- 
gler who had opened the demonstra- 
tion. 

* Miss Freeman presented the Ad- 
miral with a bolt incribed "From the 
Newton Girl Scouts to Save Old Iron- 
sides” which is to be used in the re- 
1 construction of the Ship. 
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The Newton Central Council held 
its annual meeting at the Newton High 
School in Newtonvllle on Thursday 
evening, May 5. Supper was served 
in the Cafeteria to the delegates and 
their friends at 6 o'clock, after which 
the business of the evening was trans- 
acted, Mrs. Irving O. Palmer, presi- 
dent of the Council, presiding. Mr. 
H. W. Bascom gave the annual report 
of the clerk, and Mr J. N. Eaton that 
of the treasurer. Dr. J. Mace Andress, 
chairman of the Health Division, re- 
ported on the work of the division, 
which had limited itself, he said, to 
a definite project this year, that of 
launching a series of clinics for chil- 
dren about to enter school in the fall. 
These clinics are now being held in 
different villages of Newton by the 
Health Department of the city. Mrs. 
Louis H. Marshall, chairman of the 
Welfare Division, told of the various 
meetings of that division, held at the 
Peabody Home, the District Court, the 
West Newton Community Centre, the 
Y. M. C. A. and other places, at which 
many important subjects were dis- 
cussed, particularly the control of can 
cer in the State and In Newton, and 
the Big Brother and Big Sister move- 
ment. Mrs. Marshall spoke of the com- 
mittees which had been formed to car 
ry out the Big Brother and Big Sister 
idea in Newton. Miss Louise Peioubet, 
secretary of the Council, spoke of oth- 
er activities, some of which were car- 
ried on under the auspices of the Wel- 
fare Division, such as the Christmas 
Clearing House, a study of child -pine 
ing in Newton, and the present study 
of boy and girl life. She also told of 
he informational and publicity service 
of the Council, and of the Volunteer 
Service Bureau carried on in cooper- 
ation with the women's clubs. 

Mrs. Palmer presented the names of 
two organizations, the Newton Kiwanis 
and Rotary clubs, recommended by 
the Executive Committee, for member- 
hip In the Council, and they were 
unanimously elected. 

Mrs. Irving J. Fisher, chairmun of 
the Nominating Committee, submitted 
the following report, which was unani- 
mously adopted, and the officers and 
delegates elected: President, Mrs. li- 
ving O. Pnlmer; vice-president.

At a quarter to 8 o'clock a well at 
tended open meeting was held in the 
Auditorium of the High School. When 
the closed curtains of the stage were 
drawn aside rows of girls in khaki 
suits and hats were disclosed, a vivid 
picture of youthful life. This was the 
volunteer chorus group of Girl Scouts, 
led by Mrs. Thomas D. Ginn. Songs 
which are to be given at the State rally 
next Saturday were by special permis- 
sion sung for the Council delegates 
and their guests. The most popular 
song was perhaps "The Cuckoo Clock.” 
the girls nodding their heads in uni- 
son like the cuckoo in the clock. 

Mr. Sanford Rates, a resident of 
Newton and Commissioner of Correc 
tion of Massachusetts, was the first 
speaker at the open meeting. Certain 
methods of handling criminals and do 
linquents have been adopted for good, 
Mr. Bates thought. These methods 
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are: (1) Probation, the principle of 
which was passed on by our State to 
the Federal Government and to Eng- 
land; (2) Parole, which is "not lenien- 
cy but supervised release"; (3) the 
Indeterminate Sentence, which makes 
discrimination possible; and (4) the 
Classification of Prisoners. Under 
this system there are now all kinds of 
Stnte and county institutions suited 
to the needs of various ages and types. 
Psychiatrists, Mr. Bates said, were 
criticized for too lenient an attitude 
toward the criminal. The truth is 
i hat they are trying to find out what 
kind of treatment is most for the pub- 
lic interest — and to make it a construe 
tive treatment. This has resulted in 
the permanent segregation of certain 
personalities which are detrimental to 
society. There are now 180 young 
men at Bridgewater on permanent 
commitment as defective delinquent 
boys. Mr. Bates instanced a very in- 
teresting case of a deaf and dumb boy 
who was for ten years in a school for 
the feebleminded. It wn3 found at 
Bridgewater that he was not a mental 
defective nt nil, and he is now released, 
and likely to become a useful cilizen. 
Mr. Bates spoke of crime reduction 
as a community problem and preven- 
tion as the keynote. The recently or- 
ganized Advisory Council of Crime 
Prevention has collected a mass of sta- 
tistics, and they are basing their con- 
clusions on the examination of 35.000 
individuals. They are trying to find 
out what is the lack in the community, 
and what are the general principles 
on which treatment should be based. 
The commissioner explained that, like 
all else, crime has a cause, and thai 
now is the time to find It. which is 
what this examination is helping to 
lo. In regard to prevention. Mr. Bates 
had several practical suggestions: 
(1) The elimination of the revolve- 
from the community, a weapon too 
easily hidden, and not needed for legit- 
imate purposes. (2) The influence of 
the modern newspaper should be 
placed on the side of the prevention 
of crime. The press is too apt to paint 
the criminal as a hero and a martyr. 
Some newspapers are refusing to fea- 
ture sordid and sensational cases, and 
others are willing to tell the unvar 
nished truth about criminals, which 
seldom makes them heroic or attrac 
tive. (3) The right utilization of th< 
spare time of youth. The zero hot r 
comes when a hoy or girl is his own 
boss. The line between play and crime 
Is a mighty thin one, but to pass it 
is often fatal. 


Mayor Childs as chairman of the 
Delinquency Survey Committee ap- 
pointed some time ago by the Newton 
Central Council, gave a summary of 
the report of the committee on delin- 
quency in Newton, recently revised 
and brought up to date. His figures 
showed that there Is still so much 
juvenile crime in our city that we can- 
not complacently sit back and think 
that we as citizens have nothing to do. 
The Mayor told of a parson whom he 
used to hear pray: "Remember, O Lord, 
all those who are spending this day 
behind prison bars, and also. O Lord, 
all those who are not there, but ought 
to be." 

The Mayor also told of the small boy 
who met him on the street one day 
a few years ago, and said, "Say, Ned. 
give me a nickel to go to the movies 
with." Asked if he liked the movies 
the boy exclaimed. "You bet I do.” 
"What kind?" The boy’s face lighted 
up ns he said, “Robbers!" Two w-eeks 
ago this boy was shot and killed when 
trying to brenk into a garage. 

Dr. J. Mace Andress, introduced by 
the president as "psychologist and par- 
ent," was one of the speakers on the 
last general subject, “The Ounce of 
Prevention.” Dr. Andress spoke on 
the home. He sketched the history of 
he adult attitude toward children from 
the days when they were thought to 
be "born in sin,” to the era of Rous- 
seau. who regarded them as little an- 
gels who should he guarded against 
the menace of society. Modern psy- 
chologists take a middle course, and 
regard children as unmoral and. above 
all else, plastic. Fathers should spend 
more time with their children, Dr. 
Andress felt. 

Mr. Irving O. Palmer, principal of 
rhe Newton High School, spoke of the 
influence of the school in preventing 
delinquency. He emphasized the mod- 
ern treatment of children as individu- 
als. and showed how- educational meth 
ods are adapted to this idea. In the 
grades children are organized into 
groups of "slow." "ifioderate,” and 
rapid” learners, and the same sort of 
attention to individual differences is 
given in the High School. Mr. Palmer 
: also spoke of the part which physical 
! education plays in the schools. In the 
1 High School 1300 boys are “out for 
(sports,” and 800 girls. This includes 
overlapping, of course, since the sports 
are seasonal — but shows a large pro 
portion, nevertheless. Mr. Palmer felt 
that delinquency originates in the 
heme and not in the school.

Steady progress is being made in 
perfecting the plans for the new- New- 
ton Hospital and in a few weeks the 
architects should have them in shape 
for submission to contractors. Shortly 
thereafter bldH will be received and 
definite information will then be in 
hand as to what the construction cost 
will be and to what extent this cost 
can be met by the funds subscribed. 

Projects of this nature and magni- 
tude Inevitably require an infinite 
amount of thought and study — and in 
this case have received such study — 
by the building committee, by the 
architects, by the medical staff and 
Dr. Washburn, of the Massachusetts 
General Hospital, the consulting ad- 
viser. 

The work involved in the prepara- 
tion of plans by the architects is 
monumental. Every modern device 
and improvement known to hospital 
authorities which will contribute to 
the welfare of patients are being ex- 
amined with minute care. The hos- 
pital staff of physicians and surgeons 


arc devoting a vast amount of time 
to thp problem to the end that the 
new buildings when completed shall he 
the most efficient that prudent ex- 
penditure can provide. 

The building committee and the 
executive committee of the trustees 
are right “on the Job" and soon the 
citizens of Newton will hear direct 
from them as to the next move. 

The funds already pledged toward 
the new buildings amount in round 
figures to $1,250,000 of which $25,000 is 
conditional upon the raising of $1,- 
500,000. 

The trustees arc profoundly grate- 
ful to those whose generosity will 
make the new hospital — long a dream 
—a splendid reality. The committee 
charged with the preliminary work 
are giving most conscientiously of 
their time and are determined that 
the new plant shall be in character, 
efficiency and opportunity for service, 
a monument to the high quality of 
Newton citizenship. 


QUOTA NOT FILLED 


At the present time the Mississippi 
Flood Relief Fund in Newton amounts 
to $10,000. The minimum that we 
are called upon to send from Newton 
is $12,000. 

It has been the aim of the Newton 
Chapter of the Red Cross throughout 
the appeal for funds for Mississippi 
Flood Relief work to keep the people 
of Newton informed concerning the 
relief measures adopted and the prob- 
lems connected with the relief work. 
The Newton Chapter has been in con- 
stant touch with Red Cross headquar- 
ters in Washington and the following 
extracts from the official communica- 
tions will serve further to make clear 
the si’uation: — 

The Red Cross is today caring for 
the tremendous total of 323,837 men, 
women, and children. 

There are 66 concentration camps. 

The Red Cross has 64 area relief of- 
fices ‘n operation. 

826 power boats, each flying the 
Red Cross flag with its crimson em- 
t)!cm. .tre plying the flood water?, res- 


curing the marooned and keeping the 
food supplies moving. 

27 airplanes are on dally duty 
sweeping over the entire flood area. 

30 radio stations are in operation 
(most of the radio stations are loca- 
ted on boats). 

300,000 have been given health treat- 
ment — 95,000 have been given typhoid 
immunization, 85,000 have been im- 
muniz d against small-pox, 120,000 
have been given quinine doses in the 
preventive campaign against malaria. 

There are many unfortunate phases 
of the flood that are not emphasized — 
for instance, 15,000 horses, mules, and 
cattle are marooned on the levees 
without forage 'the rescue work in 
this connection has been begun). Seed 
must te furnished at once to the far- 
mers so that the fields will not long 
lie idle after the waters recede The 
aged and the ill must be given extra- 
ordinary care.

Have Been Americas 

By only a .small murgln did the 
State department at Washington miss 
having the worry of the helpless 
Island of Tristan da Cunha added to 
Its cares, for It was once claimed by 
an American. The island, n lonely 
British possession in the South At- 
lantic, had a measure of prosperity In 
the early years of the Nineteenth cen- 
tury when the whale enticed meu and 
wooden ships into the region. It was 
a haven for sailing ships from Salem, 
Gloucester nnd Boston. A Snlem nmu 
named Lambert and a companion took 
up their residence on Tristan da Oun- 
ha and Lambert declnred himself so\ 
erelgn and sole possessor of the lsiund 
“on the rutlonnl and sure ground of 
absolute occupancy.” His hope was to 
develop what night be called a “fill- 
ing station” for whaling ships. But 
Lnmbert nnd his partner were drowned 
two years later In the tempestuous 
seus for which the island Is Infamous. 
Still the Island bus some things to 
recommend It. There are no laws, 
and when It was proposed to give the 
people a constitution, they regarded 
such a document as superfluous, so 
the few Inhabitants living there nmn- 
age their affairs without the complica- 
tion of written covenants. — National 
Geographic Society Bulletin.

Niagara Falls Receding 

Besides being the source of tremen- 
dous amounts of power, Niagara falls 
is a sort of gigantic clock by which 
scientists estimate time. From re- 
peated annual measurements It has 
been found that the cataract Is cutting 
back at the rate of two feet a year, 
says Popular Mechanics Magazine. At 
this rate, It has taken It at least 30,- 
000 years to recede from Its original 
site at Queenstown, 00,000 feet from 
the present location. Another check 
on time Is afforded at the Mississippi 
delta. By measuring the sediment In 
a quart of water at different seasons 
of the year and figuring the total vol- 
ume, an estimate is made possible as 
to how fast the land Is wearing away.

A seiche is a sudden change of atmos- 
pheric pressure ou one part of a large 
lake which causes changes of level 
everywhere. If the pressure Is in- 
creased in one place, the surface of 
the water there is lowered, and else- 
where correspondingly raised. If the 
change Is one which lessens the pres- 
sure locally the water surface beneath 
the lessened pressure rises while it 
falls elsewhere. Once these changes 
are set up, there is some pulsatlou 
of the water level before equilibrium 
Is established again.

NEWTON BUSINESS ASSOCIATES 
MEET 

The regular meeting of the Newton 
Business Associates was hold Tues- 
day evening at the Hunnewell Club. 
President Harold Moore presided and 
the speaker of the evening was Mr. 
T. C. Baker of Brookline, a well 
known automobile dealer, and Presi- 
dent of the Brookline Board of Trade. 
Treadwell's Orchestra with Larry 
Fredericks played, and "Eddie” King 
was as entertaining ns usual with ills 
popular songs. The new members 
announced at the meeting were Pierre 
Vullleumier, John Chant, Manuel 
Bloomberg. Clifford Hunting, James 
Hoffron, Jr., Earl Hurrlngton, and 
Rtchurd Wilson. 

Richard Dwyer of the Carden City 
Garage introduced Mr. Baker as an 
old friend and told of their associa- 
tion In the early days of the automo- 
bile business. Mr. Bnker explained 
tlie methods being used by the Brook- 
line Board of Trade to induce resi- 
dents of that town to trade at home. 
He told of the efforts put forth by 
his organization which have resulted 
in improvements having been mnde in 
our neighboring municipality. The 
Brookline merchants apparently have 
had the same experiences with canvas- 
sers and program advertising solici- 
tors ns Newton business men have 
had, and Bteps have been taken there 
to eliminate so far as possible this 
lrrp» Item of expense. One thing that 
the Brookline association has protest- 
ed agninst is — any transfer point at or 
near Kenmore Square, which will ne- 
cessitate Brookline patrons of the 
Boston Elevated changing cars while 
enroute to Boston. The Brooklinites 
want direct transportation to tlie big 
city. 

Mr. Baker was asked: "Have the 
apartment houses in Brookline 
brought an appreciable increase in 
trade to tlie merchants of that town?” 
He replied "that while naturally the 
great increase in the population of 
Brookline occasioned by the erection 
of apartment buildings there, has 
brought some additional business, the 
increase in trade has not been pro- 
portional witli the increase in popula- 
tion. as many of the dwellers in apnrt- 
ments do light housekeeping, and do 
much of their eating in restaurants. 

Alderman Fred Hawkins reported 
that the Public Utilities Commission 
would hold a hearing Thursday after- 
noon at the State House on the mat- 
ter of the proposed bus line from New- 
ton Corner through Newton Centre to 
Wuhan. As no opposition has devel- 
oped ngainst. the new line, it is ex- 
pected that the hearing will be per- 
functory, and that the busses will he 
in operation within a couple of weeks. 

A short discussion was held on traf- 
fic: regulations at Newton Corner. 
Among other suggestions were — the 
erection by the city of the long de- 
ferred traffic tower in Nonantum 
Square, lessening of some of the park- 
ing restrictions at Newton Corner and 
the prohibition of parking on the 
north side of Centre place.

Health Rally Day was observed in 
the Underwood School on Friday af- 
ternoon, May 6th, with appropriate ex- 
ercises in the school auditorium. The 
children marched in wearing badges 
with different colors. A yellow badge 
with the letter “W” denoted satisfac- 
tory weight, a green badge good pos- 
ture, and a blue showed that the teeth 
were in good condition.

Miss Childs’ class, dressed in cos- 
tumes of long ago, with powdered 
wigs, danced a stately minuet in a 
most graceful manner.

INTERESTING REPORT 

Building Commissioner Cecil Chad- 
wick him submitted to Mayor Childs 
an instructive report of the recent 
conference at Chicago of Building Of- 
ficials of the United States and Can 
adn. One hundred and thirty-five 
Building Commissioners and depart- 
ment heads were in attendance at the 
HeBslons, which lasted for an entire 
week. 

Some of the important topics ex 
plained and discussed were: A uni- 
form building code for Pacific Const 
cities which 1ms been in the course 
of preparation for two yean:; lessons 
learned from the results of the hurri- 
runes in Florida and other Southern 
districts, which proved that poor con- 
struction and insufficient inspection 
accounted for the collapse of many 
buildings. The subject of plans and 
specifications for public buildings br- 
ing prepared by Building Departments 
of cities received considerable atten- 
tion. It was shown that in many cities 
where this method is used, consider- 
able saving In time and expense has 
been accomplished. 

From figures tabulated during the 
past year, showing conditions in one 
hundred cities of 50,000 or more popu- 
lation. Newton averages well in com- 
parison of its Building Department 
organization, and the salaries paid 
here are as good as the average. The 
system used in the Newton Building 
Department is practically identical 
with that used by the Building De- 
partment of Washington, I). C. 

It was the almost unanimous opin- 
ion of tlie conference 'that a charge 
should he made for the issuance of 
building permits, and that means 
should he devised to prevent •buildings 
being left only partially completed, to 
stand as eyesores to neighborhoods. 
Detroit lias already taken measures 
to prevent this nuisance, and Mr. 
Chadwick intends to take action on 
this matter, as in this city are a num- 
ber of uncompleted structures which 
are depredating the values of sur- 
rounding properties. 

It was the verdict of the conference 
that building codes must undergo con- 
tinual changes and revisions in order 
in meet advancements in building ma 
terials and const rufction. Such changes 
should lie made under the supervision 
of the Building Commissioner or in 
speetor of each city or town. On this 
subject the Building Code Committee 
of the Department of Commerce of tho 
United States said: “Careful study of 
building codes in practice leads to the 
conclusion that they should he brief, 
including so far as practicable only 
fundamental principles, and that the 

•Iministrative authorities should be 
empowered to interpret or extend the 
application of these principles when 
necessary, by published rulings; these 
rulings being subject to review by pub- 
lic hearings or other orderly proce- 
dure.” 

A subject to which a great deal of 
study and time has been given by the 
different building departments of the 
country on the proper inspection and 
construction of buildings, without un- 
due hardship or cost on the cities or 
towns, was finally concluded this year 
by using the City of Boston method 
and was presented to the conference 
by Mr. Louis K. Rourke, Building 
Commissioner of Boston, it being the 
only city that requires a licensed me 
cimnic to be in charge of all construc- 
tion work. This was determined some 
time ago to be the only safe and eco- 
nomical method of assuring the pub- 
lic of a safely constructed building. 
Therefore, Mr. Rourke was required 
to present the method and the results 
of licensing of the men in eharge of 
building construction in Boston. 
There is no doubt that it met with 
the unanimous approval of the mem j 
bership of the conference that this was j 
the final and best method to be used, j 
As Mr. Rourke stated, he has in fact, 
in addition to his force in the Build- ! 
ing Department, four thousand other 
inspectors in Boston, as licensing of 
these men in charge of the work 
comes under his department and he 
has the power to revoke licenses and 
slop construction on the buildings. 
Mr. Chadwick recommends that such 
a method as this be instituted in New- 
ton.

The present day motorists are evi- 
dently victims of a peculiar form of 
blindness when it comes to reading 
the numerous signposts intended to 
direct motor traffic. We have fre 
quently seen apparently careful driv- 
ers deliberately pass by a large and 
prominent standard bearing the word-; 
“One Way Street. Do Not Enter." and 
when it comes to parking regulations, 
the blindness is still more apparenh 
In front of the Vernon Court are two 
signs not over 20 feet apart, bearing 
the legend "Do Not Park Between 
Signs” and we can bear personal evi- 
dence to the fact that several times 
a day. cars will be found parked with 
the hood almost touching one of the 
aforesaid signs. Prom the Vernon 
Court across Centre street is a path 
well defined with wide white signs 
for the protection of pedestrians and 
yet we have frequently seen cars 
parked directly on the path where It 
reaches the sidewalk on Centre street. 

The old adage to the efTect that 
there are none so blind as those 
who won’t see applies to these mo- 
torists. Their eyesight was evidently 
much better when they were exam- 
ined for an operator’s license. 

Possible a few summons to the po- 
lice court might improve the blindness 
of these thoughtless and careless 
motorists. 

Newton has been fortunate this 
week In having two speakers from 
Lynn, both of whom delivered force- 
ful and splendid messages.

I am struck 
with the plenslng friendships and 
unanimities of nature, os when the 
lichen on the trees takes the form of 
their leaves. In the most stupendous 
scenes you will see dellcnte and fra- 
grant fentures, as slight wreaths of 
vapor, dewlines, feuthery sprays, 
which suggest a high refinement, a 
noble breeding, as it were. Bring a 
spray from the wood, or a crystal 
from the brook, and place It on your 
mantel, and your household ornaments 
will seem plebeian beside its nobler 
fashion uud beuring. It will wave su- 
perior there, us if used to a more re- 
fined and polished circle. It has a 
salute und a response to all your en- 
thusiasm and heroism. — Thoreau. 


Curious Old Church 

in Heart of London 

Porters and clerks at Denmark Hill 
railway station, South London, often 
work to the accompnnlment of hymns 
sung lustily by a congregation In a 
disused waiting room next to the 
booking office. The Mystical Church 
of the Comforter Is one of London’s 
most curious churches. Babies are 
bnptized in a room that was once 
only used by impatient travelers wait- 
ing for their trains ; funeral services 
are read In It and n marrlnge has 
been solemnized. This church has 
been in existence for about six years. 
One end of the former wnltlng room 
has been transformed by nn altar 
painted white and surrounded by the 
seven colors of the rainbow. Seven 
steps lead up to the nltar, and at the 
side are two pillars representing 
beauty and strength. Everything Is 
done by symbols in this remarkable 
church, and the badge worn by mem- 
bers Is a dove, standing in a circle 
with a seven-leafed brunch in its beak. 
The leader and founder of the church 
Is a woman with the offlclul title 
of "messenger.” 


Tug Carried Off Captors 

In the dnys when enormous rafts 
of logs were towed down the Detroit 
river by sen-going tugs, the tug Cham- 
pion was famous and had n famous 
cuptuln, says Capper’s Weekly.

His Invention is In some form or an- 
other the fundamental element in the 
dynymo, the electric motor, the trans- 
former, nearly every telegraphic In- 
strument, the telephone, the loading 
coll, and the electric bell, says the 
New York World. Sturgeon made the 
first electro-magnet with a rod of 
iron, half an inch in dtumeter and a 
foot long, bent into the form of u 
horseshoe nnd wound, spiral fashion, 
with 18 turns of bure copper wire.

The geographical survey says the 
organic theory of the origin of petro- 
leum is most generally accepted.

And we shall 
be told that the moon nffects In- 
numerable activities of man from the 
most important, such ns agriculture, 
to the most trivial, ns cutting the 
nails or hair.

Plants Grow Rapidly 

in Continuous Light 

Experiments In the use of Intensive 
illumination ns an aid to horticulture 
were made recently with 1, 000-watt 
gas-tilled lamps equipped with large 
reflectors. In every case the progress 
of the plants was reinnrknble, says 
a writer. 

The plants were placed under the 
light when buds were Just beginning 
to form. Daffodils and Lent lilies, 
when placed under the light for six 
hours n night, flowered In four days, 
growing about nn Inch n day. 

The rapid progress of vegetation In 
the Arctic regions, once the sun 1ms 
reached a fair altitude, has already 
been noticed by travelers. This Is 
most likely due to the fact that day- 
light Is continuous, although the pres- 
ence of nn unusually high ultra violet 
content is probably un Influential 
factor. 

The same explanation may account 
for the rnpid growth of wheat In re- 
gions such as Alberta, In Canada, 
where the whole process of sowing 
to harvesting hns to be completed 
In five months.

Not Good Weather Sign 

The weather bureau suys that the 
position of the lunar crescent depends 
upon the angle that the moon’s path 
makes with the horizon, and on any 
given dute it Is always the same in 
places having the same latitude. If 
this weather sign were trustworthy, 
the same kind of weather, either dry 
or rainy, would prevail on any given 
date throughout a belt of latitude ex- 
tending entirely around the globe. Of 
course, there Is no such uniformity of 
wenther in relation to latitude. Near 
the equator the position of the young 
moon never mnkes an angle of more 
than 30 degrees with the horizon, and 
It Is generally In an even more nearly 
horizontal position, so that In n part 
of the world notorious for regions of 
heavy rainfall, the moon is, according 
to the proverb, always a “dry” one. 


BOY AND GIRL LIFE AT ANNUAL | 
MEETING OF THE NEWTON 
CENTRAL COUNCIL 

(Continued from Page 1) 

Miss Corn E. Riley, visiting teacher 
in the Newtoji schools, told of the 
work of the visiting teacher In finding 
out what the home conditions are 
which often have nn unfortunate ef- 
fect on a child’s mental and physical 
condition, and In endeavoring to cor- 
rect them. Pupils arc not thrown out 
of school nowadays, hIio said : they 
must ho adjusted to school, studied and 
helped. 

Professor Herbert C. Mayer, of the 
Boston University School of Religious 
Education, was the first of the speak- 
ers to tell what the community can cio 
to guard hoys and girls. He spoke for 
the church. Here, too, the tendency 
Is toward more individual attention. 
Directors of religious education and 
assistant pastors in the churches are 
a sign of this. Institutional churches 
help provide for leisure time. The 
task of the church Is to set standards 
for conduct, nml to promote what is 
worth while in life, always striving to 
strengthen the spiritual motives. 

Mr. Francis L. Bacon, in his capacity 
as chairman of the Boys’ Committee 
of the Newton Rotary Club, spoke on 
the boy and girl organizations of New- 
ton. He made clear the necessity for 
studying the causes which govern our 
choice of interests. He questioned: 
What are the interests of young peo- 
ple, when and how have they started, 
where do they lead? In a group of 
2,000 persons studied, Mr. Bacon said, 
the interests carried Into later life 
have been found to begin outside lae 
regular school curriculum. We must 
remember that knowledge follows in- 
terest, not the reverse. In Mr. Bacon’s 
opinion variety of interests is the test 
of true education. In the study of 
hoy and girl life now being made by 
the High School with the co-operation 
of the Newton Central Council, there 
has already been shown to be much 
duplication, and sometimes a Uv’k < f 
constructiveness in the form which 

creation takes. 

Mr. Ernst Hermann, superintendent 
'f Playgrounds in Newton, told of the 
benefits of supervised play. “The in- 
creasing artificiality of our daily lives 
tends to rob our boys and girls of their 
opportunities to enjoy the real privi 
leges of childhood — to experiment, to 
explore, to discover for themselves 
pleasure in simple things.” The statis- 
tics which Mr. Hermann gave about 
the Newton Playground Department 
were most interesting. Our play- 
grounds are used by 602,125 boys and 
girls during the season. Bathing 
counts 168,621 and skating 280,371. 
Every sort of sport is organized In the 
department, both for hoys and girls 
of varying ages and for grown-ups. 
Community singing is conducted, an- 
nual pr.geants and field days held. 
Children are taken on picnics, to the 
seashore and to museums. Of special 
interest were the plans for conducting 
a special course in life-saving this sum- 
mer, through the generosity of the 
Newton Chapter of the Ited Cross. 
Many needs are still -felt, however, 
such as municipal gardens and recreu 
tion buildings, more outdoor swimming 
pools, toboggan slides and tennis 
courts. More playgrounds are needed, 
too, and full-time directors for all the 
villages.

Our esteemed friend who conceals 
his identity under the pyseudonym 
"Cabot Park,” had something to say 
last week about parking conditions at 
Newton Corner. He wondered ". .. 

how much paint had been used by the 
City of Newton, and how much money 
in overtime had been paid to the city 
artists whose duties It Is to follow the 
dictates of the Chief of Police, deco- 
rating the streets, sidewalks, and side- 
walk signs, arrows, pointers, etc., in 
the attempt to solve Newton's traffic 
problems? Take Newton Corner, for 
instance. One day we visit the square 
and find parallel parking prohibited. 
Tomorrow the signs have been paint- 
ed over, and It is permitted. One day 
the sidewalks carry the legend ‘No 
Parking.’ Tomorrow it is gone.” 
Cabot Park" goes on to criticise the 
prohibiting of parking for a considera- 
ble distance opposite the house of En- 
gine 1, and suggests that the firemen 
there practice more on the big ladder, 
so that "they will be able to turn 
around in less space.” 

It is with some trepidation that we 
dare to take issue with “Cabot Park." 
We freely admit that his knowledge Is 
superior to ours concerning many 
things, but in all due modesty we be- 
lieve we are somewhat better in- 
formed concening Newton Corner and 
Nonantum Square than lie. We have 
dealt In the GRAPHIC during recent 
months with the very topic he dis- 
cussed. It is quite probable he did 
not read our articles. We resided for 
twenty-five years within a stone's 
throw of Nonantum Squnre; part of 
this time opposite the house of En- 
gine 1, and also in one of the apart- 
ment buildings at Nonantum Square. 
Our labors of years kept us right at 
this square. We aro in and around 
Nonantum Square for a considerable 
time each day. Without being ego- 
tistical, we are quite well informed 
concerning Nonantum Square, and the 
traffic problems there. 

Referring to "Cabot Park’s” remark 
concerning the amount of paint used 
on the streets and sidewalks a t New- 
ton Corner in connection with the 
parking rules there, we would inform 
him "that the City of Newton has ex 
pended very little money, either in 
paint, or in paying wages to ‘artists' 
who did the painting." Several times 
we have complained, both in print, 
and to the Traffic Committee of the 
aldermen, "that Newton has been, 
and is too stingy In defining the park- 
ing spaces at Newton Corner." In- 
stead of keeping t lie parking spaces 
and crossings well defined, by paint- 
ing them frequently, Newton lias 
painted them only once a year or so. 
in most cases, and autoists have not 
enjoyed the same assistance in know- 
ing where to park, tiiat is given by 
cities which paint such parking spaces 
every week or two. 

When the very unpopular, and im- 
practical rule, which compelled much 
of t lie traffic using Nonant uni Square, 
to circle the Trust Company Building, 
was changed, the Chief of Police, in 
ills desire to make Newton Corner 
safe for pedestrians, issued certain 
orders compelling parallel parking at 
several places in and around Nonan- 
tum Square. Immediately such a 
storm of protest arose from the mer- 
chants affected, that the Chief modi- 
fied this rule. The writer and others 
have been endeavoring to have him 
still further modify it. When the 
new parking regulations at Newton 
Corner were put in force by Chief 
Burke, he announced "that they 
should be considered merely as ex 
porimental, and might be subjected to 
considerable changing, until sufficient j 
time would have elapsed to show just | 
what will he the best methods to reg- ; 
ulate traffic at this section.” To date, 
omparatively few changes have been ^ 
made. More undoubtedly will be j 
made. 

We also take issue witli "Cabot ; 
Park” as regards his suggestion “that | 
the firemen sit Engine 1 practice up 


land where it is located was pur- 
chased in 1854, so It is safe to assume 
that the school was erected in 1855. 
The beBf official Information we could 
obtain about It was that the build 
Ing was constructed sometime prior 
to 1873. Long ago it was condemmed 
as unfit for further use, but after some 
improvements were made in the sani- 
tation and lighting there, it again 
passed muster, and is still occupied by 
couple of classes. The Lincoln 
School is nothing to brag about. But 
it Is far superior In construction and 
appointments to most school build 
ings throughout the length and 
breath of this land. The parents of the 
children attending the Lincoln School 
have regard for the health of their 
little ones, hut they are not unduly 
fussy. If these parents objected to 
to the further use of the school, it 
is quite probable that the classes 
there would he transferred to the Un- 
derwood School. But thev prefer to 
have their children housed in this 
school near home, rather than have 
them risk the menace of automobile 
traffic by travelling across many 
streets. 

Most of us were not educated in 
school houses scientifically lighted 
where the heat was thermostatically 
controlled, the air washed and laund- 
ered, and numerous other modern pre 
cautions against t lie ills which chil- 
dren are susceptible to. Neither were 
there any facilities in our old schools 
for laundering us kids. But most of 
us managed to survive. We are glad 
to see the youngsters of today enjoy- 
ing better advantages than we pos 
sessed. But, somehow or other with 
all the new fangled precautions, the 
kids of today still seem to get mumps, 
measles, chicken pox and whooping 
cough oven as we did.

MAYOR BAUER HERE ’ 

Mayor Ralph S. Bauer of Lynn was 
the guest ami speaker at the meeting 
of the Newton Churchmen’s Union 
held Monday evening in Immanuel 
Baptist church. 

After an excellent supper, President 
Carl J. Thornqulst presented Mayor 
Edwin O. Childs to introduce the 
speaker. Mr. Childs, as usual struck 
a happy note in his Introduction and 
Mayor Bauer wa3 given a hearty wel- 
i ome, * 

Referring to Mayor Childs’ Intro- 
duction Mr. Bauer told of tho Men’s 
Fellowship class which he had organ- 
ized in Lynn and said ho had rather be 
the president of that class than gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts. Within four 
years, this class, which is undenomina- 
tional Mid embrnces Protestants, Cath- 
olics and Jews has grown from 37 to 
an average of 580 and last Sunday had 
over 800 in attendance. The class 
meets each Sunday morning at 9:30 
and Is over by 10:15. It lias won- 
derful community singing and lias 
made a great success in reaching men 
who do not attend any church. 

Mr. Bauer then told of conditions in 
Lynn, which he said was not so "re- 
spectful” ns Newton. He had lived 
there for 30 years, but had not taken 
an active part in improving conditions 
until some 12 years ago. He then told 
of the efforts made to make the ocean 
front at Lynn a public reservation, and 
of an eight years struggle to bring it 
about. . He had then served six years 
as chairman of the Board of Trade and 
later had seen several similar organi- 
zations amalgamated into a Chamber 
of Commerce, and which In turn had 
brought 170 industries to the city dur- 
ing the past three years. He favored 
the community chest feature as sav- 
ing duplication and waste in charitable 
work, and said that Lynn had already 
raised $198,000 and expected to make 
its quota of $210,000. 

The Mayor then got at the real meat 
of his address, personal responsibility. 
He told of one election in which ho 
had asked a neighbor about one of the 
candidates and was told he was the 
man to vote for. After election he 
turned out to be a "curbstone blather- 
skite.’’ 

Lynn was in a bad way, taxes going 
up and waste and extravagance being 
paramount. 

Tho Mayor then explained how the 
increase of taxes added to the over- 
head of every factory and business in 
the city, requiring increased prices for 
the product and thereby raising tho 
rents and the cost of living, all of 
which was passed on to the ultimate 
consumer. Boston, Mr. Bauer believed, 
could cut $5,000,000 from it 3 annual 
pay roll, give good service and dis- 
charge 4000 loafers from its pay roll. 
The General Electric Co., the largest 
corporation in the city, began to pro- 
test against these increased taxes and 
instanced the situation in Pennsylva- 
nia where all machinery utilizing labor 
was tax exempt. 

Mr. Bauer then told of his candidacy 
for mayor, in the primary and subse- 
quent (lection for which he did abso- 
lutely nothing for himself. 

After election, he found many inter- 
esting facts and told of reducing the 
graft in the Poor department from 
$326,000 to $276,000 the first year; of 
conditions in the Street Department 
with 179 men kept on the payroll all 
winter with nothing to do. During his 
first year, he cut $1,000,000 in the bud- 
get, cut the tax rate $5 per $1000 and 
returned an unexpended balance at 
the end of the year of $368,000. 

It was Mayor Bauer’s belief that it 
was impossible to get 100 cents on 
the dollar in municipal work, and he 
had been able to get but 85 cents 
where in past years only ^5 cents of 
the dodar had been utilized. 

Mr. Bauer repeatedly called atten- 
tion to the need of personal responsi- 
bility of the average citizen in the elec- 
tion of public officials. 

In response to several questions tho 
Mayor stated his belief that the 18th 
amendment can be enforced and said 
that the 300 speak easies in Lynn of 
past years had been reduced to 40 dur- 
ing his administration. To enforce the 
amendment he would begin at tho top, 
not at the bottom. First he would re- 
quire all the judges and the lawyers, 
all of whom, have taken an oath to 
suppo t the constitution, to obey the 
law themselves and see that the law 
was obeyed by others. Second he 
would cut off the supply of the wealthy 
citizens who served liquor at tho ta- 
ble. Third he would not only enforce 
the padlock law, but he would extend 
it to taking the flask from the hip 
pockets of the men and from the bags 
of the women.

CORRESPONDENCE 


Editor Newton Graphic: 

I am writing this letter with the 
idea that other property owners may 
benefit by my experience with a New- 
tonville real estate broker. 

During the latter part of March. 
1926. I listed my house at 161 Pearl 
street for sale with various real es- 
tate brokers in the Newtons. One of 
these brought me a prospective cus- 
tomer who paid a small deposit and 
agreed to pay the balance of the pur- 
chase price on April 28, 1926. As this 
date drew near I called the real estate 
broker on the telephone and tried to 
make arrangements to meet his cus- 
tomer on the 28th day of April at the 
Registry of Deeds at East Cambridge, 
and for some reason or other he 
elaimed he could never locate his cus- 
tomer. I located him myself and he 
told me that he had no money and 
could not raise any and that ho would 
not he able to buy my property. This 
statement he confirmed to a prominent 
Waltham attorney in said attorney’s 
office on April 30, 1926. 

I then listed the property myself in 
various Boston papers for several 
weeks but found no customer. Then 
I Inserted one advertisement in the 
Newton Graphic and it brought me a 
customer the next day. 

Nothing was seen or heard from the 
lbove mentioned real estate broker 
until February, 1927. when he sent me 
i bill for his commission. I was un- 
able to see where he was entitled to 
this as his prospective customer had 
refused to buy the property as agreed 
and I refused to pay hi in. He then 
brought suit against me, said suit be- 
ing tried in the Newton • Court on 
April 26, 1927, and as yet the judge 
has not rendered his decision as to 
whether or not the broker is entitled 
to the commission. 

I trust that my experience will ben- 
efit other Newton property owners and 
that it will teach them to be careful 
with whom they do business in the 
real estate line.

FALSE ALARM RINGER.S FINED 

In the Newton Court last Saturday 
the gang responsible for the many 
false nlnrins pulled In this city of late 
appeared before Judge Bacon. Their 
apprehension was due to clever and 
persistent work on the part of Ser- 
geant Richard Hannon and Patrolman 
j William Riley, who for over a month 
sleuthed to obtain evidence which 
would convict those responsible for the 
orgy of fnlso alarms on the night of 
March 22nd, when seven such alarms 
were pulled within an hour and a half. 
On that night overy piece of appara- 
tus In this city was running on wild 
goose chases to outlying sections, and 
apparatus from outside places came 
into Newton to assist in answering the 
many alarms. The whole city was 
without protection for an hour or so, 
and had any real fire occurred no pro- 
tection would have been available for 
lives or property. 

Those appearing before Judge Ba- 
con were Arnold B. Baker, 20, of 
Brown street, Waltham; Lawson Gas- 
sett, 20, of 43 Linden street. Upper 
Falls; Daniel Calnan, 18, of 1103 Bea- 
con street, Newton Centre; Dennis 
Cronin, 17, of 12B Garland road, New- 
ton Centre; Oscar Spear, 19, of 16 
Anita Circle, Upper Falls; Everett 
Walton, 16, of 1244 Beacon street, Wa- 
ban; Henry Furden, 16, of 1050 Beacon 
street, Newton Centre; Harold Mayo, 
16. of 1106 Beacon street, Newton Cen- 
tre. Baker and Gassett have been em- 
ployed at the Socony gasoline sta- 
tion at the corner of Beacon and Wal- 
nut streets, Newton Highlands, and 
these two, according to the police In- 
stigated the wholesale ringing of the 
false alarms, and drove the younger 
members of the gang around to the 
boxes. 

Serg. Bannon and Patrolman Riley 
had observed that Box 711, located on 
Beacon street, nenr Beethoven ave- 
nue, In a thinly settled neighborhood 
just west of the filling station, had 
been pulled a number of times. They 
also had observed members of thin 
gang, which hung around the station, 
present near the boxes after alarms 
had been pulled on them. Acting on 
these clues thejv gained evidence 
against the suspects, and Anally ob- 
tained confessions from them. 

According to these admissions on 
the night of March 10th, Baker drove 
Calnan to Box 711. which was pulled 
at 10:06: one hour later Gassett drove 
Calnan to Box 92, at Parker and Ded- 
ham streets, Oak Hill, and Calnan 
pulled this. On March 18 Gassett drove 
Calnan to' Box 921, also in the Oak 
Hill district and another false alarm 
was pulled. On the night of March 
22nd four of the youths, Furdon, Wal- 
ton, Calnan and Mayo walked to the 
corner of Walnut and Duncklee 
streets, Newton Highlands, and pulled 
Box 62 at 8:60, They returned to the 
filling station and started on a tour 
of the city. Calnan and Walton rode 
in a coupe driven by Baker and two 
boxes were pulled by this combina- 
tion. Furden and Mayo got Into Gas- 
sett’s car, with Spear as driver, and 
sounded false alarms from Boxes 663, 
622 and 68. Returning to the filling 
station, Baker took Cronin to*Box 711 
and the last false alarm of the night 
was pulled from this box. 

An attorney representing two of 
the culprits asked that they be al- 
lowed to plead nolo, but Judge Ba- 
con refused this request. He Imposed 
the following fines: — Baker $125, Cal- 
nan $100, Cronin $50, Spear $100, Gas- 
sett $50, Walton $15, Furden $25, 
Mayo $25. The fact that members of 
the gang had no prior court records 
saved them from jail sentences.

The third Newton man was reliable 
Tommy Thompson who collected four 
points toward the Boston University 
score. He raced to a second plnce iii 
the low hurdles and then turned 
around and ran the highs in such a 
way that he picked up a third. Tliomp 
son has been one of the most valuable 
men on the Intown college’s track 
team, for he can always he relied up- 
on to come through in his event and 
often times has picked up extra points 
in the high jump, which was his old 
stand-by when a student at Newton. 

When the young Indians from Han 
over overcame the track team repre 
sentlng the freshmen from New 
Hampshire State University, two New- 
ton men had their scheduled places in 
the scoring. Gallagher running the 
low hurdles placed third in his event, 
which was run in extraordinarily fast 
time. But the big fireworks as usual 
were when Wallie McQuestlon stepped 
out to do his stuff. Wallie simply 
accounted for some fifteen points 
tallying In the broad jump, nnd the 
two dashes. Right now he would be 
a valuable addition to the varsity 
track team and when next year rolls 
around there is little doubt but that 
he will be one of the mainstays of 
the Big Green. His broad-jumping is 
of varsity calibre since he is getting 
out anywhere from twenty up to 
twenty-two feet, and the times in the 
dashes have not been very slow 
either. 

The great Mount Holyoke Field 
Day was held last week. This Is the 
time when the whole college turns out 
to revel in all types of athletic en- 
counters and here it is that the stunts 
secretly worked up in the winter 
hours in the gym are turned off in a 
fashion that delights a true lover of 
well trained drill.

While at Newton she was into almost 
all the sports, with particular regard 
to the game of tennis, holding down a 
regular position on the championship 
team of her final year. 

At the recent game that Cushing 
played against the Dartmouth fresh- 
men Bo Hemeon took the section of 
the outfield to the left and that was 
about all he could do, since the 
Green’s hurler pitched the Cushing 
aggregation into submission, allowing 
them only two hits.

Brown freshmen has not been very 
much on paper, but as a matter of 
fact the team 1ms been supporting 
him miserably and on top of that, the 
pitcher for the Holy Cross freshmen 
is one of the best In the college etr 
clos.

STATE FEDERATION 
Annual Meeting 

May 17, 18, and 19, are the three 
days for the business and pleasure of 
the State Federation In its Annual 
Meeting at New Ocean House, Swamp- 
scott. The first session convenes at 
2 o’clock on Tuesday, the 17th. Tho 
Credentials Committee will he on duty 
Tuesday from 11:30 to 2 o’clock, and 
from 4 to 5:30 o’clock. In order to 
vote delegates must register before 
11:30 on Wednesday morning the 18th. 

The New Ocean House is reached 
from Boston by trolley or train from 
North Station to Lynn or Swampscott; 
trolley from Lynn to Swampscott pass- 
es the entrance to grounds almost be- 
side the convention hall. For those 
who do not stay at Swampscott there 
Is great saving in the purchase of a 
twelve-ride hook of tickets from Bos- 
ton to Lynn for $2.31. Arrangements 
have also been made for transient del- 
egates for various combinations of 
meals at the New Ocean House, unless 
they desire to go back to Lynn, where 
there are several excellent restaurants 
and "coffee houses,” or "soda fountain 
bufTets.” Luncheon or dinner in the 
regular dining-room may be had for 
$3, and tickets must be secured In 
the morning. Luncheon and dinner 
may be had for $4, and breakfast, 
luncheon, and dinner for $5. A “mod- 
ified” luncheon may be secured in the 
Tea Room or Grill Room, at $1 and 
dinner at $1.50. 

The wonderful musical pageant, over 
which all have been dreaming, has had 
to be called off — evidently it turned 
from a beautiful dream of ours to a 
nightmare for its undertakers. Any- 
way, it is in the latter hands! The 
committee, consisting of the Federa- 
tion Council, the Music Chairman, rep- 
resentatives of the district directors 
and the pageant director, announce 
that the "mechanics and structure of 
the Pageant have beon completed. It 
has been the Idea of the Music Com- 
mittee to use every district in the 
State. The response, owing to the dif- 
ficulties of rehearsals and financial 
conditions, have necessitated this de- 
cision.

On Wednesday afternoon, at 5 
o’clock, in the hall room, the Univer- 
sity Double Quartet, Joseph Lautner, 
director, will give a program from the 
repertoire of the famous Harvard Glee 
Club. These “tea time musicales” 
were most popular last year, and de- 
cidedly restful and soothing after the 
day of earnest concentration upon the 
reports of the convention. 

That evening, the 18th, at 8 o’clock, 
Mme. Claire Maentz, soprano, will as-

(and Grace has been a continuously 
active clubwoman for years — what is 
the inference!) and Sir Herbert Ames, 
who will give an address on "The 
New Spirit in Europe.” The reception

The Association 
greatly enjoyed the hospitality so gen- 
erously tendered them by the Wom- 
an’s Club and the expressions of ap- 
preciation and admiration for the de- 
lightful club house of this very help- 
ful publilc spirited club were heard 
on all sides. 

At 10:30 Mrs. George Talbot called 
the meeting together for the transac- 
tion of business. The reports read 
showed the very vital condition of the 
Association and the gracious address 
by Miss Allen, superintendent of (he 
Newton Hospital, proved the wide- 
reaching value to the hospital .»f the 
Association’s support and activity. So 
quietly is the work of the organiza- 
tion carried on that the general public 
has little idea of the sums spent to 
supply equipment and luxuries and 
comforts for the Hospital that can not 
be afforded by the regular Hospital 
funds. 

It was voted to change the financial 
year of the Hospital Aid Association 
from May to January. 

In years past the Association gave 
some large function, generally a card 
party, each year, to extend, tho pos- 
sibilities of the income. A year ago 
the board voted to open a thrift shop, 
known as the Benefit Shop, to act as 
a mutual help to the Hospital, to poor 
people who are enabled to buy good 
things at a low price, and to tho home 
makers of Newton as a clearing houso 
for their unneeded articles. Mrs. C. 
Peter Clark, of Newton Center, who 
has for the past year been chairman 
of the Shop committee, and who de- 
serves great credit for this splendid 
work, read a very interesting report of 
the year’s activity. Summed up Into 
figures, which nevor lie, the Shop 
has earned and turned over the Hos- 
pital Fund $5,000 In less than a year. 
They have decided to take a little 
cottage of 5 rooms at 5 Washington 
terrace, Newtonville, and keep on the 
work on a larger scale In more con- 
venient quarters. On the recommenda- 
tion of Mrs. Clark it was voted to 
have an Executive Committee with 
chairman, treasurer, and secretary, 
and one representative from oaeh sec- 
tion, to direct the shop's activities 
with a manager to run tho shop. Tho 
list voted on was as follows: chair- 
man, Mrs. Georgo Talbot; treasurer, 
Mrs. C. Peter Clark; secretary, Miss 
Eleanor Loatherbee: Mrs. John Cow- 
ard, from Newton Upper Falls; Mrs. 
Pitt Drew, from Newtonville; Mrs. 
Dana Dutch, from Waban; Mrs. Ber- 
nard Early, from Newton Lower 
Falls; Mrs. Brower Eddy, from New- 
tonville; Mrs. J. N. Lovell, from West 
Newton; Miss Rose Lorlng, from 
Newton; Mrs. Leverett Saltonstall, 
from Chestnut Hill; Mrs. E. G. Swift, 
from Newton Highlands; Mrs. George 
S. Armant, from Auhurndale; Mrs. 
N. F. Van Horsen, from Newton Cen- 
ter; and Mrs. Wlswell, from Wellesley. 
The Shop Manager chosen was Mrs. 


Francis II. Williams of Newton Con 
ter, tel. C. N. 1426, and Collection Man 
ager, Mrs. Van Horsen, C. N. 1898-W. 

The speaker, Dean Lucy J. Frank- 
lin, dean of women for Boston Univer- 
sity, spoke In her usually entertain- 
ing and masterly way on "The Psy- 
chology of Youth," giving much sagQ 
advice, and arriving at many 
conclusions. Her presentation of the 
real meaning of a "liberal education" 
Is worth pondering. Amusingly she 
told of a college student who, when 
asked what she thought was meant 
by a liberal education, replied "a 
smattering of everything." She re- 
minded us of what we knew, but may 
have forgotten, that this phrase came 
from the early days of Grecian cul- 
ture, when only the free man was ed- 
ucated, and so his education became 
that of the liberal, or free man. Car- 
rying forward the meaning of this 
phrase under such circumstances — a 
cause for rejoicing in the opportunity 
of him who was not a slave — It be- 
comes evident that liberal education 
today should stand for all that is cul- 
tural and of value and joy to those 
who are privileged to gain this stand- 
ard of progress and culture In the 
making of fine minds and of fine un- 
derstanding and appreciation. When 
this realization comes to all its aim 
will be accomplished. Dean Franklin 
broadened outlook in the statement 
that education today is going forward 
to the point where mother and daugh- 
ter sit side by side In classes, so have 
opportunities come Into being for all, 
not only for the younger generation, 
as In the days when the twenties 
closed the doors upon further college 
study. This, in itself, should serve to 
bring into closer understanding the va- 
rious ages. 

Speaking of the ability and capabil- 
ity of the young people, Dean Frank- 
lin admitted she thought this had 
grown over former generations, as to 
self protection, but she bravely stated, 
also, that the spiritual development 
and understanding had retrograded, 
and here, the older generation could 
be of infinite aid. 

After the program a delicious lunch- 
eon was served In the banquet room, 
Mrs. Fred Hardy of West Newton, 
heading an efficient luncheon commit- 
tee, assisted by the daughters of the 
Association members. 

No changes were made in the very 
efficient and faithful staff of officers of 
the Association except to add a 4th 
vice-president. The ballot unanimous- 
ly voted was as follows: president, 
Mrs. George Talbot; 1st vice-president, 
Mrs. J. N. Lovell; 2nd vice-president.

LAST NEWTON CORNER SMITHY 
GONE 

One of Newton Corner’s old land- 
marks Is disappearing, and one of 
Newton Corner’s best known and host 
liked characters has ceased to ply 
the romantic trade which poots have 
dedicated rhymes to, and artists have 
depicted. The razing of the old 
buildings used as carriage-smith and 
vehicle painting shops by P. A. Mur- 
ray nnd his sons for a half century 
ended the career of the last smithy 
at Newton Corner, nnd Tom Dolan- 
ey, one of the best horseshoers who 
ever shaped the Iron shoes at an an- 
vil had shod the last horse In the 
familiar old shop on Brook street. 

It Is forty-three years since Tom ar- 
ived in Newton, a husky lad of 18, who 
had learned his trade In Ills native town 
of Cashel, County Tipperary, Ireland. 
A big framed, big hearted, dark 
skinned youth, Tom’s Infectious laugh 
and ready wit soon made him well 
known and well liked In Newton Cor- 
ner. He entered the employ of Mur- 
ray & Farrell, and when this firm was 
dissolved a few years later, Tom 
formed a partnership with Henry Le- 
land and the late ’’Bob” Hewitt. These 
three young men wore all skilled 
at their trade and their business soon 
grew until It was the largest in this 
vicinity. Not only did horse owners 
of Newton patronize them., but steeds 
from other places, whose masters or 
trainers desired expert shoeing, were 
sent to the old firm of Delaney, Le- 
land & Hewitt. Mr. Leland later left 
the firm and some years after Mr. 
Ilewltt died, leaving Tom to carry on 
the business alone. Tho gradual re- 
placement of horses by automobiles 
long ago caused the horseshoeing

has had hardly enough business to 
warrant continuing the old forge. So, 
when tho building where he has 
clangod the anvil slnco his arrival In 
Newton over two-score years past, 
was sacrificed to mako way for a 
modern automobile service structure, 
Mr. Delaney decided not to move to 
another location. 

Twenty-five or thirty years past, 
Tom’s shop was a busy place with 
six or more smiths and shoers hust- 
ling to care for all tho steeds brought 
to this establishment. Three forges 
were kept busy, and red-hot sparks 
flew In all directions as tho shoes wore 
Rhaped for all sizes and descriptions 
of equines. Tlnv little shoos for 
diminutive Shetlands, big, heavy, 
shoes for the Percherons, delicately 
formed and carefully weighted shoes 
for the fast trotters and pacers, ordin- 
ary shoes for the conVmonplace nags 
used on delivery wagons. Frequent- 
ly during the winter months Tom and 
his fellows would work 30 and 48 
hours at a stretch to sharpen shoes 
so that horses could keep their "foot- 
ing” on Icy streets. No tire-chains 
were thought of then. Newton in 
the old days contained some of the 
best pleasure horses in Massachu- 
setts. The late Hon. Henry E. Cobb 
aoid J. Cheney Potter kept handsome, 
well matched steeds for their coach- 
es. Charles B. Lancaster. E. W. Con- 
verse, E. W. Pope, Charles E. Riley, 
Louise E. Smith, Hon. H. E. Hib- 
bard, John T. Langford, F. A. Day, 
I. T. Burr, William Kimball, the 
Simpson Brothers, later Joseph Flan- 
agan, all maintained large stables and 
vied ono with the other In possessing 
beautiful and speedy horses. The 
coachmen employed by these, and 
other Newton gentlemen, Indulged in 
warm rivalry for supremacy In display- 
ing the best groomed horses and the 
finest harness. Those prancing ani- 
mals all, long ago departed for the 
horses’ eternal “green fields,” the 
men who owned them, and the men 
who cared for them, have, with few 
exceptions passed Into the Great Be- 
yond. Then, but comparatively few 
could afford to maintain horses for 
pleasure. Now. almost everyone owns 
some kind of nil automobile. Then, 
a trip of a score of miles was con- 
sidered sufficient for a horse drawn 
vehicle. Now, a journey of several 
hundred miles by motor-car Is com- 
monplace. The automobile has en- 
abled the millions to travel along our 
highways. But it has ended the ro- 
mantic tinge that the horse afforded. 
One can appreciate a good motor-car, 
but one could love a good horse. And 
many of those whose hair has sil- 
vered, long with a certain degree of 
sadness for the days of yore when 
they held the reins over a responsivo 
equine, or when they harked to the 
sweet tones of the coach horn. 

Few horses now are used In New- 
ton. Working horses are used by 
some of the coal and Ice companies. 
The bakeries and milk concerns still 
cling to these animals because they 
have learned that horses are superior 
to automobiles in their particular 
lines of business. An automobile 
cannot he taught to stop and start at 
hundreds of houses on a route Pleas- 
ure horses In Newton are few and 
far between. Mr. Charles E. Riley 
still keeps a couple of thorn. The 
Mount Ida School has a number of 
saddle horses. And a few lucky boys 
are the proud owners of equine pets. 
One of these youngsters, John Joyce, 
Jr., of Thornton street, is shown In 
the accompanying picture. The tall 
man wearing the overcoat is John 
Horrigan, for 42 years employed as 
a carriage-smith by P. A. Murray, 
and for many years Foreman of En- 
gine 1, when the Newton Fire De- 
partment was manned by call fire- 
men. The sturdy figure wearing the 
familiar leather apron of the “smith” 
Is Tom Delaney, as he stood outside 
his smithy before he closed its doors 
for the last time. 

The writer has known Tom as long 
as he can remember. We have ad- 
mired him as a “real he-man,” and 
cherished him as an unselfish friend. 
And now, that Tom has departed 
from the smithy, where we often en- 
joyed a hearty laugh at Ills merry 
quips, where we struggled to conceal 
our mirth, as he, with well feigned 
gravity, would precipitate an argu- 
ment among hangers on, and get them 
into a rod-hot debate on any subject 
from prize fighting to philosophy, now 
that tho new order of things supplant- 
eth the old, and the cheery clang of 
the anvil, and tho Jovial sound of 
Tom’s voice will no longer be heard 
at the village smithy, we, together 
with all his legion of friends, wish 
him a well earned rest, and many 
years of happiness in tho evening of 
his life.

We did not venture on the 
main highways until we felt quite con- 
fident t'hat we could control our fliv- 
ver. One person has been brought 
into the Newton Court for allowing a 
student driver to operate under his 
license, following an accident caused 
by the “green driver" losing control 
of the car at a dangerous eornor, and 
injuring two pedestrians. We would 
suggest that all persons who tako 
their "pupils” onto streets where traf- 
fic is heavy, should be hailed into 
court when accidents result due to the 
inexperience of such novice opera- 
tors.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

It. has been part, of my dally routine 1 
for Hovoral weeks to read over many 
of the communications Hent to Gov. 
Fuller in connection with the Sacco 
and VunzettI case. The fact that I 
have the opportunity to observe them 
in their orlglnnl state— that is before 
they aro copied for the newspapers- - 
adds Interest to the task. One of the 
things that has impressed me is the 
vast amount of sparo time that some 
people seem to have for writing such 
documents. However, that Is clearly 
a personal matter and ono to be set- 
tled by the individual. 

The readers of the GRAPHIC know 
enough about the Gov. to appreciate 
the thoroughness with which he is 
certain to handle this problem. It 
seems that no Gov., at least not for a 
period of years, has been compelled 
to consider such a large number of 
Important as well as trying subjects 
as has Gov. Fuller. Two capital cases, 
In which great public Interest. Is dis- 
played, would be enough to upset 
most anybody. Added to these aro 
the regular duties of the State Gov- 
ernment, plus the Legislature. It Is 
handing the Chief Executive a big or- 
der, but Massachusetts has a Gov. 
equal to the job or jobs. 

In the present instance the Gov. 
finds a great deal demanded of him. 
There are numerous State appoint- 
ments to be made, many of thorn 
where the term of office has expired. 
These the Gov. wisely put over un- 
til after the General Court has pro- 
rogued. Candidates for the places are 
numerous and their friends are more 
so. Every hour of the day there are 
delegations on hand to Indorse some 
applicant for a State position. All 
have to be seen and the interviews 
consume the Gov.’s time, if not his 
patience. 


I think that those of us who are in 
closer touch with what transpires In 
the office of the Gov. feel that it is 
crowding him just a bit to pile high 
on his desk letters, telegrams, cable- 
grams, radiograms, etc., containing 
gratuitous advice as to how he should 
proceed In the Sacco-Vanzetti matter. 
Of course this Is only an opinion, but 
as a friend of the Gov. I know no bet 
ter way of displaying that feeling than 
by restraining all Impulse to advise 
him. Again I may say that every 
citizen has a right to do as he pleases 
in such a matter and far be it from 
me to curb personal liberty. 

Just an instance that was told me 
by the head of one of our universi- 
ties. We had not met for some time 
and so took occasion to exchange 
more than a mere "howdy.” 

Trying my best to he genial, I 
said, “You seem to be ono of the few 
college heads who hasn’t written to 
the Gov. telling him how to dispose of 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case. Have you 
been too billy?” 

“I’ll answer that with a story — a 
true story,” he replied. “The other 
day In an elevator in one of our larger 
office buildings down-town, there were 
several men talking about the Sacco- 
Vanzetti case. One said, ‘I've made 
up my mind. Not until last week did 
1 know whether they were guilty or 
not so I sat down and read the sten- 
ographic report of the evidence.” 

“At this point, the elevator hoy, 
who had been following the conver- 
sation, turned to the man and asked, 
‘Who appointed you judge?’ 

"Now,” continued my academic 
fiend, “there’s a whole lot of sense in 
that elevator boy’s question. Who 
has appointed you or me or anybody 
elBe a judge to sit on this trial and ad- 
vise the Gov. what to do?” 

My only reply was, "Nobody.” 

Of course the members of the 
Board of Aldermen who claim to be- 
lieve it economy to keep unfit horses 
drawing city wagons are not serious. 
Apart from the humane side of the 
question the matter of veterinarian’s 
hills Is to be considered. To pay out 
money regularly for patching-up de- 
screplt horses is not a wise or sound 
investment. Maybe these aldermen 
do not realize that a horse like any 
body else, even an alderman, can out- 
live his unsefulness. In that event, it. 
or he or they should be retired. I 
would not suggest merciful destruc 
tlon for any hut the horses. 

I do not for a moment believe that 
any member of the board is cruel or 
heartless. It Is just a case of a lay 
man’s feeling that he knows more 
than a scientifically trained man. 
That comes, of course, from dipping 
into too many subjects. Such a prac- 
tice, which cannot be avoided If one 
must serve his city In the capacity of 
alderman. Is certain to lead to a su- 
perficial knowledge on which ono 
bases snap judgment. The psychi- 
atrists call it the superiority complex 
and that sounds reasonable. 

It will take a great deal of evidence 
to convince me that the City of New 
ton is permitting lame and unfit 
horses to be worked on hard or even 
light hauls. If I thought for a moment 
such was the case 1 wouldn't waste a 
minute arguing with anybody at City 
Hall hut I would put it up to the 
county prosecuting authorities. A 
city can be haled into court as 
quickly as anybody else. The head 
of a municipal department would be 
made defendant and if he turned the 
blame upon his superiors they would 
be made co-defendants. No amount 
of political Influence would save thorn 
— and think of public opinion! 

But we aro not going to boo any such 
spoctacle In Newton. Publicity will 
do for the worn-out horses what some 
aldermen seem disinclined to do. I 
am sure these horses will get a rest. 
My confidence Is based on the fact 
that if such a rest Is not accorded 
them the Board of Aldermen will 
never be allowed a rest, and you can’t 
make an alderman believe he isn’t 
overworked. 


Thoso who read in this column that 
the last performance In Players’ Hall 
by the Players themselves had taken 
place are entitled to know of the de- 
cision on the part of the club to give 
another series. Next week there will 
he five performances of "The Show- 
Off,” beginning Monday night. This 
special production Is part of the pro- 
gram to obtain funds looking to the 
building of the Players’ own thoatro. It 
will furnish, undoubtedly, a sufficient 
sum to have plans prepared, etc. 

Should the hopes of the Players In 
the matter of their own theatre be 
fulfilled it will certainly prove an en- 
terprise In which the eutlro city 


should have an Interest. The growtli 
of nmateur dramatics throughout the 
country has been marked and many 
cities are claiming credit for further- 
ing little thontro movements. We, in 
Newton, aro well awaro that Newton 
can rightfully boast of one of the old- 
est amateur dramatic organizations in 
the country. Therefore, it seems 
quit© fitting that after forty years It 
should have its own theatre. 


I should like to say a few words of 
commendation for the manner in 
which the pollee handled the city 
government’s order for the restrain- 
ing of dogs throughout the month of 
April. In my opinion the gathering-in 
of all stray dogs, their removal to the 
pound where they could be identified 
by their owners, was. a splendid solu- 
tion of a vexatious problem. I can 
recall when similar orders were 
promulgated from city hall and many 
fine canines were laid low by the bul- 
let from a pollco revolver for no other 
reason than that they had no collar 
or the owner had failed to claim them 
after 24 hours waiting. 

There are many things in which 
the application of a little intelligence 
works wonders. How much more or 
derly and sensible to have empounded 
the wayward pups and their future 
provided for through restoration to 
owners or the agency of the Animal 
Rescue League. The plan was a good 
one and I for one am ready to shake 
hands with the person or persons who 
evolved it. 


May I recommend to those who 
have not yet visited the State House 
to see the new painting of the 104th 
regiment receiving decorations from 
the French Government that they 
make the trip at their first opportun- 
ity. The painting will be found on 
the third floor at the entrance of the 
Secretary of State’s office. It will re- 
pay the readers of this column to see 
this splendid representation. Inci- 
dentally. it will help us to keep fresh 
in our minds the valor of the United 
States soldiers in the World War. 


In my opinion it would he interest- 
ig to see some of our Newton women 
i the coming municipal campaign, 
ither cities have elected women to 
ublic office and as far as I have been 
hie to learn no regrets have been ex- 
re ssed.

The John W. Weeks memorial 
bridge spanning the Charles river as 
a connecting link between the Grad- 
uate School of Business Administra- 
tion of Harvard and the university 
proper, will be dedicated with formal 
exercises on tomorrow afternoon.

A FRATERNAL VISIT 

Kiwanis Club Entertains The Rotary Club of 
Newton 


Tuesday noon the Rotary Club of 
Newton assembled with the Kiwanis 
Club at the Auburndalo clubhouse. In 
the absence of President Clem Col- 
burn of the Klwanlans, who Is in New 
Hampshire, recuperating from ills re 
cent illness, Vice President Earl Har- 
per presided and greeted the Itotnri- 
ans. President Cecil Clark of the Ro- 
tary Club expressed his pleasure at 
the "get together" of the two clubs, 
and invited the Klwanlans to return 
the visit. He said "that these servico 
clubs promote friendship; friendship 
begets fellowship; fellowship brings 
understanding; understanding creates 
good-will, and eliminates strife.” Dur- 
ing the dinner Harold Schwab of the 
Lasell Seminary faculty entertained 
with piano solos, and tho 126 Rotnr- 
inns aiul Klwanlans present sang their 
club songs, with Mr. Schwab and Louis 
Hafformehl as accompanists. Rev. Enrl 
Harper, following the dinner, intro- 
duced Rev. Garfield Morgan, D.D., of 
the Central Congregational Church of 
ynn, as the speaker. 

Dr. Morgan took as his subject, "The 
Art of Living Together.” He told his 
listeners "that this art is the zenith 
of human achievement. Most men have 
not learned It. It is essential in fam- 
ily life, if homes are to bo happy. The 
world is beginning to see the need of 
it, and service clubs such as the Ro- 
tary and Kiwanis are teaching it. Too 
many men live isolated existences, 
hemmed In by narrowness and bigot- 
ry, but when they become members of 
these clubs they realize that first of 
all they are members of human society 
and find a new world by helping to 
serve their communities. We are here 
not for selfishness, but for sacrifices. 
The world of industry is also learning 
tho "Art of Living Together.” For- 
merly employers and workers were 
belligerent: now. both groups are see- 
ing the light and many large corpora- 
tions are endeavoring to build up good 
will. The late great coal strike, and 
general strike In England was occa- 
sioned by a demagogue, Cook, and 
nearly ruined that nation. Men should 
strive to find the bonds that enlist 
the largest amount of sympathy, the 
ground that will hold all together. Ed- 
ucators cannot be Czars. To have mor- 
ale in the schools over which they 
preside, they must respect the person 
alltles of the students. 

Dr. Morgan told of the Bible Class 
at his church in Lynn, where every 
Sunday morning at 9:30 from 500 to 
600 men of all Christian faiths, and also 
Hebrews, assemble, having learned 
the “Art of Living Together,” and re 
alizing that all are human beings, ere 
ated by the same God. He referred 
to the fact "that 50 years ago church 
members of one denomination would 
have denounced any proposal to have 
a minister of another denomination oc- 
cupy the pulpit of their house of wor- 
ship.” He alluded to tire intolerant 


spirit displayed towards Unitarians 
and Unlversnllstfe by thoso In charge 
of a Y. M. C. A. drive nt Lynn oven 
as late ns 25 yenrs ngo. "Real lovers 
of God and mankind,” said Dr. Mor 
gan, "are forgetting narrow doctrines. 
It is not any particular church, but 
the humanity that God has put in ub 
that counts. The, ‘Art of Living To 
gethf-r’ must ho learned through in- 
ternational relations. Beginning with 
the individual, It must extend through 
the family, neighborhood, community, 
state and country, until it will have 
embraced the w-hole world, and make 
humanity typical of heaven. We must 
outlaw' hate and bitterness which 
have caused so much bloodshed and 
tears. America can and must lead 
the rest of the world in finding this 
Divine Art.” Dr. Morgan concluded his 
address by quoting Rurns’ poem, "A 
Man’s a Man for A* That.”

, Four of the accident cases treated 
last week were due to automobiles — 
one was abrasions on the head and 
log. a second Incerations over the eye. 
on the nose and on the upper lip, the 
third hnd a lacerated left hand, and 
(lie fourth a wrlBt broken while crank- 
ing a car. An adult fractured a rib 
by falling off a staging, and a child 
lacerated its chin in a header, from a 
bicycle. One patient was treated for 
dog bite, and a child who had been 
playing in a sand pile had to have 
some of the sand removed from one 
of Its eyes. One fractured finger was 
set. 

The 178 cases reported by the out- 
patient department sets a record; also 
note that the number of patients in 
the hospital went to 140. One day 
there was a lull, but before the officials 
were more than aware of it demands 
for rooms flowed in and those in 
charge were trying again to accommo- 
date all who wished to enter the hos- 
pital.

Aldermen Approve Report of Committee and Assign Hearing on June 6th on Taking 
Land at Commonwealth Avenue, Walnut and Homer Streets for a Site 


The report of the Special Committee 
on the New City Hall, printed in this 
issue of the Graphic, met with the 
approval of the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen at their meeting on Monday 
night. Alderman Baker, Chairman of 
the Committee, explained to his col- 
leagues some of the reasons which had 
influenced the selection of the "tri- 
angle” site, and the recommendation 
that definite action be taken at once 
on the first steps of the building of 
the long proposed structure. "The 
committee,” he said, "realized that the 
need for schools, streets, fire protec- 
tion improvements and other things 
has been and will he pressing. It is 
easy to conclude we can get along with 
the Old City Hall for an indefinite 
period. But the old building is inade- 
quate, there is great danger there to 
the city records from fire, and should 
these records, particularly those of the 
City Clerk's and Engineer’s Depart 
ments, be destroyed, a chaotic condi- 
tion would result. The city is grow 
ing rapidly, and this growth must be 
provided for. The population of New- 
ton is double what It was 30 years ago, 
and the expenses of running the city 
three times as great. Newton should 
have a City Hall of architectural mer- 
it, and one which will provide safe 
storage for the city records. The mat- 
ter of building a new City Hall was 
considered seriously ten years ago, and 
then abandoned. If we turn away 
from this project now, it may be de- 
layed another ten years. The recom- 
mendation that construction work on 
the building be commenced in 1929 
is merely to give definiteness to the 
matter, enable necessary legislation to 
be passed, allow for the arranging of 
the financing, and the completion of 
the plans. 

In 1898,” said Mr. Baker, “the net 
debt of the city was $4,293,000, or $132 
per capita; on January 1st of this year 
the net debt was $4,142,102, or $80 per 
capita, a decrease of 60% per capita 
Compared with the other cities in this 
State, Newton lias a lower per capita 
debt than 21, and a higher than 14. 
Newton’s net debt Is fairly light. One 
thing in its favor is the fact tnat New- 
ton has the highest valuation per cap- 
ita of any city in this State, except 
Boston. Of the 39 cities in Massachu- 
setts, 7 have a lower tax rate than 
Newton, and 31 have a higher tax rate, 
some with a rate of over $40. We must 
maintain a safe borrowing capacity, 
and make adequate provision for new 
schools, but Newton will be justified 
in asking for permission to borrow 
$500,000 outside the debt limit to as- 
sist in financing the New City Hall. 
The balance of the cost can be handled 
inside the debt limit, or raised through 
the tax levy. 

Everybody, outside the Board," 
said Mr. Baker, "has opinions as to 
where the new building should be 
located. The committee considered ev- 
ery aspect of the situation. If the New 
City Hall will be built in West New- 
ton, more land must be acquired. 
Such land would cost nearly as much 
as the entire ‘triangle’ site. The site 
at West Newton would contain about 
100,000 square feet: that at the ‘tri- 
angle’ will contain 400,000. If we sell 
tlie land at West Newtoii, the proceeds 
would Cause the ‘triangle’ to cost but 
a moderate sum. The latter site is in 
the geographical centre of the city, 
and as most of the future development 
of Newton will be at the South Side, 
the ‘triangle’ will eventually be at 
the centre of population as well. It 
will afford a more dignified setting for 
a City Hall, and sentiment is almost 
unanimous that it be acquired for 
some municipal purpose. Rutting City 
Hall on the triangle’ will have a ten- 
dency to unify the city. Those who 
live at a distance from West Newton 


do not have much interest in city af 
fairs. 

"We were not unmindful.” continued 
Mr. Baker, "of the gift of the church 
property at West Newton for City Hall 
purposes, nor were we ungrateful. 
Tliis property, given ten years ago, 
will revert to the donors, but its value 
has increased several times. One dan- 
ger in taking the ‘triangle’ will be the 
temptation to extravagance. We hope 
this will be resisted, and that we will 
build a dignified structure that will fill 
our needs. At the outset I was in fa- 
vor of the site at West Newton, but 
as arguments of weight poured in. I 
was convinced that the scales tipped 
towards the ’triangle,' and I now join 
in recommending that site. The com- 
mittee has conferred with the 14 citi 
zens who acted as an advisory com- 
mittee, and the 12 members of this 
citizens’ committee, who were present 
at the joint meetings with the special 
committee, were unanimous in approv 
ing that a City Hall shall be built 
forthwith, and that the city should 
borrow outside the debt limit to assist 
in financing the project. On the ques- 
tion of a site, seven of the citizens’ 
committee were in favor of the West 
Newton site, and five favored the ‘tri- 
angle.’ We have conferred with the 
Mayor, and he apparently sees nothing 
in the report to object to. 

"We recommend immediate action." 
said Mr. Baker, "because we have in 
formation that 180,000 of the 233,000 
square feet of land on the ‘triangle’ 
(not including the parcel west of Lake- 
view avenue) can be acquired at once 
withoyt litigation, and at a fair price. 
We believe it is proper to have Police 
Headquarters at the New City Hall. 
The District Court has not been in- 
cluded because it Is not proper lor the 
city to appropriate for the use or 
Middlesex County, and the court would 
not be desirable in City Hall. The 
old buildings at the rear of the pres- 
ent City Hall should he removed. They 
are used for the storage of supplies 
and constitute a grave fire menace.” 
He moved that at the* next meeting of 
the Aldermen, on June G, a public 
hearing he held on the taking of the 
parcels of land at the "triangle." 

Alderman Hodgdon called attention 
to the fact that the first reconun .d i- 


tion on the report of the special com- 
mittee, relative to the taking of the 
land and buildings at the "triangle." 
did not specify that the property will 
be used for a City Hall. The Ward 5 
Alderman evidently suspected that, 
"there was an Ethiopian gentleman in 
the fuel supply." Alderman Baker as- 
sured him that the committee had no 
desire to befog the issue, but acknowl- 
edged that the point was well taken, 
and moved that the words "as a site 
for a City Hall" be inserted in the re- 
port. 

Alderman Leahy inquired, “Has the 
present Board the right to ask the 
Mayor to seek legislation in 1928?” 
President Weeks informed him that 
It is legal to have the 1927 Board ask 
for the petition to be sent in this year, 
but 1928 was mentioned as the Legis- 
lature will not meet until then. 

Alderman Earle moved that the old 
buildings at the rear of the present 
City Hall be torn down at once, and 
his motion was carried. 

Alderman Heathcote, who usually 
hurls verbal brickbats at Alderman 
Baker, surprised the Board by compli- 
menting the Ward 3 member. He said, 
"The report of the Special Committee 
on the New City Hall shows the tre- 
mendous amount of work It lias put in. 
No chairman could have been fairer, 
or more impartial than the chairman 
of this committee (Mr. Baker). Few 
realize the amount of work he has put 
in on this matter. I move ‘that the 
Board express its appreciation of the 
chairman and of the committee.’ ” 

Alderman Noone, evidently mindful 
of Mr. Heathcote’s remarks made at 
a meeting a couple of months ago, 
anent the fact "that although he bad 
been a member of the special commit- 
tee on’the New City Hall last year, he 
had not been reappointed this year," 
waxed facetious, and amended Mr. 
Heathcote’s motion by moving that the 
Aldermanic appreciation be extended 
to those members who had served on 
the committee last year. Alderman 
Leahy suggested "that the apprecia 
tiou was a little premature, as it is 
customary to wait until a committee 
lias concluded its work, before extend- 
ing a vote of thanks to It.”

MANY IMPORTANT QUESTIONS 


Aldermen Discuss Parking and One Way Streets- 
liam C. Holbrook Elected a Member, Vice 
Flavinger, Deceased

The meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men on Monday night was one of the 
most important held in years. The 
Special Committee on the new city 
hall, through its Chairman, Alderman 
Baker made an exhaustive report 
which is printed elsewhere in this pa- 
per. The aldermen, as a result of this 
report, voted to hold a public hearing 
on June 6, at 7:45 p. m., on the mat- 
ter of taking the land in the so called 
triangle, bounded by Commonwealth 
avenue, Homer and Walnut streets. 

The first matter considered on the 
docket was the hearing on the peti- 
tion of the Stuart-Marshall Company 
for a permit to increase the capacity 
of the gasoline tanks at the station 
corner of River and Lexington streets. 
West Newton, from 2000 to 4000 gal- 
lons. Mr. Albert T. Stuart explained 
that this increase is necessitated be- 
cause of the different grades of gaso- 
line now sold. No opposition appeared 
against the petitioners and the permit 
was granted. 

On the petition of John Finelli for a 
permit to install a 250 gallon gasoline 
tank and pump for private use at 45 
Ashmont avenue, Newtonville, for pri- 
vate use, Atttorney James P. Galla- 
gher appeared to protest for Bernard 
Mullen who lives on the opposite side 
of Ashmont avenue. He stated "There 
is a peculiar aspect to this petition. 
The petitioner is an attorney at law 
and drives a Ford coupe. The neces- 
sity for such a tank and pump is not 
enough to warrant issuing the permit. 
Once granted it is made part of the 
property. Subsequent owners of this 
property might seek an extension of 
use which will be a detriment to the 
neighborhood.” 

No persons appeared to oppose the 
petitions for permits on the following: 
— George B. Kimball, greenhouse at 
350 Chestnut street: Edison Electric 
and New England Telephone Compan- 
ies, joint pole locations, Daniel street, 
7 poles: Walter street, 7 poles; Rock- 
land street, 2 poles; Ridge avenue, 8 
poles; Glen avenue, 1 pole; Pelham 
street, 1 pole. 

The Public Works Committee rec- 
ommended that leave to withdraw be 


given to the petition signed by Ben- 
jamin Rich and others asking for the 
widening of the corner at Centre and 
Pearl streets. The Finance Commit- 
tee reported as inexpedient the appro- 
priation of $6000 for tennis courts at 
Victory Field, Cabot Park, and Au- 
burndale park. Chairman Earle of 
the Public Works Committee disap- 
proved of this report. He said, “When 
the Public Works Committee made its 
tour of the city last week, the one 
thing especially asked for by the May- 
or was this work on the tennis courts. 
Last year land was donated adjoining 
Victory Field to provide tennis courts. 
If the city does not intend to build 
courts on this land, after having ac- 
cepted it for such a purpose, we should 
say so, and return the land to the do- 
nor." He asked that thl3 matter be 
referred back to ihe Finance Commit- 
tee for further consideration, and his 
request was granted. 

The Committee on Street Traffic, 
through Chairman Grebenstein, recom- 
mended that parking be prohibited on 
the north side of Centre Place; on the 
east side of Walnut street from Wash- 
ington to 254 Walnut; Central avenue, 
east side from Washington to Court. 
The committee also recommended that 
Ward street be made a one-way from 
Hammond street to Commonwealth 
avenue. Mr. Grebenstein asked that 
the recommendation on Central avenue 
be referred back to the committee as 
residents want another part of this 
street to be included in the restricted 
parking. Alderman Earle suggested 
that the matter of Ward street be re- 
ferred to the Public Works Commit- 
tee. The city owns land for much of 
the distance between Hammond street 
and the avenue, and according to Mr. 
Earle, it will be better to widen the 
street than to make it a one-way road. 

Alderman Bail placed in nomination 
the name of William C. Holbrook of 
25 Pilgrim road, as Ward alderman 
from Ward 5 to succeed the late 
Charles L. Favinger. He explained 
that Mr. Holbrook, who is President 
of the Waban Improvement Society, 
was the choice of the majority of the 
residents of that village. Mr. Hol-

Week ending May 14 — Patients 
In hospital 134; patients paying as 
much as cost of care or more 52; pa- 
tients paying less than cost of care 
56; free patients, Including babies 
26; patients treated by out patient 
department 161; by eye clinic 15; 
accident cases 7; babies born, 7 boys, 
6 girls; social service calls at homes 
10 . 

There are a number of children at 
the hospital as patients, the number 
including those suffering from frac- 
tures, pneumonia and mastoiditis. 
One of the children, a boy of three 
abed because of a broken leg, has 
won the hearts of the*nurses because 
of his activity. He takes an interest 
In everything about him and in all 
the other young patients in the 
ward. If not watched he manages 
somehow to pull his bed alongside 
of some one of the other children 
with whom he would like to play or 
talk. All the children in the ward 
are bright and interesting and seem 
to enjoy being in the hospital.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

Written by LEVERETT D. G. BENTLEY 


After all, what la local pride? By 
the way, thin Is not a question to test 
the extent of your fund of general in- 
formation. I am really wondering If 
I have hit upon a sound answer to the 
question. Is local pride merely a feei- 
ng of intense satisfaction derived from 
the fact that our city is an attractive 
one, that it possesses many wonderful 
homes, churches, school buildings, etc.; 
that it Is well governed and ranks 
high among Massachusetts communi- 
ties? , , , 

Or Is local pride the spirit which 
Inspires us to take part in worthwhile 
movements, to give of our time and 
means to further good causes and to 
participate In attempts to raise funds 
that are to he applied to helping the 
less fortunate? In my opinion the 
men and women who want to do some- 
thing for the city and Its inhabitants 
and who do so without thought of re- 
ward are the only ones entitled to 
point with local pride *at the city and 
its achievements. 

It takes the courage of a patriot to 
go out and solicit contributions for 
any established philanthropy, and for 
that reason I think we should show 
a greater appreciation of the efforts 
of those who have undertaken to raise 
$10,000 for the Newton Welfare Bu- 
reau. The only way to prove our 
gratitude to them is by making some 
contributions ourselves. By so doing 
we are not only performing a good 
deed but pushing forward an enter- 
prise which is hound to react to the 
credit of our home town. 

In the old days we used to hear of 
the Associated Charities. Today that 
uncomfortable word charity is forgot- 
ten. With Its passing have disappeared 
the old-fashioned methods of distribut- 
ing bodily nourishment among the af- 
flicted. The work of the welfare bu- 
reau is broader. It covers the same 
ground us the associated charities, but 
it does so In a far pleasanter and more 
efficient manner. It isn’t cold, but It 
is practical. Moreover, it prevents the 
overlapping of movements Intended to 
alleviate the condition of those who 
have met with adversity. 

Happily, the system of doling out 
funds to those in need is far different 
from what It used to be. Recipients 
are no longer the objects of public pity. 
They are not made to feel that anguish 
which must come to people who once 
had means and who for some reason 
or other must now receive substantial 
assistance from strangers. Conditions 
have changed and methods have 
changed with them. It is a good thing 
all round. 

Now, then, to get back to local pride. 
Here is an enterprise the value of 
which no one disputes. Furthermore, 
we find it employs preventive meas- 
ures. which is quite as it should be. 
When a number of our most earnest 
citizens combine their efforts in this 
direction there is no doubt as to the 
position the rest of us should assume. 
It is our place to be recorded as in- 
dorsers. 

Intelligence in giving has been de- 
veloped. not through chance but 
through the efforts of men and women 
of sympathy and understanding. They 
have been closer to the problems of the 
poor nnd are prepared to answer per 
plexlng questions which we, who sit on 
the sidelines, do not seem to compre 
hend. 

Every dollar contributed to the New- 
ton Welfare Bureau gives to the donor 
a share in the local pride of this city. 
Incidentally, It reduces the amount of 
money the city has to appropriate for 
the Overseers of the Poor, it shows a 
willingness to help those in trouble 
and lifts the whole social plane to a 
level from which we may look up at 
higher things and not down at things 
disagreeable and sad. 


Occasionally I feel that I am doing 
a, friendly turn to allow a correspond- 
ent to express his feelings concerning 
something of which the public has a 
few ideas. Therefore, I am willing to 
print the following: 

Dear Lev — You seem to know a 
good deal about trolley-riding. Have 
you ever had a desire to be a conduc- 
tor? No? Well then, I have. I would 
take the job and ask no salary if I 
could be sure that all the passengers 
would be conductors that have used 
me mean in the past. That may seem 
funny, but what I mean is this: I want 
to get back at the fellows who close 
the door of the car just as I am about 
to step on board. 

•I leave it to you — is It any fun to 
chase a car, or run to get at the white 
post before the car starts, and then 
get there just In time to have the con- 
ductor give the door a slam and leave 
you in the street? Not all conductors 
have a mean disposition. In the sub 
way, though, they hang the door and 
nothing will persuade them to open It. 
There are some of them who have a 
fellow-feeling for a passenger and 
these I want to thank. But the guy 
who doesn’t gets my goat. 

*‘I wish you’d write a piece for the 
paper and make ’em nervous. It is 
about the only thing I know that might 
do any good. Thanking you for let- 
ting me get tills off my chest, etc." 


If there is anybody who thinks na- 
tional prohibition is a dead Issue let 
him arrange a debate on the subject, 
with able speakers on both sides. 
When the Roosevelt Club held its de- 
bate last month between Senator 
Borah and I)r. Butler there were 
crowds unable to gain admittance to 
Symphony Hull. The Interesting part 
of the whole thing was that not until 
two days before did the greater rush 
for seats begin. 

I am told that when the officers tirst 
suggested broadcasting the proceedings 
— it was some time in March that tho 
Idea first occurred to them — one of 
tho larger companies told them polite- 
ly that it was not worth giving' bo 
much time, that people wouldn’t want 
their radio enjoyment Interrupted by 
u talk on prohibition, no matter who 
gave it. Well, It appears that this 
company changed Its mind, but too 
late, and when It came around and of- 
fered unlimited facilities for sendiug 
tho dobato all over tho country it was 
too late. Another and smaller station 
had obtained the contract. 

There were many newspapers out- 
side of Boston which waked up at the 


Inst, moment and star reporters were 
rushed from New York and other cit- 
ies. Columns upon columns were de 
voted to the affair, not only hereabouts 
but In distant places. So much for 
proof that prohibition is a live Issue. 

Now, then, to tell of a recent local 
debate between one of the prominent 
men who talks for the "wets" over the 
radio and In other places, and a man 
who favors prohibition because he be 
Meves In It and asks no compensation. 

The "wet" adherent had contradicted 
the assertion of the "dry” speaker that 
United States, because of prohibition, 
is solvent and the only country that is 
so blessed. 

"My friend is in error,’’ said the 
"wet” speaker. “England Is solvent.” 

"She wouldn’t he," interrupted the 
"dry” speaker, "if she paid us what 
she owes us.” 

This apparently upset the “wet" 
speaker. He shuffled his notes, and 
said, “I cannot proceed, Mr. Chairman, 
if I am to be interrupted. Let me see, 
where was I?” 

"You were in London,” called a voice 
from the back of the hall, and the 
crowd roared. 

It happened to be my privilege to 
meet America’* popular humorist, Will 
Rogers, and to enjoy the pleasure of 
his reminiscences and experiences. 
Many Newton people no doubt attend- 
ed his entertainment in Boston last 
week. At any rate most of us are 
familiar with his delightful stories, 
philosophical utterances, grinds on 
people and events, and his witty com- 
ments on things in general. 

To think of Will Rogers Is to laugh 
at the recollection of something he has 
said or written. That, I am sure, is 
the attitude of mind of nearly every- 
body. Since my talk with him I find 
myself even stronger In my admira 
tlon. He Is thoroughly genuine, not 
a bit artificial as are many stage folk, 
nnd a deep thinker. He has an out- 
look on life that 1 b as comprehensive 
as it is broad. 

Now, It seldom occurs to us that 
a maker-of-fun can be deadly serious. 
We know* that such a man must be. 
but we just can’t Imagine when that 
moment may be. Let me tell you that 
Will Rogers is a hard-working man. 
that he reads the newspapers the first 
thing every morning— not for the scan 
dal and big news events alone, but to 
keep himself informed as to what is 
going on in all parts of the world. He 
then sits down at his typewriter and 
turns out the copy for his newspaper 
and magazine articles and keeps at it 
until it is time to keep whatever en- 
gagement he may have made. He eats 
sparingly, has never in his life tasted 
tobacco or intoxicating liquor and 
keeps himself in the finest physical 
condition as his exacting labors per- 
mit. 

But to get back to his seriousness. 
What most impressed me was his deep 
feeling for the unfortunate victims of 
the Mississippi floods. He insists that 
we have no idea what ruin and dis- 
aster have come upon the people. He 
is familiar with their manner of liv- 
ing and says, although they needed 
help before the flood, they certainly 
need more of it now. You cannot lis- 
ten to him without experiencing a de 
sire to give to the cause. Ami Mr. 
Rogers is one of those who practice 
what they preach. He didn’t mention 
the fact himself, but an intimate friend 
of his informs me that Will Roger 
gifts have run up to many thousands 
and that he is still giving liberally to 
this and other causes. 

As yet I am unable to see the value 
of any conference or council of the 
cities and towns of the Metropolitan 
district. Assuming that the promoters 
of the latest form of this unification 
of effort have no thought of annexa- 
tion, what is the idea anyw'ay? 

Suppose Boston and its neighboring 
municipalities get together through 
able representatives and pile all their 
troubles on the dining table — I feel 
sure there will be luncheons whenever 
they meet — what is to come of it? As 
I read the thoughts of the leaders they 
are going to take it to the Legisla- 
ture. 

Maybe that is the best thing to do 
after all. But who is to receive first 
attention? Which problem, Boston’s 
or Newton’s or Arlington’s or Saugus', 
will be thought to be most vital? Un- 
til there is an agreement that one 
thing shall be straightened out at a 
time it doesn’t look to me as if much 
would be done. 

am tempted to go further into this 
whole thing, but I believe that its 
materialization is too distant to justi- 
fy such use of Graphic space. All I 
care to say now is that it is my opin- 
ion each community is better able to 
tackle its own problems and settle 
them, alone and unaided, than in any 
other way.

GET TOGETHER 


PERMITS GRANTED 


Fifty or more buusiness men of 
West Newton attended the get-to 
gether dinner and meeting of the 
West Newton Business Men’s Asso 
elation at Village Hall on Monday 
evening. Following an interesting and 
Inspiring address by E. Fred Cullen, 
President of the Johnson Educator 
Food Company of Cambridge, there 
was a spirited and oxtended discus- 
sion of various matters of special In 
terest to West- Newton. These includ- 
ed the location of the proposed new 
city hall, bus service, the proposed 
new moving picture theatre in West 
Newton, summer half-holidays for the 
stores, and the reported million dol- 
lar development in new business prop- 
erty which promises to completely 
transform the appearance of West 
Newton Square and add greatly to the 
importance of that section ns a busi- 
ness center. 


In the absence of President George 
P. Brophy, on account of illness, Vice 
President Max Kratitz presided and 
kept things moving from 6:30 to 10:30 
o’clock. At the former hour an excep 
tlonally fine dinner was served, after 
which the address by Mr. Cullen was 
presented and a general discussion 
followed on matters of specific inter- 
est. The membership committee sub 
mitted six applications for member- 
ship and reported that a campaign for 
new members was to be launched im- 
mediately. 

The address by Mr. Cullen was one 
that was especially appropriate to the 
occasion, being rich in inspiration and 
helpful suggestion for the compara- 
tively new organization. Mr. Cullen s 
experience as a sales and business ex- 
ecutive, augmented through several 
years of activity with the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, made him well 
qualified to address a gathering of 
this kind. He experienced no difficul- 
ty In holding the close attention of his 
audience and offered much that will 
he helpful in developing further plans 
and activities of the new association 

While not a resident of Newton or 
conversant with local problems, Mr. 
Cullen inadvertently hit the nail on the 
head when he urged the West Newton 
Business Men’s Association to strive 
for a new city hall. He had man> 
complimentary things to say about 
the Garden City, and congratulated 
his hearers upon being residents of so 
desirable a city, but mentioned the 
prese.it city hall and police station as 
things in which the residents of New- 
ton could take but little pride. 

The suggestion by two or three of 
those present that the retention of 
Citv Hall in West Newton was not as 
important to the business Interests o 
the village as many believed, start d 
the fireworks and a straight from t e 
shoulder discussion that resulted in 
an almost unanimous vote to ado;t 
resolutions urging the Board of Aid l r 
men to consider very carefully before 
reaching any decision to locate a n.w 
citv hall elsewhere. 

The report of the special committee 
appointed at a previous meeting to in- 
terview Mayor Childs, and present n 
petition for a permit for a mo\ing pic 
ture theatre in West Newton, brought 
out the fact that no hearing had been 
held on the largely signed petition sub- 
mitted at that time, nor had any offi- 
cial communication upon the matter 
been received bv the association The 
committee was again instructed to in 
terview the mayor and to insist upon 
a definite answer. The matter of sum- 
mer half-holidays for the stores was 
referred to a special eomTOittec. corn 
arising C. A. Stimets. David Fried, 
and J. B. Davis, to canvass the mer- 
chants and report at the next meeting. 


REV. DR. NOYES HONORED 

Rev. Edward M. Noyes, D.D., pastor 
of the First Church, has been honored 
by his selection as one of the ten Con- 
gregational ministers from the United 
States as a delegate to the Lausanne 
Conference to be held next summer 
in Switzerland. There will be 500 del- 
egates, of whom 110 will be from the 
United States and ten only from the 
Congregational Church. 

Dr. Noyes was graduated from Yale 
College in the class of 1879. He was 
appointed pastor of the historic First 
Church in Newton In October. 18.4, 
and has served that church as pastor 
ever since. During the n ?r? Mian 30 
years that he has been affiliated with 
the First Church he has done won 
derful work. 

This church was established lu 1604, 
and is the mother of all the Newton 
churches. From its membership have 
been recruited presidents of both Yale 
and Williams and many men who have 
distinguished themselves in business 
and in letters during this period. 

Dr. Noyes is president of the Ameri- 
can Congregational Association and is 
a member of the board of directors of 
the Congregational Extension Hoard. 
The degree of doctor of divinity was 
given to him by Middlebury College 
last Commencement. Dr. Noyes is rec- 
ognized everywhere as one of the out- 
standing scholars in the ministry. His 
church members have shown their ap- 
preciation of his scholarly sermons 
by constantly increasing attendance 
during his long pastorate.

FAVORS NEW CIT Y HALL 

Report of Select Committee Recommends Purchase of 
“Triangle” Site 


Last fall the firm of Lockwood, 
Greeno & Company, Incorporated, 
was employed to make a prelimin- 
ary Btudy of the question of a now 
City Hall and other municipal build- 
ings. 

The Bcope of the study Included a 
survey of the present accommoda- 
tions, n study of the West Newton 
site and the "Triangle” site, prepar- 
ing preliminary plans and making 
appropriate estimates of the cost. 

The report of the architects was 
received the latter part of January of 
this year and has been in the hands 
of the members of the Board for sev- 
eral months. 

With tills report before it your 
Committee entered upon further con- 
sideration of the question of a new 
city hall. The committee has as- 
sumed that its Instructions are the 
same as the instructions to last year’s 
committee. 

Taking up in order the items of 
those, instructions the Committee 
makes the folowing report: 

1. On the question of whether it Is 
expedient to build a new city hall, 
and, if so, when, the Committee 
is of the opinion that it is expedi 
ent to begin construction of a new 
city hall early in the year 1929. 

2. On the question of whether the 
city government should petition 
the Legislature for permission to 
borrow outside the debt limit for 
the purpose of building a new city 
hall, the Committee Is of the opin- 
ion that the City Government 
should petitlou the Legislature for 
permission to borrow five hundred 
thousand dollars (500,000) dol- 
lars outside the debt limit for the 
purpose of building a new city hall 

2. On the question of where the new 
city hall should be located the 
Committee is of the opinion that 
it should be located on a portion 
of the land bounded by Common- 
wealth Avenue, Walnut Street and 
Homer Street, commonly known as 
the “Triangle." 

4. The Committee makes the fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

(a) That the land and buildings 
In the “Triangle” comprising the 
lot of land on the southwesterly cor- 
ner of Commonwealth Avenue and 
Walnut Street, containing approxi- 
mately 11,152 square feet, and the 
buildings thereon and the Morse, 
Welch, O’Brien, Standard Oil Com 
pany and Crowell properties, con- 
mining altogether approximately 
233,865 square feet, and indicated 
in red on a plan of the City Engineer, 
dated May 4, 1926, be acquired at 
once, and paid for either from cur- 
rent revenue or from the proceeds of 
bonds issued Inside the debt limit, or 
from both. 

(b) That a hearing he- ordered 
for Monday evening, June 6, 1927, 
at 7:45 P. M. on taking the laud and 
buildings referred to in (a) by emi- 
nent domain. 

(c) That the land in the “Tri- 
angle" bounded by Commonwealth 
Avenue, Homer Street and Lake 


View Avenue, containing aproxlmate- 
ly 4 5,941 square feet and Indicated 
In blue on a plan of the City En- 
gineer, dated May 4, 1926, be ac- 
quired at once for purposes of a me- 
morial to soldiers, sailors and ma- 
rines, of all wars, and paid for from 
the proceeds of bonds Issued out- 
side the debt limit under Chapter 44 
Section 8, Paragraph 7, of the Gen- 
eral Laws. 

(d) That a hearing ho ordered 
for Monday evening, June 6, 1927, 
at 7:45 P. M., on taking the land 
referred to in (c) by eminent do- 
main. 

(e) That hearing be ordered at 
same time and necessary steps be 
taken to discontinue Lake View Ave- 
nue as a public way and to take this 
land as a part of the memorial tract. 

(f) That the Mayor be requested 
to seek legislation In the Legislature 
of 1928 which will enable the city to 
borrow five hundred thousand (500,- 
000) dollars, outside the debt limit 
for the purpose of building a new city 
hall. 

(g) That the Mayor he requested 
to seek legislation in the Legislature 
of 1928 which will enable the city to 
acquire the remainder of the “Tri- 
angle" for such other municipal 
buildings or purposes as may be 
deemed desirable. 

(h) That when the legislation 
recommended in (g) Is obtained, the 
city acquire the remainder of the 
"Triangle" and pay for It either from 
current revenue or from the proceeds 
of bonds issued inside the debt lim- 
it or from both. 

(i) That before January 1, 1928, 
architects be employed and plans 
started for a new city hall, includ- 
ing Police Headquarters, but not in- 
cluding quarters for the District 
Court. 

(j) That when such plans are 
drawn for a satisfactory building at 
a satisfactory cost, and when funds 
are available through legislation 
recommended In (f) or otherwise, 
a new city hall bo built and that 
the city government should aim to 
begin construction thereof early In 
1929. 

The Committee further recom- 
mends that the carriage sheds adjoin- 
ing the present city hall and also 
the wooden building In the rear of 
said sheds be torn down at once and 
also that the recommendations of the 
Select Committee on City Hall ac- 
commodations for temporary quarters 
for certain departments in the old 
Congregational Church be carried out 
at once.

BUILDING CODE REVISION 

At a meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Newton Chamber of 
Commerce on Thursday of last week 
it was reported that Newton’s pro- 
posed new building code -through 
which It Is expected that local build- 
ing laws will be greatly modified, 
building costs reduced, and perhaps 
the construction of apartment houses 
made feasible and probable In certain 
sections of the city — would undoubt- 
edly be adopted before the Board of 
Aldermen adjourn for the summer. At 
least that is the expectation of Chair- 
man John C. Madden and othpr mem- 
bers of the aldermanlc claims end 
rules committee, which has been glv 
lng a great deal of time and study to 
this matter within the past few weeks 

An a matter of fact, witn the excep- 
tion of those sections of the code 
which may affect the apartment house 
question the work of the committee Is 
practically completed. 

While It Is common knowledge that 
there is considerable opposition to 
any changes that will encourage or 
facilitate apartment house construc- 
tion, there are many who believe this 
opposition is based largely on the gen- 
eral feeling that Newton should not 
be permitted to develop into an apart- 
ment house city. The suggested plan 
to create a new zone is one that was 
presented only recently and may per- 
haps prove a solution to the problem. 

An important matter to be revived 
at this time is the effort to which the 
Chamber devoted much time to bring 
about a reduction in Insurance rates. 
With various requirements of the Na- 
tional Board of Underwriters already 
met, it is believed the time may now be 
opportune for seeking to bring about 
the other needed Improvements to In- 
sure a higher rating for Newton and 
the automatic rate reductions that 
would go with this accomplishment. 

There was an extended discussion 
of the new city hall project as a result 
of which the board went on record as 
favoring the taking by the city as soon 
as possible the eleven acres of land 
comprising the so-called Common- 
wealth Avenue Triangle, at Common- 
wealth avenue. Walnut and Homer 
streets, "for memorial and other mun- 
icipal purposes."

Immense amount of faithful service 
Rhe has quietly performed. She has 
sent out 3,170 crndcntlals to State and 
Club delegates, 390 announcements of 
committee appointments; 460 calls to 
the annual meeting, prepared three 
voting lists, and "answered dally” all 
correspondence that has come to her, 
not to mention telephone calls. (And 
some can’t write that one letter that 
should be answered!) 

Mrs. Ferguson reported the addition 
of 13 new Clubs during the yenr, not 
the least, or most, bright of which wan 
Bright Ideas of Boston. She said that 
evory concern that had anything to 
soil, exploit, advertise, or distribute, 
sent them, or notification of them, to 
the State Federation! 

The assistant clerk, Mrs. Ripley, 
gave an entertaining account of her 
task, the publication of the Manual, 
from the time when she sent out 125 
postals to presidents whose question- 
naires had not been sent In up to June 
2nd; through a hectic period of quar- 
antine for scarlet fever, lasting five 
weeks; to the reading of proof for 400 
pages; and the mailing of several hun- 
dred of the 1200 copies of the finished 
volume within twenty-four hours of 
their receipt from the printer. A bit 
of heartwarming personal kindliness 
was expressed in her thanks to Mrs. 
Potter and Mrs. Brackett through 
those trying days of illness who as 
8ured her they were not worrying 
about possible delays, and this confi 
deuce "steadied her hand and light- 
ened her heart." 

She told of the growing demand for 
the Manual from those who desire to 
interest Clubs in programs, and of the 
care she exercised this year, through 
requesting samples of circulars to be 
sent, that nothing could be construed 
as an indorsement by the Federation 
of any entertainer, although the de- 
sire is, of course, "to speed earnest 
and worthy persons on their way to 
earning a living.” The amusing, nay 
oftentimes arrogant, demands for the 
Manual, which is patronizingly called 
"leaflet, catalogue, circular, list, bro- 
chure, and rostrum,” by “mere men” 
who do not realize that this is a VOL- 
UME of some 400 pages, and the naive 
little musician who sent six cents for 
it — whose price is $1, plus postage — 
she told in a manner that convulsed 
t lie throng of women. 

And her delicious bit of humor 
when she took a fling at the daily in 
telligence tests in saying that "ques- 
tionnaires have at last come into their 
own, and for some months now no 
self-respecting Clubwoman lias al 
lowed a day to pass, in which she has 
not put one or more questions to a 
friend” so that in sending out “her 
two sets in April she did so quite 
gaily, knowing that she was in the 
height of fashion,” was a clever va 
riance of monotony of mere reporting. 

Communing Singing, led by Mrs. 
Amy F. Burns, with Mrs. Otis Drayton 
at the piano, offered a few minutes 
rest. 

Headquarters Committee told of 
Headquarters as a constantly grow- 
ing and busy centre for Clubwomen, 
with three directors, Mrs. Carl Wat- 
son. Mrs Henry E. Robert nnd Mrs. 
Hildreth, aiding the chairman, Mrs. 
Carl L. Schrador. and the ofilce open 
daily, except Saturday, from October 
to July with a hostess there to as- 
sist. The chairman has prepared liter- 
ature of immense value to Clubwom- 
en, such as on building Club Houses, 
on Scholarship Funds, on Art — this 
recalls the exhibits of art loans, too— 
and calls attention to the gift of a 
handsome mahogany bookcase and 
books on Mothercraft donated by its 
"mother,” Mrs, Kimball, to “At the 


King’s Pleasure” nnd "The Dreamer,” 
written by Emma Downing Coolldge; 
to Health Surveys for 8(1 Cities from 
the Health Committee; to "The Dal- 
ton Plan," by Helen Parkhurst; 
Schools of Tomorrow,” by John and 
Evelyn Dewey; "The Heart of Emer- 
son’s Journals,” by Bliss Perry; "An 
other Treasury of Plays for Children,” 
edited by Montrose J. Moses; nnd va- 
rious other books on vocational and 
other guidance of children, all of 
which gifts they value. 

Other delightful gifts gratefully re- 
ceived were tables for the neostyle, 
a tea table cover, brass candle sticks, 
four dozen tea spoons, ami checks of 
five ami ten dollars. 

In January 29(1 visitors went to 
Headquarters, which shows Clubwom- 
en something of the service rendered 
and looked for there. 

Mrs. Schrader ended with these 
kindly words: "please remember that 
the Federation Headquarters is the 
workshop of all Federated Clubwom- 
en,” an Invitation that sounds a sincere 
note of homely welcome! 

Mrs. Howard A. Specht, Federation 
Pin chairman, cleverly invited all 
Clubwomen to own pins, by saying 
that any Clubwoman is eligible, nay 
urged, to wear a Federation pin! 

The outstanding pleasure of the af- 
ternoon was the report of Mrs. filmery 
D. Leighton, the Historian, who gave 
valuable information of early Club 
days, verbally. Her memory, her rep 
etltion of names and place of resi- 
dence, of list after list who served 
in one way or another was amazing, 
and perhaps can be explained by the 
fact that these wonderful pioneers 
were more than names to her, being 
acquaintances and friends. Deafening 
applause expressed the Clubwomen’s 
appreciation of her report. She re- 
called the first gathering of delegates 
in this country for the formation of a 
national organization of Clubs — in 
1889 called by the Sorosis Club of 
New York, marking the 21st birthday 
of this pioneer woman’s Club. Mrs 
Leighton told us that one-seventh of 
the Clubs’ delegates at that gathering 
in 1889 wore from Massachusetts! She 
told the names and residence of all 
delegates to that, one being Electa 
Walton, of our own West Newton 
Women’s Educational Club, of whose 
distinction as one of the earliest of 
Hubs we of Newton are very proud. 
Newton women, too, members of the 
New England Woman's Club, that dis- 
putes being the first Club for women 
with Sorosis, also thrilled at mention 
of its early famous women. A happy 
bit of information, nnd one that all 
will he glad to have, because today

There are 25 Clubs in the district with 
about 3,305 membership. All but 0 
belong to the General Federation, the 
largest has 530; and the smallest 19 
members. She feels the smaller Club 
Is doing just as good work as the 
larger, and that it is hardly fair to 
enumerate the splendid attainments of 
the larger. She caused a laugh by 
showing partiality in her statement 
that nothing would give her greater! 
pleasure than to tell of the good work I 
of her own Club, but she was sure she I 
must not! One Club is supporting a 
home for ten old ladies where thej I 
may be as happy and comfortable as 
In their own homes. One Club is buy- 
ing an old revolutionary house that 
would otherwise be torn down. There 
are several Mothers and Homemakers 
and School Centre Clubs in district, 
and they accomplish as much as any 
Club she knows; bringing sunshine! 
Into lives of busy hardworking women 
who have little time or money. She 
visited these and came away with a 
feeling of great satisfaction.* 

Mrs. J. H. Libby, second district, 
reported the inspiration of Confer-; 
ences and Literature and Education 
Round Tables. 

Mrs. Carl L. Watson, of the 6th 
district, reported their contribution of 
good works: Amount of Club gifts to 
date $70,644. (Scholarships, $2,085; 
Charity $40,641: Education $23,183: 
War Veteran $4,180; Christmas funds. 
$544.) Daughters of Maine started 
to raise $100,000 for a home for Aged 
Men and Women In Maine. Fathers 
and Mothers Club own free and clear 
a Farm Home in Reading, contribut- 
ing $3,000 this season to support it. 
League of Women for Community Ser- 
vice serve 500 boys a week with soup, 
cocoa, and milk, besides gifts, Christ- 
mas dinners, and charities of $500 
more. The Ruskin Club gave $1,000 
to Harvard College for a scholarship. 
The Woman’s Charity Club raised $4,- 
170 for Hospital at Parker Hill and 
many many more such splendid things 
amounting to thousands of dollars. 
South Bay Sorosis Club with only 50 
cents dues, sews for the Children’s 
Hospital. They took home and com- 
pleted 20 nightgowns and 10 dressing 
sacks, the buttonholes being a work 
of art. Boston Harbor Woman’s Club 
whose members are stationed at forts 
entirely dependent on Government 
boats, in order to hold meeting start 
at 8:30 and return at 6:30 a full day 
surely in Club causes.

first vice president is so beloved and 
popular, is that her mother was the 
pioneer of that city and of western 
Massachusetts in forming women’s 
Clubs in that section. No wonder the 
mantle is upon her shoulders, and we 
of today will ftlory to keep it there! 

Civil Service was reported by Ma- 
rion C. Nichols, who stated that due 
to the splendid co-operation of Club- 
women, organizations, and individuals, 
over 10,000 extra names were secured 
on the 5,000 necessary to bring the 
referendum on veterans’ preference 
befc/Ve the voters. The total vote in 
favor of lessening this preference was 
352,796 or 48 per cent of the vote 
cast and the vote to retain preference 
was 381,895 or 52 per cent. Another 
measure to arouse keen interest was 
the question of reclassification of posi 
tions and salaries in the State Ser- 
vice. A private firm, Griffenhagen 
and Associates was retained in ac- 
cordance with Legislative Resolve, and 
their recommendations were not acted 
upon by the Governor and Council, al- 
though His Excellency did advocate 
in his budget increases totaling $600,- 
000. State Employees petitioned for 
action on the Experts’ Report. "The 
ease and hilarity accompanying the 
many amendments for salary increases 
accorded favored individuals and 
groups made it seem apparent that the 
smooth passage was given only be- 
cause of knowledge of the rocks ahead 
in the shape of the Governor’s veto 
which was easily sustained by the 
House." (This statement is a most 
significant commentary, and not one 
for Legislature, or other fair-minded 
individuals, who know the justice of 
the employees’ cause, to be proud of.) 

Civil Service has been extended to 
the fire chief of Chicopee, the police 
chief in Salem, the city engineer in 
Everett and the city electrician in 
Gloucester, subject to referendum vote 
— all of which indicate improvement 
in the cause of justice and safeguard 
ing of lives. 

President Coolidge has signed the 
Green Bill providing for the creation 
of a Bureau of Customs and a Bureau 
of Prohibition, so separating enforce- 
ment of the Volstead Act front the col- 
lection of revenue: with all appoint- 
ments made by Civil Service, a tre- 
mendous victory over political or 
greedy appointments. 

Miss Nichols called attention to the 
wonderful public service given by si- 
lent, even unnoticed armies— change In 
weather forecasted protects our crops 
or craft; forests are guarded against 
fire and pest; ports ngainst disease: 
in farm, home, school and factory, re- 
ports aid; the sick in mind and body 
are cared for; criminals, homeless, the 
cat treed, a mysterious illness attacks 
a picnic group — we turn to our public 
service for help. This is the biggest 
and most prosperous business enter 
prise in tho world — the government of 
these United States of America! 

Five-minute reports from five dis- 
trict directors who have served two 
years of their three-year term, brought 
out the inspiring things accomplished, 
in spite of their necessary brevity.

ing given by tho smallest Club of 14 ! 
members; of welcoming tho newest 
Club, that of the Auburndale Business 
Women’s section with over 60 ment- ; 
hors; of tho new Club House started' 
by Newton Highlands; aud of tho Wa- 
ban health program for chlldreu.

CENSORED READING 

Oil Monday evening, May 0. George 
l,. Pnrker, minister of the Unitarian 
Church in Newton Centre, addressed 
the Monday Evening Club of the Wom- 
en's Educational and Industrial Union 
of Boston on the subject, "Should Our 
Reading Be Censored?" 

Mr. Barker said in pnrt that a legal 
censorship was dangerous and almost 
impossible to put into operation. He 
suggested that voluntary censorship 
under the direction of university and 
college faculties might he both more 
useful and practical. He said: "If 
our universities want to render a real 
public service they might well take 
in hand this matter of censorship. 
They might well give more of their 
time and talent to creating a right 
taste and judgment In literature of 
our present newspapers, magazines and 
books Instead of giving so much of 
their time to the lives and misdeeds 
of ancient characters. They might 
well send out to their graduates a 
monthly bulletin of the renlly worth- 
while fiction that pours from our pub 
lishing houses. If bulletins were sent 
to our young people the hoys and girls 
might have some pride in knowing 
that they were university readers, even 
if they might never become university 
students. We should learn how to 
handle books as a skilled workman 
learns how to handle his tools. It is 
now left too much as a matter of 
chance and accident. 

"Another censorship is that which 
should be applied to publishers. The 
publisher who brings out one harmful 
novel should he corrected hv the indig- 
nation of public taste and the refusal 
to buy. Also, the novelists themselves 
should he made to play fnir. They 
have the right to present to us the 
ugly truths of life as much as tlic beau- 
tiful truths, hut if their novel is for 
the sake of the ugliness instead of 
for the truths, public taste should 
drive such an author hack into silence. 
The advertisement of hooks needs to 
be censored, for there is as much false 
advertising as of any other commodity 
that we know. As indefinite as these 
censorships seem to be they are the 
ones which, in the end, will lift our 
reading taste to a higher level.” 



PROF. ENGLISH DEAD 

Dr. John Mahan English, professor 
emeritus at the Newton Theological 
Institution, died suddenly at the school 
in Newton Centre Tuesday forenoon 
while waiting for a class. He was 82 
years old- and one of the best known 
and most beloved members of the fac- 
ulty. Although he had not been active 
in the institution since 1918, he still 
conducted one or two classes in homi- 
letics and pastoral duties, which were 
his special field. 

Dr. English was horn at Tullytown, 
Pa.. Oct. 20, 1845. and was the son of 
Abram G. and Caroline L. English. He 
was graduated from Brown University 
in the class of ’70, and from the New 
1 ton Theological Institution five years 
later. From Brown he received his 
degree of D.D. in 1891. For two years 
he was teacher of Latin at Suffield 
Academy in Connecticut, and teacher 
of Greek at Denison University for 
the succeeding two years. 

Ordained to the Baptist ministry in 
1875, Dr. English became pastor of 
| the First Church, Gloucester, where 
he remained until 1S82, when he was 
called to the Dudley Street Baptist 
Church. Roxbury, and there he re- 
I mained until he became a member of 
I the faculty of the Newton Theological 
Institution, where he remained in ac- 
tive duty until 1918. 

He had been lecturer on homiletics 
j at Andover Theological Seminary dur- 
ing IS 95 and IS96. and at the Hartford 
Theological Institution during 1922 
I and 1923. He was a trustee of Brown 
University, president of the Northern 
Baptist Education Society, and In 1909 
was president of Brown Alumni Asso- 
ciation of Boston and Vicinity. He 
was the author of "For Pulpit and 
Platform” and “The Minister and His 
Ministry." 

In 1877 Dr. English married Fran- 
ces Drake of Cincinnati, O., and she 
and one daughter, Lida Suydam, sur- 
vive him.

ALDERMANIC MEETING 

(Continued from Pago 1) 

brook was unanimously elected by the 
aldermen. 

The Board voted to authorize the 
Mayor to sign agreements, contracts, 
etc., for a tunnnel under the B. & A. 
tracks at Eliot. Alderman Fitts told 
of the many near accidents occasioned 
by persons walking across the tracks 
at this place, and stated that tho dan- 
ger would be greatly Increased when 
a school will have been built there. 
The B. * A. will stand part of the ex- 
pense of building the tunnel. 

Alderman Hodgdon asked for action 
on the matter of making Ward street 

one-way thoroughfare from Ham- 
mond to Commonwealth avenue. Ho 
Intimated that the Public Works com- 
mittee might take a long time to de- 
cide on widening this street. Alder- 
man Gallagher said. "I sincerely hope 
such nonsense will get its just reward. 
This is not a small town. Why should 

be forced to go Into Brighton In- 
stead of being allowed to use Wnrd 
street when travelling In thnt direc- 
tion? There are many streets In the 
city more In need of traffic relief than 
Ward street." Alderman Grebensteln 
replied that there is no “hokum” about 
tho suggestion. The traffic commit- 
tee has been over the street several 
times: when cars are parked on the 
street It Is difficult to pass. Alderman 
Pratt stated "that ho hoped this mat- 
ter would be referred back to the com- 
mittee as he had heard nothing about 
It.” Alderman Hodgdon, replying to 
Alderman Gallagher, said, "Some mem- 
bers of this Board think anything that 
they do not agree with is nonsense.” 
Alderman Hinckley favored the mak- 
ing of Ward street "one-way," and ex- 
plained to Alderman Gallagher how 
one could return from the reservoir 
section without going to Brighton, 
even If Ward street is made “one- 
way.” Mr. Gallagher retorted "that he 
knew how to travel about in that sec- 
tion before Mr. Hinckley could say 
Goo Goo.” As the former Is but four 
years older than the latter, he must 
have been a precocious child. Aider- 
man Baker criticised the practice of 
the administration in permitting Wash- 
ington street to be cluttered with signs 
forbidding parking at places not speci- 
fied in the Traffic Regulations. He 
said such signs have been placed at 
the behest of Individuals who do not 
want nutos parked in front of their 
properties: that these signs are not 
legal, and this practice should be 
stopped. 

At the request of Alderman Greben- 
steln the Board voted to prohibit park- 
ing on the north side of Centre place, 
and on Wnlnut street between Wash- 
ington and 254 Walnut. He explained 
that tho traffic commltee has conferred 
with Chief Burke regarding the "No 
Parking” signs referred to by Alder- 
man Baker, and that while the Chief 
has power to allow these signs to be 
used, he and the committee will have 
them removed if they are obnoxious. 

Alderman Bail asked the Board to 
request the Mayor to look into the 
rates charged In Newton by the Edison 
Company. Newton pays S^c, whereas 
Quincy, after protesting recently, had 
the rate there reduced to 7V£c. He 
also wanted the Mayor to investigate 
the rates charged for gas In Newton 
as compared with other places. Aider- 
man Baker stated, "that while he is 
not opposed to any effort that might 
reduce Newton’s rates on light and 
fuel, he had recently done a little In- 
vestigating on these matters himself, 
and found that such an investigation 
involved a tremendous amount of red 
tape and detail, and that he doubts if 
the suggestion of the Ward 5 aider- 
man would bo practicable. Mr. Bail 
replied "that if the aldermen or the 
Mayor do not take action on this mat- 
ter, some group of citizens may." Al- 
dorman Hodgdon asked "Who will take 
this matter up with the Mayor?” Pres- 
ident Weeks suggested that Aldermen 
Bail and Hodgdon act as emissaries. 

Alderman Heathcote recalled his 
suggestion made at a meeting two 
months ago “that the Newton Corner- 
Waban bus line be operated along 
Beacon street to Washington, so that 
passengers can transfer at the latter 
point.” He stated that this line only 
runs to Varick road. Chairman Haw- 
kins of the Transportation Commit 
tee explained 


Earle said "that more men cannot bo 
accommodated In tho house of Engine 
1, unless two men will sleep In the 
same bed. The cots are now occupy- 
ing all available spaco in the sleeping 
quarters at the old building." 

Alderman Gallagher stated "that 
Chief Rnndlett considers the land 
whore ’Poverty Block’ stands, as the 
Ideal site for tlfe now flro station, but 
had no hopes of tho city purchasing 
this land." According to the Ward 1 
alderman, If tho city sells the land It 
owns at the corner of Centre place, 
together with tho property occupied 
by Police Station 3, It can use the pro- 
coeds to buy the "Poverty Block” slto. 
He claimed that the site at the cor- 
ner of Centre place is poorly located 
to nfford safe egress for the big aerial 
ladder, and thnt If it is taken, nnother 
Fire Chief will he killed while driv- 
ing out of a building there, as were 
Chiefs Bixby and Humphreys. 

Alderman Ball stated "that the spe- 
cial committee on accommodations at 
Crystal Lake had requested the Mayor 
two months ago to appoint a citizens’ 
committee to consider the matter of 
taking land at this popular bathing 
place, and erecting properly equipped 
buildings there, but that the Mayor 
has done nothing on this matter.” 

The aldermen adjourned at 11 p. m. 
to meet on June 6th at 7:45. This 
meeting will take definite action on 
the new City Hall, and will have a 
number of other Important matters 
to deal with.

Alderman Hodgdon added to the lev- 
ity directed at Mr. Heathcote’s display 
of amity by suggesting "that the ap- 
preciation be also expressed towards 
future members of the special com- 
mittee on the New City Hall.”

As he has advo- 
cated the necessity of a new City Hall 
in several of his Inaugural addresses, 
and as he mentioned 1930 ns the (late 
when such a building should be com 
pleted, so that it would be ready for 
the observance of the 300tli anniver- 
sary of the settling of Newton, it is 
doubtful if lie will oppose the acquir- 
ing of the "triangle" site.

NEWTON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


Holds Its Annual Meeting and Discusses the Question of a New City Hall With Mr. 
Harriman, President Weeks and Chairman William B. Baker 


The annual meeting of the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce was held on 
Monday night at the Newton Club, 
Newtonville. Over 100 representative 
citizens of the city partook or an ex- 
cellent meal and then listened to a 
series of talks on the mutter of the 
proposed new City Hall. President G. 
Wilbur Thompson of the Chamber in- 
roduced Representative Rupert Thomp- 
son as master of ceremonies for the 
post-prandial session. The first speak- 
er presented by Mr. Thompson was 
Henry I. Harriman, chairman of the 
Metropolitan Planning Board, and a 
former president of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen. 

Mr. Harriman expressed bis appre- 
ciation of the excellent work done by 
the special committee of the Board of 
Aldermen in connection with the pro- 
posed new City Hall. He stated that 
the problem of the new City Hall may 
be considered in two divisions. In the 
first division can be included the ques- 
tions — "Do we we need it? Can we 
afford it? Its relation to schools and 
other necessary municipal needs? How 
will we pay for it?” Mr. Harriman 
said. "I will not discuss these phases 
of the matter. It is better they be 
handled by city officials who are famil- 
iar with conditions in the city today." 

“The second division of the new City 
Hall Problem concerns its location,” 
said Mr. Harriman. “At first I took 
little interest in this matter, but about 
six months ago in Greater Boston 
came to the Metropolitan Planning 
Board for advice regarding a new 
City Hall, and this aroused my inter- 
est in Newton’s proposed new build- 
ing.” He explained to the gathering 
that Metropolitan Boston’s population 
has tripled in the past 50 years, and 
will perhaps triple again during the 
next 50 years. Most of this increase 
will be in the suburban districts, and 
within the next half-century Newton 
will probably have a population of be- 
tween 150,000 and 200,000. This will 
require better housing for the city of- 
ficials and departments. A new City 
Hall should be built within the next 
decade, and it should be centrally lo- 
cated with plenty of room for expan- 
sion. 

Newton, according to Mr. Harriman. 
can he divided into three sections: The 
first, that part of the city lying north 
of Washington street, and containing 
about 15 r ; of the population; the sec- 
ond, that part between Washington 
street and Commonwealth avenue, 
which contains 50% of the population; 
and the third, which lies to the south 
of Commonwealth avenue and contains 
35% of the population. It is inevitable 
that most of the future growth of tin 
city will be in the last section. Twen- 
ty years from now Commonwealth av- 
enue will bisect tl»e population of the 
city as it also bisects the city geo 
graphically. On it is the natural place 
for a City Hall, and the “triangle" is 
the most available site. The City Hall 
should act as an advertisement for 
the city. Beauty has its commercial 
value. The beautiful homes of Newton 
are of appreciable advertising value 
to it. The Town Hall at Weston, ad- 
mirably located, the civic centre at 
Springfield, are assets to those two 
places. It is not possible to locate a 
dignified City Hall on the present site 
at West Newton. The “triangle" site 
will afford a beautiful setting. It will 
be seen by many more people as they 
travel through Newton along Common 
wealth avenue, and will improve the 
impression of Newton. The decision 
of the Aldermen to locate the new City 
Hall there is most wise. 

Mr. Harriman then considered tiie 
objections to the "triangle” site. The 
first lie mentioned was “that this site 
will he more expensive than one at 
West Newton.” He answered this ob- 
jection by saying, “that if more land 
will be purchased at West Newton, 
there will be little difference in the 
cost.” The second objection, the mat- 
ter of transportation, was discounted 
by Mr. Harriman for the reason that 
the great bulk of persons travel by 
automobile today, so that the “tri- 
angle” will not be out of the way, with 
tills form of transportation in use. 
The-' third objection, “that the ’trian- 
gle’ site will be away from the homes 
of the City Hall employees,” is but a 
temporary objection, according to Mr. 
Harriman, as the employees will even 
tually move to homes nearer this site. 
“It will be easy.” said lie, "to have a 
branch bank in or adjacent to the pro- 
posed new City Hall. The objections 
to tiie ’triangle’ are only temporary 
conditions. Those Aldermen who at 
first favored the West Newton site, and 
then became converted to the ’trian- 
gle’ locution, allowed real courage 



when they set aside their local preju- 
dice.” 

Sinclair Weeks. President of the Al- 
dermen. said. "The Special Committee 
on the new City Hall lias given unlim- 
ited time to this matter. It deserves 
the thanks of all citizens. We need 
a new City Hall. The departments 
housed in our present City Hall lack 
room to operate efficiently. The ques- 
tion of financing must receive careful 
consideration. The city has been un- 
der a stress during the last seven or 
eight years because of the necessity 
for new school buildings. Its borrow- 
ing capacity of $4,000,000 was reduced 
to $90,000 at one time li.st year. This 
is too low. We need a new fire alarm 
signal system, a new fire station, im- 
proved streets, and many other tilings. 
But, having progressed so far on the 
new City Hall project, we should ask 
permission of the Legislature to bor- 
row a limited amount outside the debt 
limit. Otherwise we cannot build a 
new City Hall for five or ten years. 
We should consider tiie aesthetic as 
well as the practical side in building 
a new City Hall. The ‘triangle’ site 
is admirably adapted for this purpose. 
Seven years ago a War Memorial was 
proposed by the Aldermen of Newton. 
Ten years have elapsed since this coun- 
try entered the war. Tills city lias 
been lacking in providing a memorial 
for its citizens who fought in the vari- 
ous wars. I hope when the new City 
Hall will be placed in the near future 
on the ’triangle,’ provision will also be 
made there for a memorial." 

Alderman Baker, Chairman of the 
Special Committee which has been con- 
sidering the matter or the new City 
Hall, was next Introduced. His re- 
marks, in substance, were practically 
the same as those made to the Aider- 
men at their last meeting, and were 
printed in last week’s Graphic. He 
told of the lack of proper acconi 
modations at the present City Hall, 
and tiie danger of the loss of the rec 
ords of the city through lack of pro 
tection from fire. He said, "The build- 
ing of a new City Hall bus been post 
poned for ten years. Why postpone it 
for another ten years?" He advocated 
the keeping of a safe borrowing capac } 


ity by the city, and opined that we 
nre justified in asking permission to 
borrow $500,000 outside the debt limit 
for a City Hall which will serve the 
needs of the city for the next 75 or 
100 years. Such a sum would not rep- 
resent the entire cost. Land must be 
bought and graded, a brook must be 
covered, and the building furnished 
with equipment. He argued that if 
the new City Hall will be built at West 
Newton, the total investment would be 
almost the same as if the hall will he 
erected on the "triangle” site, and there 
would he but about 100,000 square feet 
of land at West Newton as compared 
with 400,000 square feet at the “trian- 
gle." The building of the City Hall on 
the "triangle” will tend to unify the 
city. He concluded by saying, "Now 
that we have put our hand to the plow, 
we should go on with the work." 

Mr. Baker was followed by Aider- 
man Fitts, Chairman of the Committee 
on Public Buildings. He referred to 
the argument advanced by some “that 
a new City Hall cannot be erected ex- 
cept by interfering with the building 
of needed new schools.” He explained 
the manner in which the joint commit- 
tee of School Committee members and 
Aldermen have planned to take care 
for the growth of the school popula- 
tion of Newton, and to make up for 
the failure to build any schools for 
a number of years during the War and 
after. The lapse of building during 
this period had to he made up, and 
the normal growth of the school popu- 
lation provided for. The new schools 
erected during the past seven years 
hnve provided for 3000 additional pu- 
pils, or more than enough for the total 
growth in school enrollment during 
those years. But distribution is the 
problem. While some sections of the 
city haw more than enough accommo- 
dations for pupils, other sections are 
still overcrowded. The present pro- 
gram of building plans to meet the 
needs in the congested districts. The 
new grade school on ‘the site at Ward 
street will be built this year. The con- 
gestion at Newtonville must be re- 
lieved. The new school at Lower Falls 
to replace the Hamilton School will

WELFARE MEETING 


Ini«*r»*M ing Conference Held at the 
Pettee Inn, Upper Falls 


Twenty-five junior students from the 
Newton Hospital who are taking a 
public health course, were the guests 
of the Newton Central Council at the 
last Welfare Conference of the sea- 
son. held at the Pettee Inn In Newton 
Upper Falls on Wednesday, May 25. 
In all, forty-eight members of the Con- 
ference. including their guests, assem- 
bled at 12:30 for the luncheon served 
at the Inn. 

Mrs. Irving O. Palmer, President of 
the Council, told the guests what were 
the purpose and activities of a federa- 
tion of social agencies like the Coun- 
cil. Mrs. Louis H. Marshall. Chair- 
man of the Conference, gave a resume 
of the year’s work of the Welfare 
Division, emphasizing the effort to 
launch a Big Brother and Big Sister 
movement In Newton. Miss Louise 
Peloubet, Council Secretary, spoke of 
certain phases of the work, and Mrs. 
Louis S. Drake of the Y. W. C. A., told 
how the Big Sister work had already 
begun. When questioned. Mrs. Well- 
man of the Probation Department, said 
that she still had a long list of boys 
and girls who needed Big Brothers 
and Big Sisters. 

Mrs. Marshall was again elected 
Chairman of the Conference and Mrs. 
Charles W. Bond. Secretary. 

Miss Ethel W. Sabin, hostess of the 
day, gave a short account of her wel- 
fare work at the Shops. Feeling, as 
she said, that the guests had come to 
see rather than to hear, she soon led 
the group to the Social Room, main- 
tained by the Shops for the benefit of 
their employees. The Room is in a 
bungalow type of building opposite th« 
Shops, pleasant and neat, with desks, 
chairs, and a chance for simple cook 
ing. Here groups of men, women and 
children. Polish. Lithuanian and Arme- 
nian, gather for all sorts of purposes 
every day of the week. The Room is 
also used for Americanization classes 
under that department of the Newton 
schools, and by groups of Boy and 
Girl Scouts, children of foreign-born 
parents from Poland. Lithuania and 
Russia. Parents are taught English, 
and their children to read and write 
in the language of the parents. Thus a 
link is formed between the genera- 
tions. which would otherwise be sev- 
ered by lack of understanding. A Lith- 
uanian woman, for instance, unable to 
read or write, could not communicate 
with her relatives at home because 
ahe could not write to them, .or read 
what they wrote. Her boy has learned 
to write her language, and now she is 
happy because she can give and re- 
ceive news from her own people. The 
North American Civic League teach 
the children and arrange entertain- 
ments of various sorts. There is music 
and dramatics for children and for 
their parents. 

The First Aid Room handles auv ac- 
cident which occurs in the Shops, and 
is kept busy because of minor acci- 
dents such as burns and lacerations, 
which can be adequately treated in 
this well-equipped Hospital where a 
graduate nurse is in attendance and 
which is visted by a doctor every day. 

Miss Sabin told how one of the em- 
ployees poked his head into her office 
the other day, and said: "Some wom- 
en have brains." She felt that this

DR. CLARK DEAD 


Father of Christian Endeavor 
Pnmcs Away at Newton 


Rev. Francis E. Clark. D.D., "father 
of Christian Endeavor,” died yester 
day morning at his home in the Ver- 
non Court apartment on Centre street, 
Newton. He was seventy-five years 
old and had been ill for several weeks 

Dr. Clark returned from Florida 
about a month ago after spending aev 
eral weeks there in search of health. 
He had been living at Vernon Court 
since last fall, and up to the time of 
his going to Florida had been daily at 
his desk in the Christina Endeavor 
House on Mt. Vernon street. 

Francis E. Clark was of New Eng- 
land parentage, although born in Ayl- 
mer, Quebec, Sept. 12, 1851. His fa 
ther, whose name was Charles C. 
Symmes, was a civil engineer who. 
in 1853. while engaged in ministering 
to emigrants suffering from cholera, 
contracted the dread disease and 
speedily succumbed to it. When Dr 
Clark was seven yenrs old his mother 
also died. She was on earnest Chris- 
tian worker, and a pioneer in relig 
ious efforts and it was from her that 
Dr. Clark largely inherited his Chris 
tian character and literary ability. 

Upon the death of his mother the 
seven-year-old boy was adopted by an 
uncle, Rev. E. W. Clark of Auburn- 
dale. whose family name he took, and 
there and in Claremont, N. H.. Dr. 
Clark spent his boyhood. In 1869 he 
graduated from the Kimball 
Union Academy. From there he went 
Dartmouth College, graduating in 
1873. Three years were spent in An- 
dover Theological Seminary, and the 
voung clergyman shortly afterward 
took charge of his first church at Port- 
land. Me., the famous Williston 
Church, in which Christian Endeavor 
as born. 

The first society formed in 1881 has 
grown into an organization world wide 
and with a membership of about 
4,000,000. 

He married at Andover. Uct. 3, 
1876, Harriet E. Abbott, of that town. 
He is survived by his wife, three sons 
and a daughter, as follows: Professor 
Eugene F. Clark, of the faculty of 
Dartmouth College: Harold Clark, a 
headmaster of a school in New Jer- 
sey: Sidney A. Clark who is in the real 
estate business in Boston, and Mrs. 
William F. Chase of West Newton. 

Dr. Clark made his home in Auburn- 
dale for many years. 

Funeral services will be held in 
Eliot Church tomorrow afternoon at 2 
o'clock.

was a dubious form of compliment, 
hut it was doubtless well meant. — and 
there is no doubt that the women who 
do the welfare and first aid work at 
the Saco Lowell Shops have brains. 
There is a constant stream of men 
coming to both the welfare worker and 
the nurse with all sorts of troubles. 
Perhaps a man who speaks broken 
English and is terrified by the city 
wants Miss Sabin to go In town with 
him on some business matter which 
she can adjust for him. Always there 
are needs which must he met In help- 
ing these not yet acclimated Ameri- 
cans. 

The Saco-Lowell Shops have had a 
history of over 75 years which is close- 
ly hound up with the history of New- 
ton. They are known all over the 
world by those familiar with cotton 
machinery, which is their product. The 
name of the Pettee Inn is the only re- 
minder of the founder of the Newton 
unit of the Shops, who was Mr. Otis 
Pettee. The visitors had the privi- 
lege of seeing the Shops when all the 
different processes were being carried 
on. Against the dark background of 
the room glimpses of liquid, scarlet 
lire, pouring from the furnaces, — being 
ladled into molds. — or gliding along 
the ceiling in the overhead cars, made 
a picture not easily forgotten. Great 
magnets which lift thousands of 
pounds of pig and scrap iron, fasci- 
nated the onlookers with their mys- 
terious power. Room after room of 
human-like machines for finishing the 
parts to the necessary fineness, rows of 
machines et up for testing, only to 
be taken apart again for shipping, 
were viewed. The experimental room, 

a diminutive cotton mill — where cot- 
ton is picked, carded, drawn, and spun, 
showed what the earlier processes sig- 
nified. ^Outhisafternoon an experi 


not furnish Increased sittings to any 
degree. In most cities one-third of the 
revenue Is spent on schools. This per- 
centage is closely applicable in New- 
ton. The condition or our schools has 
materially improved In late years. All 
are now electrically lighted and lmve 
better sanitation. The school building 
program is not precluding nil the other 
needs of the city. 

More schools are required on the 
South Side. Two junior high schools 
must he erected there soon. These 
will relieve the congestion in soveral 
grade schools. We need proper streets, 
fire and police protection and cannot 
usurp these needs. We plan to pro- 
duce buildings for schools fast enough 
to meet needs. "We will perhaps not 
have to take a greater proportion of 
the taxes for school needs." said Mr. 
Fitts, "proper co-operation must be 
had from all city departments, and wo 
have always found the heads of these 
departments ready to assist. We can- 
not do all the things that all people 
want: we must consider demands ac 
cording to their relative merits. By 
careful planning we can finance the 
new city hall and many other things 
the people want.” 

Representative Leverett Saltonstall 
told of the principal matters enacted 
by the Legislature during the Inst ses 
sion which affected Newton. He dwelt 
on the failure of the passage of the 
proposed tax on gasoline, and the ex- 
cise tax on automobiles, and the defeat 
of the proposed legislation recommend- 
ed by Governor Fuller regarding the 
Roston Elevated. Referring to the ex- 
tension work authorized on the Met- 
ropolitan Water System, which will In- 
volve an expenditure of $50,000,000 In 
ten years, Mr. Saltonstall stated “that 
this great expense will double the cost 
of water in those communities using 
the Metropolitan System.” He com- 
mented "that it will pay Newton to 
keep its own water supply." Compar- 
ing the far better showing made by 
the State since 1913 In keeping down 
running expenses, than municipalities 
in this Commonwealth have evidenced, 
he read figures to show that while the 
cities have increased their indebted- 
ness 47% since 1918, the State has de- 
creased Its debt 50%, by its pay as 
you go policy. The taxes levied by 
the cities have increased 108% since 
1918, and 159% since 1913. During 
these same two periods the State taxes 
have increased hut 9% and 50%. He 
contrasted the better financing of New- 
ton as compared with Revere and 
other municipalities. 

Mr. Saltonstall disagreed with the 
other speakers regarding the proposed 
borrowing by Newton of $500,000 out- 
side its debt limit. He stated “that 
while he believes the Legislature will 
grant Newton permission to borrow 
this amount, and he will vote in favor 
of it, he would prefer to see Newton 
maintain its record of never having 
borrowed outside Its debt limit." 

Following the addresses on the ques- 
tion of the new City Hall, the business 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
was held. Walter T. Hannigan, treas- 
urer. reported the financial condition 
of the Chamber, and Clifton C. Mowry, 
secretary of the Chamber, gave a de- 
tailed report of its activities. The 
principal work of the Chamber during 
the past year included efforts to lower 
the insurance rates in Newton, im- 
proving the roadbed of the Boston El 
evated at Newton Corner, organizing 
Dollar Days for the stimulation of 
trade in Newton, and the affording of 
a Credit Bureau to Newton merchants. 
The present board of officers was re- 
elected. It is composed of G. Wilbur 
Thompson, president; Charles R. Cab- 
ot, George J. Martin. Ira Roe and Rob- 
ert Vachon, vice-presidents; Walter T. 
Hannigan, treasurer: Clifton C. Mow- 
ry. secretary: directors.

L. Richardson, Leverett Saltonstall.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 


Written by LEVERETT D. G. BENTLEY 


This yonr there should lie a more 
general observance limn ever of Me- 
morial Day. I trust I am not too op- 
timist A- when I express my confident 
belief that this genuinely patriotic oc- 
casion will inspire a greater feeling or 
loyalty to our veterans. Certainly 
the Grand Army, with its fast thinning 
ranks, should command tho reverent 
attention of all citizens, young and 
old. 

It is often said that we are a nation 
of hero-worshippers. There can he no 
dispute of tills assertion. Unfortun- 
ately we prefer to worship the heroes 
of the moment, setting them up as 
high as we can and out of all sense or 
reason. Then we drop them and hunt 
about for their successors. I don’t 
believe that we will ever mend our 
ways in this respect, although I sin- 
cerely wish that we might. 

When it comes to hero-worshipping 
we can find heroes right in our midst. 
They are not the kind that desire wor- 
ship, however, in fact, they resent it. 
But they are entitled to respect and I 
believe they have no objection to ap 
propriate recognition of their deeds of 
valor performed while in military ser- 
vice. 

Today these men are walking the 
paths of peace. They will marcli next 
Monday in honor of their departed 
comrades. It will he a reminder to all 
of us of the sacrifice and patriotism 
of both the living and the dead. To 
me it appears that the least we can 
do is to stand up and be counted as 
among those who are grateful. Hats 
off then to the Grand Army, the Span- 
ish War and World War veterans and 
to all men and womeijjhvho gave 
everything to make our country what 
it is. 


I wonder what become of that very 
useful and interesting individual the 
itinerant photographer? He may be 
in our midst and I do not know, but 
I have been unable to learn much of 
him recently. Perhaps the amateur 
with his snapshot has driven our old 
friend from the field. At any rate let 
us consider his passing with due sense 
of appreciation if not regret. 

The other day I was shown a photo- 
graph of a well known structure 
which has already succumbed to the 
activities of building-wreckers and is 
soon to he supplanted by a modern in- 
dustrial building. Despite the fact 
that I happened to be one of those 
who appenr in this faded print I do 
not recall the circumstances. That, 
however, is not important as this is 
not a personal narrative. 

Many of us, I am sure, can turn 
hack to the days when the itinerant 
photographer appeared suddenly from 
out of a clear highway and planted the 
triped and camera in an advantageous 
position. He would then approach his 
prospective subjects and remind them 
of the value of a “first class” picture 
of their establishment, whether it be 
store, factory or residence. 

To listen to him was to be con- 
vinced that future generations were 
entitled to have history preserved for 
them pictorially as well as in written 
records. The process, yon were told, 
would be a simple and painless one. 
Everyone would be summoned to take 
a position of naturalness (the more 
careless the attitude the better) Vnd 
again the photographer would return 
to his camera. Then he would throw 
a faded black cloth over his head and 
study tlie scene through the lens. 

Sometimes he would deipand a re- 
arrangement of the group, placing the 
shorter individuals in the front. His 
ideas of grouping were at least orig- 
inal. Although such was not a slang 
phrase in those days I believe ho 
would admonish patrons to "be your- 
self” or something like that. 

In those days some of the lawns 
were ornamented with pieces of so- 
called statuary, a fountain maybe such 
as the figures in Iron of a boy and girl 
under an umbrella upon whom there 
fell a gentle stream and who looked 
a hit odd when the sun was shining. 
That was art in its time and certainly 
the abundance of clothing with which 
eacli figure was covered showed that 
the aims of artists had not yet reach- 
ed the unclad limits that now obtnin. 

If a man owned a carriage and horse 
it was not inappropriate that these 
should be placed in the foreground 
when the photograph was made. Per- 
haps the beautiful little daughter of 
the household would be seated on the 
driver’s seat, holding the reins and 
playfully suggesting her pretended 
skill as horsemanship. More often the 
members of the family would be clust- 
ered nmicahly on the front piazza. In 
any event it was a delightful picture 
or one that sought to impress upon 
til.- public the charm of "home sweet 
home” when it is nicely situated and 
resting beneath not too heavy a mort- 
gage. 

When they “took” a picture at 
places of business, “boss” and em- 
ployees would line up, tho men and 
hoys with their arms folded and young 
women seeking to appenr jaunty and 
trying to conceal their embarrassment. 
All would be staring at tho camera, as 
if waiting for something to explode. 
Not until tii>' photographer had 
announced, “that’s all” would they ho 
induced to disperse, and then it would 
be with query, ”1 wonder how It will 
come out?”

The weekly prize of a hand painted 
glues toothpick Is awarded this week 
to tho maker of automobile traffic reg- 
ulations for the Metropolitan District 
Commission. His noblest achievement 
will be found by drivers on tho 
Charles river boulevard when they are 
passing through Cumbridgo on the 
way to tho West Boston bridge. The 
stretch botwoon tho Cottage Farm 
bridgo and tho temporary bridge at 
St. Mury’s street reveuls a muster 
stroke of ingenuity. 

All drivers know that iu going oast 
there is u stiff grade to ho climbed 
Just before one strikes the Cottage 


Farm bridge. Not only this but plenty 
of cars are moving In several dlrec 
tlons. Now then, If one has a mind 
for such things he may halt his car on 
the hill, tie-up traffic and study a sign 
hat will tell him how to drive between 
that point and the temporary bridge. 
If ho hasn't time for this and thinks 
that some consideration should be 
shown to other drivers he will not 
learn that which the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission expects of him. 

There are three wide stripes of 
white paint on the surface on the 
boulevard. Heed them or you will be 
bawled-out by a surly Metropolitan 
“cop” who will tell you to “take the 
middle line on the hill if you’re going 
straight ahead.” In other words, the 
commission desires to encourage those 
who are to turn on to the temporary 
bridge to hug the curbing while those 
who are headed for the West Boston 
bridge remain in the center of the 
roadway. It’s a great idea, like many 
another traffic rule, but only a great 
mind like the originator must possess 
can comprehend it. The ordinary in- 
dividual cannot grasp it until he has 
been told in harsh and definite terms 
to “read the sign” and govern him 
self accordingly. 

Here, then is a regulation which 
completely upsets all the warnings of 
experts and urges drivers to monopo 
lize the middle of the road, regardless 
of safety. How come? I’m sure I 
don’t know, but long ago it was proved 
that traffic regulations are fearfully 
and wonderfully made. 


Public service and those who per- 
form It are frequently criticised. Some- 
times they deserve it. Most all ex- 
pect it and when it comes it doeesn’t 
worry some of them as much as it 
might. They take it for granted that 
either way they will be in wrong with 
somebody. Therefore, an opportunity 
to say something pleasant, to make 
note of an improvement of conditions 
should not be overlooked. 

The cheering thought that I seek to 
convey in this connection is the fact 
that within a decade the old system 
of overpaid recess committees for 
members of the General Court has 
passed into oblivion. To be sure there 
are recess committees but the mem- 
bers receive no compensation. Furth- 
ermore, the number of committees is 
by no means as large. 

When there were paid recess com- 
mittees the number was much larger. 
That is easily explained when one 
stops to think that each member re- 
ceived $1,000 for his services, togeth- 
er with mileage. These men, or a ma- 
jority of them, w§re overpaid consid- 
ering the small amount of work Un- 
performed for the State. The situation 
became so serious that the Constitu- 
tional Convention, which met in 1917, 
1918 and 1919, took hold and drafted 
an amendment which prevented re- 
cess committee members from re- 
ceiving compensation. The voters 
promptly adopted It. Now we can see 
fewer recess committees for the rea- 
son that there isn’t the same incentive 
to hunt up subjects for investigation 
as there used to be.

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ABOUT TOWN

The city hns spent, and will spend 
considerable amounts of monoy on 
traffic signs. Lately a number of 
hashing beacons have been placed at 
dangerous street Intersections. On 
the side facing traffic coming along 
the side streets is printed the warning 
"Stop & Enter." On the side facing 
traffic travelling on the main street is 
printed “SLOW." One of these flash- 
ing beacon signals is located just out- 
side the GRAPHIC office at the cor- 
ner of Centre streot and Centre Place. 
Many operators of automobiles pay 
attention to the instructions printed 
on the sides of the beacon. More op- 
erators entirely disregard tbe warn- 
ings. Some partially obey the in 
structions by going slowly, but not 
stopping. Others show their utter 
disregard for the instructions of the 
Police Department by driving rapidly 
around the dangerous corner. 

There is but one effective way to 
deal with individuals who treat with 
contempt efforts made by this city 
(or any city) to reduce trnfllc hazards 
and lessen accidents. Bring them in- 
to the Police Court. If this is done to 
some who evidence no desire to co-op- 
erate in making our highways safer, 
others of their kind will realize that 
they are not above the law. 

The other evening we were taking 
a stroll. As we approached the cor- 
ner of Park and Elmwood streets, two 
automobiles came out of the latter 
street; one, a snappy roadster of fair- 
ly expensive make, was pushing a 
Ford touring car of the "vintage” of 
1920, or thereabouts. The big idea 
was — to give the Ford enough mo- 
mentum to cause its motor to oper- 
ate. Along Park street and down 
Vernon towards Centre went the two 
motor-cars. But the motor of that 
Ford must have been badly affected 
by "cylinder sclerosis" for It refused 
to function. We continued up Park 
street, and as we passed Kenrick Park 
we again encountered the two auto- 
mobiles. They had travelled up Cen- 
tre street to Franklin and again head- 
ed down Park street. The roadster 
was still pushing the ancient flivver: 
the old motor had not been forced 
into action. We walked along Park 
street to Sargent, and headed down 
that street. As we neared Centre 
street for the third time along came 
the two automobiles. The roadster 
had made another lap over Newton 
Corner streets pushing the Ford ahead 
of it in a determined effort to make 
the decrepit motor start exploding. 
Persistency had its reward. Just as 
the two cars passed us on Sargent 
street, the flivver commenced to 
sputter asthmatically. The fellow op- 
erating that roadster was our idea of 
a "real friend.” And the fellow op- 
erating that flivver was our idea 
of an optimist. 

Far be it from us to take any glory 
from our contemporary "Cabot Park,” 
but when he insinuates that the 
change from parallel parking to diag- 
onal parking at Newton Corner re 
suited immediately after he had at- 
tacked the former method, he is, to 
use the venacular, "throwing the 
bunk." The agitation against the 
rule ordering parallel parking was 
started several months ago, long be- 
fore “Cabot Park" commenced to 
pound the keys of his typewriter in 
denunciation of it. The revocation of 
this order at one part of Nonantum 
Square followed a conference be- 
tween the Traffic Committee of the 
Aldermen and Chief of Police Burke 
which took place before "Cabot 
Park’s” article appeared in print. 

Criticism has been made about the 
traffic signals which are being placed 
at dangerous street corners about the 
city. The signals are square in shape, 
with a pointed top; sort of a cupola ef- 
fect. They have been erected on 
cylindrical bases of concrete. Per- 
sons artistically inclined aver that 
the round bases under the square sig 
nals produce an incongruous effect 1 
This is quite true. But, unfortunately ! 
it must be so. The signals, of neces I 
sity have to be square because of the 
signs painted on the four sides. And i 
the bases must be round. If they were I 
square, automobiles would be con 1 
stantly colliding with the corners. 
Bitter experience has proved this. 
Utility and art cannot be combined in 
the case of these signals. So, the 
aesthetic taste of many of our citi- 
zens will continue to be jarred.

State Federation 

(Continued) 

The “high light," of Wednesday, the 
second day of the Annual Meeting, 
was a most delightful surprise, nay 
more, a tribute that will long live in 
the memory of the hundreds of Club- 
women who heard the salute of com- 
pliment to the recognized power of 
women today! This is probably the 
ilrst time in history that, a bronze tab- 
let has been stationed and unveiled 
to organized womanhood, as a token 
of respect, admiration, and acknowl- 
edgement of her vision, powor, and 
strength. The management of the 
New Ocean House, through its presi- 
dent, Clement E. Kennedy, unveiled 
In honor of the State Federation a 
bronze tablet, on which was inscribed: 

"This convention hall is dedicated 
to the Massachusetts State Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, the vision of 
whose members created a meeting 
place for the club women of the com- 
monwealth.” 

The dedicatory speech and prayer 
were by Captnin Robert Campbell, Jr., 
chaplain of the 101st Field Artillery, 
26th Division. 

For five consecutive years the State 
Federation has met at the New Ocean 
House, having gone to this spot when 
the management was reconstructing 
the hotel and had just about com- 
pleted a huge garage. Those to seek 
this place to view it as a possible 
meeting place immediately saw the 
possibilities of the "garage,” with the 
result that their enthusiasm caused 
the management to change construc- 
tion for its use as an auditorium, and 
it has never been used to house or 
repair automobiles, but lias attained a 
higher destiny. The wisdom of these 
foresighted women, and the wisdom of 
the hotel management in following 
their suggestion, has been proven 
aga'M and again in these five years, 
and, in fact, was borne out that first 
summer, when men’s organizations -if 
all descriptions, followed the lead of 
the State Federation, and filled the 
New Ocean House with delegates for 
one continuous session after session: 
which excellent financial state of af- 
fairs for the management has contin- 
ued with Increasing profit. 

Is it to be wondered at that a tab- 
let of bronze has been placed in the 
honor of pioneer woman? 

On Wednesday morning, following 
the usual opening program, Mrs. Jo- 
seph S. Leach, chairman of the Nom- 
inating Committee, read the ballot, 
which was received with interest, in 
spite of the fact that all knew what 
was coming, and with frequent ap- 
plause at mention of friends and fav- 
orites. Three department reports fol- 
lowed : 

Art, by our own Mrs. Frank H. Stew- 
art, who began by saying that "for 
three years the need of art in every- 
day life had been constantly present- 
ed." One might add that whatever 
the need, or perhaps regardless of the 
need, the joy and satisfaction of 
beauty in environment is assuredly an 
inspiration in life. Mrs. Stewart re- 
ported a gain of nine Clubs sponsoring 
art departments with 145 more mem- 
bers on art committees. The Fall Con- 
ference at the Museum of Fine Arts, 
when Mr. Cyrus Dallin said that "art 
is to help us get in tune with the uni- 
verse"; the exhibit in February of 
sculpture and its setting, with land- 
scape architects giving of their in- 
spiring talents: the year’s lectures - 
162 — with over fifty speakers, attest 
the work of this department in plac- 
ing worthwhile art matters before 
Club members. And these are supple- 
mented by the returns from individual 
Clubs who report visits to Isabella 
Gardner Museum, Fogg, Worcester, 
Salem, Children’s and Harvard Ger- 
manic Museums, Smith College, Guild 
of Boston Artists, Art and St. Botolph 
Clubs, R. I. School of Design. Grace 
Horne, Vose, and other galleries, and 
Wayside Inn. Cantabrigia Club report- 
ed 20 meetings with Fine Arts Lec- 
tures; Newton Centre has established 
a work shop; Quincy made $25 at a 
fair at an art table; Reading gave 
monthly exhibits at the Library — -Ma 
donnas, fans, samplers, cameos, old 
lace, china; West Acton in a rightly 
named “all year art service,” giving 
wonderful gifts to the new High 
School, and receiving from three men 
the gift of the Unitarian Church build- 
ing for a Club House, these donors 
buying it, repairing it, furnishing, and 
beautifying it; Winchester sponsored 
two prize contests for schools. 

Mrs. Otis F. Drayton, wittily opened 
| her report with this statement: "In 
the spirit of the old music slogan, see 
! sharp and B Natural may your Music 
chairman make her report of the past 
year’s work.” "Knowing that chair- 
, men would then see sharply their 
! privileges and duties.” "It will be nat- 
ural to point with pride to the work 
of the Federated Choral, with 72 ac- 
time and 5 associate members repre- 
senting 37 towns." The financial report 
is gratifying in that after all expenses 
were met a balance was on hand of 
about $75. She told of the gift of 
fioo to the Boston Women’s Sym- 
phony Orchestra by the State Feder- 
ation. and of 43 Clubs of the State 
having choruses, five having orches- 
tras, five have trios, three have quar- 
tets, two have double quartets, ami 
the programs of others showed excel- 
lent musical programs, with Christ- 
mas festivals, pageants, music appro- 
elation, operettas, and a special Bee- 
thoven Celebration. She said It was 
rather difficult to see sharp or be nat- 
ural when broadcasting, and her en 
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tiro report was a whiff of refreshing 
breeze for Its cleverness in playing 
on these two tones 111 reporting se 
rlous matters! 

To a more serious note came Mrs. 
Benjamin May’s report on American- 
ization. She said that some of the 
most delicate, most puzzling, problems 
have arisen from lack of understand- 
ing on the pnrt of our own Clubwomen 
as to just what Is meant by Ameri- 
canization. She stressed the appall- 
ing lack of knowledge of their local 
problems on Americanization. Round 
Table discussions and co-operation 
with local agencies have been valu- 
able, and the field these experts open 
up is a wonderful opportunity for 
Clubs. Such an agency is the Adult 
Allen Division of the State Depart- 
ment of Education. 

In telling of one gathering at the 
beautiful home of a Club member Mrs. 
May brought out the charm of the 
Conference attended by Czecho-Slavic 
women who came in costume, told of 
their country, sang their village songs, 
mingled with the Clubwomen, dis- 
playing their shawls and costumes. 
What could he more conducive to 
understanding and awakening regard, 
nay, friendship, than this, especially 
when all afterward shared tea, candy, 
cake, and nuts! Informal monthly 
meetings, too, with American ladies 
and foreign-born exchanging fancy 
work and recipes were a mutual ad- 
vantage and pleasure. In proof of the 
appreciation of these foreign in our 
midst was the report that for two 
years the Italian women connected 
with Dorchester House have served a 
delicious Italian Luncheon for mem- 
bers of a Club that has been kind to 
them. 

The Legislative chairman, Mrs. 
John H. Kimball, stating the policy of 
the year of non-endorsement, but 
study, reported few words of crit- 
icism and many spoken and written 
words of approval. She said "it 
seemed obvious that there could be no 
reason to be seriously interested In 
specific legislative issues until Club, 
group, or individual, had the essential 
underlying foundation — registration, 
voting regularly, and voting intelli- 
gently.” Could there be a more con 
else, wise and challenging statement 
of affairs made by a legislative chair- 
man? 

She reported the status of the va- 
rious measures the Federation has en- 
dorsed in past years, such as Jury 
Service (lost), School Ago (lost), 
Milk pasteurization (lost), Licensing 
of Pasteurizing Plants (passed), reim- 
bursement for tubercular cattle 
(passed), sale of tuberculin controlled 
(passed), and Federal prohibition 
agents under Civil Service (passed). 

Believing with Mrs. Potter that 
"bad men and women are elected by 
good men and women, who do not 
vote,” realizing that eternal good citi- 
zenship is the price of good govern- 
ment, Mrs. Kimball has urged a high 
er type of citizenship among Club- 
women, "looking to the time when 
through universal law observance vig- 
orous law enforcement becomes un- 
necessary.” 

Mrs. Frederick G. Smith naively ad- 
mitted in opening her report that "the 
duties of the General Federation Di- 
rector have been pleasant this year,” 
as “she lias renewed acquaintance 
with many Clubs and has been able to 
visit others she could not arrange to 
go to during her term as State presi- 
dent.” She admitted as naively that 
she had "been on the program of the 
seven District Conferences, and spok- 
en at five Legislative Conferences." 
She reported 24 new Clubs and one 
City Federation into membership of 
the national organization, with the 
2nd district bringing in the most; and 
to the 3rd district belongs the honor 
of being nearest 100 per cent a mem- 
ber. Only a few over a hundred of 
the Clubs are not now members. Slv> 
regretted reporting that one Club re- 
signed from membership, "wishing 
the clean slate had not been spoiled." 
March 1 is the financial date of the 
new year. She asked that retiring pres- 
idents send the name and address of 
their successor — “to whom Federation 
News should now go" — to 1734 N. St., 
N. W., Washington, D. C. And then 
she once more naively added, but “of 
course the retiring presidents will not 
wish to give up their News, and your 
director will be glad to receive fifty 
cents for your subscription.” Where- 
upon she proceeded to tell of the ben- 
efits of the national society to all 
Clubs, however small, and however 
far away, until one wondered how sc 
much could lie secured for so slen- 
der a price! 

Miss Alice F. Titus, editor and bus- 
iness manager of Federation Topics, 
presented a bit of innovation In say- 
ing that her report was to be a for- 
ward-looking one, rather than a back- 
ward-looking one of what had been ac- 
complished. She stressed that "this 
magazine Is published expressly for 
the Club women, edited "just for 
you," published expressly for yon 
and Its contributing editors are 
your State ofilcers, chairmen and 
members!" Looking ahead means fea- 
turing Club news, and she asked that 
unusual happenings be sent to Top- 
ics for publication. "We are going to 
play a sort of game with all the Clubs 
of the State," she threatened, “and 
see how many of them will be men- 
tioned In some way in Topics in 1927- 
28." Doesn't that spur ambition, and 
act as a wholesome challenge? 

~ The requests of the State president, 
Mrs. Potter, she also makes her goal — 
and yours! First, every Club sub- 
scribed 1 00 per cent to Topics; sec- 
ond, a chairman In every Club to send 
in every possible subscription beforo 
summer vacation; third, every Club a 
patron of Topics advertisers, and toll 
them you saw it In Topics; fourth, 
every Club mentioned In Topics; fifth, 
overy Club doing Its part to keep the 
Top In Topics! 

Mrs. Willard D. Woodbury, oil So- 
cial and Industrial Conditions, showed 
the astonishing and thought-provok- 
ing field of conditions investigated un- 
der such topics of lectures as "The 
Social Worker in the Community,’’. 
"Children and Power Machines," 
"Reminiscences of a Campaign 
against Street Beggars,” "Scouting 


and the Adolescent Girl," and "A So- 
cial Worker’s Holiday In Paris”; and 
the presentation In conferences or 
"The New Federal Prison for Women,” 
“The Baumos Laws,” "Women In the 
Police and Probation Departments,” 
"The Minimum Wngo in Massachu- 
setts," "The Prosnnls Label,” "Need 
of a New State Prison for Men,” "The 
Work of the Commission on Crime 
Prevention,” and "Our State Correc- 
tive Institutions." 

She gave a most humorous — hut ar- 
resting review of replies of the Clubs 
on the questionnaire as to what they 
have done or had as speakers, along 
social and industrial lines. It was 
laughable to hear her say the reply 
rang all the possible changes on the 
word "no" — none, no one, nobody, 
nothing — but It was likewise a bit 
awakening to a feeling of shame. 
Three classes of replies wore listed — 
first as above, "impossible,” the sec- 
ond, where a desire to co-operate was 
shown In making a return for the sake 
of their Club, but the replies were 
largely irrelevant; and the third, 
those which showed an understanding 
of the program, as well as an interest 
in it. (For these latter we give thanks, 
and feel not entirely disgraced!). Of 
these, the Westfield Woman’s Club 
reports sponsoring an Industrial Ex- 
hibit In their Club House; the Melrose 
Woman’s Club co-operated with the 
Board of Trade in an Exhibit of Mel- 
rose Products; Somerville Clubwomen 
visited various manufacturing con- 
cerns; Boston City Federation devoted 
a program to study of crime preven- 
tion; Chicopee Fairs Clubwomen se- 
cured the appointment of a policewom- 
an. And lastly Mrs. Woodbury men- 
tioned with pride the splendid activi- 
ties of an affiliated organization — the 
Woman’s Educational and Industrial 
Union — In its Bureau of Occupations 
for Handicapped Women, which han- 
dled 747 applications during 1926. 

The Committee on Friendly Co-op- 
eration with Ex-Service Men, Mrs. 
Paul A. Peters, chairman, showed a 
most inspiring record of worthwhile 
work accomplished, including visits to 
the hospitals with gifts of candy, cig- 
arettes, cake, afghans, books, cards, 
postcards, records, checkers, jellies 
and plants to patients; the expenditure 
of $600 of the $650 contributed by 
Clubs for this service; and entertain- 
ment furnished by way of automobile 
rides and card parties. One Club near 
the Northampton Hospital sent gifts 
on birthdays of their members, and 
letters exchanged as a result added 
the pleasing personal touch to the 
good accomplished. 

On Wednesday, at noon, the Press 
Luncheon was held, with box lunch- 
eons, which was, as might be expect- 
ed of anything planned by Alice Gwen- 
dolyn Albee, full of merriment, “pep.” 
and worthwhile information. 

Mrs. Potter, presiding throughout 
with courtesy, poise and wit, lightened 
the entire program by her clever 
asides In meeting situations. For ex- 
ample, in introducing Mr. Santry, the 
Selectman on the opening moment, al- 
most, of the gathering on Tuesday, 
she found he needed a moment to 
make himself heard, or to gather his 
wits, and she said: "we have a mo- 
ment to enjoy looking at Mr. Santry.” 

So, in introducing the beloved past 
president, Mrs. Herbert Gurney, who 
brought greetings to the gathering at 
the outset of Wednesday afternoon, 
she spoke of her as our “war” presi- 
dent, but "not a bit warlike.” 

Public Health, Mrs. George L. Avery, 
chairman reported on these various 
interests, the milk legislation, clinics 
for children, the “ten year program of 
the General Federation,” Child Health 
Day, May 1st, the cancer program, 
work at Titania’s palace, Club contri- 
butions of over $1,000 secured for the 
Hospital, as well as contributions of 
knitted articles, and finally tfie co-op- 
eration of the State Federation with 
the State Department of Public 
Health, as to Hygiene and Cancer, 
with the Club’s chairman serving on 
advisory committees on these two sub- 
jects. 

The Education chairman, Mrs. Dav- 
id N. Nickerson, aroused sympathy m 
saying that present-day education is 
overwhelming, and that it seemed to 
her that everything under the sun was 
connected in some way with it. “Pre- 
school classes,” “Better English,” “Vo- 
cational Guidance” were finally some 
of the ways chosen for presentation, 
and classes, Round Tables, and con- 
ferences became the medium. 

“The Kindergarten,” she believes, 
“forms the most desirable bridge be- 
tween the free home life and the re- 
straining school life.” In vocational 
guidance for those who leave school 
to earn their living at 14 or 16, or for 
the “unscholarly,” lies the change 
from failure to success in life, and the 
happiness and contentment of the ma- 
jority of homes is founded. The need 
of a “dean of girls” is an accepted 
fact, she claims. 

On the Scholarship and Loan Fund 
question sho reported that the Brook- 
line Woman’s Club still leads in over 
$2,000 raised each year, and the Low- 
ell Woman’s Club has inaugurated the 
idea of helping High School students 
finish their courses. 

Besides the fascinating exhibit in 
the Mothercraft booth that would 
drive any small girl crazy for the pos- 
session of the life-size dolls and bas- 
sinet and crib and charming ward- 
robe that would delight the heart of 
any pampered baby, Mrs. May Bliss 
Dickinson Kimball, Mothercraft chair- 
man, explained the development of 
"educated mothercraft” in this coun- 
try. "Child Psychology,” ‘ Literature 
for Children of Pre-School Age,” "Nu- 
trition," Clinics, "Pre-School and Hab- 
it,” "Child Welfare,” "The Backyard

Playground,” and a varied order of 
similar topics proved how much this 
topic Is appealing to the imagination 
and to practical sense. Receipts from 
the Mothercraft Film — Mrs. Kimball’s 
own generous contribution to the 
cause -have gone toward the widening 
of this subject. 

A modest start has been made to- 
ward a permanent maintenance fund, 
and this will be added to by a most 
fascinating method, beginning June 
first — the selling of treasured antiques 
in Mrs. Kimball’s Amherst home, the 
DIcklnson-Baggs Tavern. The collec- 
tion represents a lifetime of effort In 
bringing together specimens of the 
handicraft of our ancestors, and It Is 
easily phophesled that Clubwomen 
will hie to Main street, Amherst, In 
gathering eager clans all summer! 
Three trustees have been appointed 
for handling this fund. 

Because of the demand for the Mo- 
thercraft and Child Welfare Lending 
Library Mrs. Kimball wisely placed 
this at Headquarters for reference, 
“Children Well and Happy.” now in 
its fifth edition, has already been 
placed In many town and college li- 
braries. 

The miniature model playground 
may be seen at Mothercraft headquar- 
ters, said the chairman, and aroused 
Interest Instantly In this wise exhibit. 

Mothercraft In Turkey and Albania 
was made a very real and near Inter- 
est, and someway made one feel that 
what could arouse enthusiasm so far 
away should surely be Investigated in 
our own land. 

Mrs. Clarence W. Clarke, for Junior 
Membership, reported the gain from 
seven Clubs having Junior Members 
In 1924-1925 to 39 Clubs at present, 
and also three new Clubs of young 
women. The result of the question- 
naire sent to Clubs, this year in the 
form of a personal letter, gave such 
interesting and heQpful information 
that the chairman regretted not being 
able to give this In full. The Juniors 
of the Philergian8, which only formed 
a few weeks ago, are already making 
a scrap book for the Children’s Hos- 
pital. One Club writes that a Junior 
has “Club ancestry,” in that she is 
grand-daughter to a Clubwoman. 
This report quaintly adds — proving the 
world topsy-turvy indeed! — "the Jun- 
iors no doubt realize we are a bit be- 
hind the times, but they are indulgent 
and patent, and always helpful, and 
we love to have them with us just to 
help us keep the spirit of youth.” 
The Framingham Juniors dressed dolls 
in costumes of various countries and 
sold them at a bazaar In aid of the 
hospital. Other Club Juniors have 
given plays, candy sales, tableaux, 
served as models for a style show of 
the elder Club, been the orchestra 
for the older; also, sung on Sundays 
at an Old Ladies’ Home (this is our 
own Auburndale Juniors) ; organized a 
Crlee Club; our own West Newton Jun- 
iors have sent cards to shut-ins, 
flowers ami plants; Reading Juniors 
issue a printed program yearly, have 
given lectures, demonstrations, and 
Christmas Tree parties to poor chil- 
dren — all talented, and kindly activi- 
ties that make them a decided asset 
to Club life and to community prog- 
ress! 

New Clubs were welcomed and in- 
troduced, through presidents or other 
representatives, who told briefly a bit 
about their new Club, some with a 
bit of humor that so adds to reports. 

Mrs. A. A. Packard, on International 
Relations, declared that her report 
could be a practical one, as for two 
years Clubwomen have been giving 
attention to this subject, deciding first

what they wanted to know; then find- 
ing the way to information; then 
bringing that Information to one an- 
other. Proving this, she gave a few 
of the Club programs of the yoar, 
which leave no doubt that valuable In- 
formation bus been well digested by 
the women. The Morning Club of 
Springfield has studied the History 
of Europe since 1815, the Longue of 
Nations and the World Court; The 
Springfield Woman's Club has re- 
viewed BlakeHlee’s "Recent Foreign 
Policy of the United States,” Buell’s 
"International Relations,” Waller’s 
"Paths to World Peace,” and others; 
as well as having had speakers tell 
first-hand experiences in the Near 
East, Russia, Bolivia, Chinn and Ja- 
pan. Dr. Edward IT. Hume, President 
of Yale, In China for 22 years, spoke 
at one meeting. The Boston Ruskin 
Club corresponds regularly with rep- 
resentative English Societies who 
furnish reliable up-to-date information 
on policies. The Middlesex Club of 
Lowell studied Canada, Nicaragua, 
Mexico, and the Islands of the Cnrri- 
bean, with three afternoons each. The 
Study Club of Wakefield is studying 
"Present Day Diplomatic and Consu- 
lar Service,” problems at first-hand of 
foreign students, philanthropies and 
missions. 

She also gave a list of topics that 
may be found at Headquarters, with 
books of reference, that aroused keen 
interest and Inspiration. 

Among the five-minute reports of di- 
rectors, Mrs. Henry W. Hildreth, of 
the 8th district, perhaps voiced the 
inward feelings of her four other fel- 
lows — who did not say so, however — 
when she said that In closing her year 
she felt as we do over completing any 
task, she heaved a sigh of relief, with 
the exclamation: "There! That is 
done, thank goodness!” The features 
of work in her district that stand out 
in memory were the splendid sending 
of children to camps, of bundle-days 
for clothing for the needy, helping tiie 
tuberculosis committees, earning 
girl scouts, the visiting nurses, and 
money for student loans, giving prizes 
for posters and one Club presented 
1,000 red and white pine seedlings, 
and trees to a town, planting them 
around the water supply, with the en- 
thusiastic aid in this work of boy and 
girl scouts. 

Miss Alice G. Albee gave a clever 
prophecy of the press department in 
1937, when there would be large press 
quarters at Headquarters, with their 
own broadcasting station operating 
daily, for all Clubwomen to keep In 
touch with all phases of work, and 
with a staff of expert newswomen as 
an Executive Board, consisting of Mrs. 
Bowles, Mrs. Blanchard. Mrs. Cowles. 
Miss Houk, Miss Strong, Miss Davis, 
Miss Linnehan, Miss Pillsbury, Miss 
Coolidge, and Mrs Lothrop. these hav- 
ing been the efficient, cordial friends 
of 1924-27. Every paper in the State 
also carries in that magic year a full 
Club page. (Some prophecy!) 

Mrs. Arthur J. Crockett, chairman of 
Community Service, said she might 
tell how many folders and notices her 
committee had sent out, their work, of 
how many Clubs visited, but instead 
she was going to describe to us a visit 
to a town, with which she was very 
familiar— and we were glad she did*! 
As she left the train, at the station 
where flowering shrubs 'made a pleas- 
ing background, she was met and es- 
corted to a car by way of the waiting- 
room, and here she noticed how clean 
the floors and walls and windows 
seemed, and a glance in the open door 
of the ladies’ room disclosed two com- 
fortable rocking chairs, and— unbeliev- 
able sight! — copies of magazines on a 
small table. Asked concerning it. her 
escort replied: “Some of the Club- 
women thought an attractive station 
would be an asset to the town. We 
rather laughed at first, but I guess 
they were right. They’ve had good- 
looking barrels for rubbish put in 
handy places, and — more — seen they 
were emptied regularly. They-ve had 
well-lettered signs on all roads, re- 
stricted bill-boards, by interesting the 
Board of Trade, made a bit of park on 
the Main street, with grass green and 
smooth, and beds of bright-colored 
flowers, and here children and grown 
people wander freely. This place had 
been an eyesore: then they suggested 
making the Boy and Girl Scouts res- 
ponsible for it. friendly rivalry began 
— behold the result!” This led to a 
playground and an athletic field, and 
he waxed enthusiastic over the games I 
— ball, tennis, marble, skates, and 
skis. 

It seemed the townspeople had de- 
cided to keep their young folks et 
home, if possible, and were willing to 
give thought, time, and money toward 
accomplishing it. A Community Com- 
mittee worked with the moving pic- 
ture manager, so that all parents were 
sure that their children would see 
only good, clean shows, and they nev- 
er hesitated, therefore, to consent to 
their going thither. 

And so she continued, through a 
word picture of getting out the voters, 
with a party and refreshments — a real 
"coming-out party” for the young folks, 
whom it is wise to catch young — 
with efforts for happiness of old and 
young, through unexpected birthday 
gifts, library books intelligently dis- 
tributed, yarn furnished for elderly 
knitters, music in hospital wards, 
readers for the blind, until she Admit- 
ted that this wonderful town she knew 
so well was only her vision, but she 
showed conclusively that this vision 
was after all, forgiveable, in her story 
of a fog at sea, the lifting for a sec 
oml, in which the pilot takes his hear- 
ings, and charts his course without 
fear, so should Clubwomen look upon 
their vision, get their bearings, plan 
their course, and then when the fog of 
precedent and indifference settles 
down, they can still forge steadily 
ahead Into their desired port! 

The "vision,” following even upon 
reports of so much accomplished — 
fields of endeavor so broad and fer- 
tile, that few outsido Club life realize 
aro being successfuly cultivated- is 
after all, fact, for somowhore, in some 
town, one or another of theso “im- 
provements," has in reality taken 
place, though possibly uot all lu any 
one locality. But with the course 
charted, and Mrs. Crockett’s helpful 
encouragement, we may soon see this 
vision of reality! 

"Conservation," said Mrs. Myron 
Davis, Jr., "though literally meaning 
‘preservation from waste and Injury, 
is at the present time very generally 
applied to the safeguarding of the na- 


tion’s Natural Resources. In this 
sense much more Is Implied, and con- 
servation also Included development, 
prudence, economy and foresight in 
caring for nature’s bountiful gifts. It 
Is the sacred duty of each generation 
to care for these great heritages so 
that they may be available for the gen- 
erations to come.” She has summed 
up in these few sentences the entire 
problem, arid then she proceeded to 
develop In the various branched} <>r 
this work wherein the Clubs are 
struggling toward this dutiful end — 
forestry, with Its patrols and public 
education as regards fire; the protec- 
tion of the beloved songster, the bobo- 
link, from unjust shooting as a "rice 
bird”; garden development, shrubs, 
flowers and ROSES; planting of trees 
on Arbor Day; informative bird and 
tree walks; saving of the easern pin- 
nated grouse or heath hen, an inter- 
esting bird, as well as useful as an in- 
sect destroyer; and many other allur- 
ing studies and pathetic needs for 
our service. Woburn, Danvers, and 
the Maplewood Club of Malden have 
each planted one thousand trees. Can- 
ton, Orange, Gardner, WInchendon, 
and Athol have given school children 
trees to plant, have joined, with 40 
to 75 members, the Audubon societies, 
and Preservation of Wild Flower So- 
cieties; and have cared for winter 
feeding of birds. 

Valuable study outlines on all these 
topics are at Federation Headquarters 
for the use of Clubs, and one is men- 
tioned as furnished by our own Mrs. 
Daniel M. Goodridge. More honor to 
Newton! 

On Wednesday evening. Grace Mor- 
rison Poole’s “Quest for Peace” began 
with this startling sentence: “Ask me 
another seems to be taking the place 
of the cross word puzzle in the quest 
of our restless people for something 
different. It is nothing new for the 
human race to ask questions, it’s been 
doing it ever since the beginning of 
the world, and it Is by no means a 
habit confined to children.” 

Is not this proof enough of the stim- 
ulation brought by this speaker on the 
subject of world peace? 

"China is our best example of a na- 
tion waking up, and Russia, even 
though you may be utterly out of 
sympathy with what she Is doing, is 
another example.” 

Whereupon Mrs. Poole led us into 
the mazes of reconstruction of the 
world along more humanitarian lines 
than was the accepted of survival of 
the fittest in the old days and old 
ideas! “All the physical, mental and 
spiritual quests can do little for man- 
kind if the giant horror of war can at 
will of certain interests of this world 
break loose from time to time. Al- 
though this nation has suffered from 
this curse we do not seem to realize 
the real seriousness of this problem of 
world peace.” She gave the reason as 
having no neighbors of great size or 
strength to threaten us, and the pro- 
tection of two great oceans ^order- 
ing our country. “No man liveth unto 
himself alone.” "Good and bad, sel 
fish and unselfish, scrupulous and un 
scrupulous people and nations inhabit 
the earth. We know, of coarsi 
we are neither bad nor unscrupulous, 
but I wonder if we are not selfish. I 
shall never forget my own feelings 
when I first looked at the Assembly 
Meeting of the League of Nations — 
the geography of the world spread 
out before me. Would the experi- 
ment succeed? Would knowledge, un- 
derstanding, and possible friendship 
between former enemies drive out the 
giant War from the world? It is a 
human organization with human frail- 
ties. but the most perfect organization 
can only succeed if the desire to suc- 
ceed Is strong enough, and if this de- 
sire is strong enough in the League 
of Nations it will succeed in spite of 
all obstacles.” 

She probed the very core of the 
truth. “Has the problem narrowed it 
self down to this?” She asks. “World 
Peace versus American isolation?” 
And she answers: “Frankly I honest- 
ly doubt whether we can ever end this 
quest for peace if we fail to unite all 
the constructive forces of the world 
in this quest.” 

That is Mrs. Poole’s challenge to 
America. It is the challenge of one 
who has sat in the League of Na-

Judge Allen stated that ho is satis- 
fied that Thompson is the fugitive 
wanted by the New Hampshire author- 
ities nnd continued the case until June 
7th. It is expected that by that time 
the extradition proceedings will have 
been completed. 


NEWTON ROTARY CLUB 

The speaker at the weekly lunch- 
eon last Monday of the Newton Ro- 
tary Club, held at the Woodland Golf 
Club, was Dr. Guy M. Winslow, a 
member of the club. 

Dr. Winslow, who has made several 
trips to Porto Rico gave an interesting 
account of conditions on the island. 

Within a period of 25 years, Porto 
Rico has enlarged its trade from some- 
thing like $1,700,000 to $171,000,000, 
and considering its size and popula- 
tion, greatly exceeds any other coun- 
try. The Island produces sugar, coffee, 
tobacco and fruit, the latter being 
mostly grape fruit and pineapples. 
The coffee Is not uniform and is not 
liked in this country and is mostly 
shipped to Europe. 

The Island is about half the size or 
Massachusetts and has a population 
of over a million. Outside of the ci- 
ties, Jthe rural population live in a 
most primitive style. There are 1400 
miles of good roads and many auto- 
mobiles. 

Considerable progress is being made 
in education, literacy tests showing an 
incrense from 15 to 45% over a series 

of yearB. 

Dr. Winslow’s talk was illustrated 
with many stereoptlcon pictures. 

Next week, as Monday is a holiday, 
the club will hold a joint meeting with 
the Rotary Club of Watertown.
